OTTAWA,  Sept.  ».— Employees  today  kt  the  final  session  of 
the  Industrial  Relatibfit  Conference  were  emphatic  in  their  declara- 
tion that  they  did  not  want  to  decrease  production.  The  suggestion 
was  advanced  that  a  commission  might  be  appointed  to  investigate 
the  eHect  of  shorter  houra  on  production. 

I :  John  Bruce,  in  dealing  with  the  shorter  hour  question,  suggested 
wat  the  conference  should  go  on  record  as  upanmiously  endorsing 
pte  eight-hour  day.  The  development  of  science  and  invention,  he 
'jtaid,  made  possible  increased  production  with  shorter  hours,  but 
kUs  increased  production  was  not  netting  gain  to  the  worker  because 
jtbe  ratio  of  poor  to  rich  w«s*growing  larger  instead  of  smaller.  The 
total  loss  of  time  from  strikes  since  1901  was  14,937,227  days.

The  strike  order  affocta  approxi- 
mately 209,000  Iron  and  steel  work- 
ers in  the  inner  and  outer  Pittsburg 
tistriot  between  Johnstown,  Pa.,  on 
the  East/ and  Tbungslown.  Ohio,  on 
the  West.  Union  leaders  claim  that 
a  majority  of  these  men  will  follow 
the  request  of  the  Steel  Workers' 
National  Committee  apd  refuse  to  go 
to  work  on  Monday.  They  assert 
that  not  only  Union  men  wIM  bo  in 
the  walkout,  but  that  they  will  b« 
Joined  by  thouaands  who  are  not 
afllllate*!  with  any  labor  organisation.

^    Khaki  Collfege  as  Assistant 

Professor  of    Economics — 

One  Appointment. 


VANCOUVER.  Sept.  20. — Three  ap- 
pointments and  a  temporary  appoint- 
ment have  been  mad^  ot  the  faculty 
of  the  University  of  British  Columbia. 
Hehry  F.  Angus  has  been  named  as- 
sistant professor  of  economics,  com- 
ing directly  from  the  staff  of  Canada's 
Khaki  College.  Prof.  Angus  was  born 
In  Victoria.  Hs  a  graduate  of  McQill 
and  Oxford,  having  secured  honors  In 
law  and  Jurisprudence  at  the  English 
university.  For  a  time  he  followed 
law  in  the  Odl  Country  and  served 
with  the  Imperials  in  the  war. 

Thorlief  Larsen,  a  native  son  of 
New  Westminster,  is  named  assistant 
professor  of  Bnglish.  Prof.  Larsen 
secured  his  M.A.  degree  at  Toronto 
University,  and  was  later  selected  as 
Rhodes  scholar  from  British  Coluqi- 
bia.  He  spent  two  additional  years  at 
Oxford  in  research  work,  atyd  on  his 
return  taught  English  in  Victoria  for 
a  year  before  taking  up  th^  practice 
of  law  in  this  city. 

Dr.  A.  E.  Henning.  who  is  appointed 
assistant  professor  of  physics,  took  hin 
degree  in  Illinois,  and  was  for  severSl 
years  in  Saskatchewan.  He  comes 
from  Chicago  University. 

The  temporary  appointment  has 
been  rendered  necessary  by  Prof.  Lo- 
gan, of  the  Classics,  being  required  to 
complete  his  writing  on  the  history  of 
the  Canadian  machine  gun  corps, 
which  will  keep  him  busy  in  Ottawa 
for  aome  time.

1891  at  Victoria,  educated  at  Central 
School  and  High  School:  graduated 
with  honors  at  McOill  in  1*11  and 
afterwards  wss  entered  as  a  student 
at  Balliol  College,  Oxford.  He  took 
the  degrees  of  B.A.  in  the  Honor 
Schools  of  Jurisprudence  In  1013  and 
the  B.C.L.  in  1»14.  In  June,  1914,  he 
was  called  to  the  English  bar  by  the 
Inner  Temple. 

In  August,  1014,  he  was  given  a 
commission  in  the  4th  Battalioif  Wilts 
Regiment,  and  in  October  of  that  yesr

He  said  a  bill  had  been  Intro- 
duced forbidding  the  removal  of 
boles  for  three  years  because  means 
of    transportation    are    lacking. 

He  declared  that  at  present  there 
are  nienty  of  traina  to  take  tourists 
tn  the  battlefields.  He  asserted  the 
Chamber* ought  not  to  dissolve  with- 
out giving  some  satisfaction  to  fami- 
lies, especially  as  American  news- 
papers were  stating  that  American 
dead  were  to  be  taken  back  acroa* 
the  Atlantic. 

Replying  in  behalf  of  the  Minis- 
try. M.  Abrami.  of  Pas  de  Calais,  said 
the  riinicultle^  were^  insurmountable 
and  that  ^s  much  as  the  government 
would  like  to  grant  satisfaction  there 
would  be  a  risk  of  manv  "terrible 
mistakes"  In  cemeteries  ploughed  up 
several  times  by  artillery  fire.  He  de- 
clared bodies  of  Grman  soldiers  had 
been  found  In  graves  bearing  the  In- 
ncrlDtlon  "A  French  soldier  is  burled

OB  the  quealiona  ot  litbor  em- 
ployee' light  to  orsaniie.  reeosnltloa 
of  hil>or  unlona  and  collective  bar* 
KMliilng  wrrc  found  Impossible  by  tho 
committee  ot  the  Industrial  Confer- 
ence and  separate  reports  are  to  be 
cHlIrd  this  mornins  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  respective  committee*. 
Tho  employers)  said  Melville  P. 
White.'  reporting  for  that  committse, 
would  irelcome  tho  fullest  government 
investigation  as  to  the  need  for«n  S- 
hour  day.  Labor,  on  the  other  hand, 
declared  through  J.  A.  McClelland, 
that  there  had  been  enough  boards 
and  commissions  on  this  subject  and 
labor  wanted  the  law  applied  first. 

The  third  group  took  a  different 
stand.  Mr.  Calvin  LAwrence,  of  Ot- 
tawa, reported  approval  of  the  hours 
of  labor  clause  in  the  Peace  Treaty 
and  urged  that  the  Government  pro- 
vide legislation  for  the  8-hour  day, 
where  industries  arc  working  eight 
holers  or  lestt  and  that  ufter  due  in- 
vputlgation.  legislation  be  introduced 
covering  the  IndudtrlcH  outside  of 
thiit  number.  He  belli-vod  h  general 
uct  covering  certain  Industtles  was 
feasible. 

It  was  10:30  when  a  start  waa  made 
on  what  was  hoped  would  be  the  flnal 
session  of  the  Industrial  Conference 
this  morning.  Senator  O.  D.  Robert- 
son Invited  Chief  Justice  Mathers, 
chairman  of  the  Royal  Commission,  to 
take  a  seat  un  the   platform. 

Senator  Robertson  then,  Invited 
H.  B.  McKenzie,  assistant  general 
manager  o(  the  Bank  of  Montreal, 
to  addresM  the  Conference. 

Settlement  of  Industrial  unrest  and 
class  antagonism  means  much  to  the 
bankers  as  a  whole,  Haid  Mr.  Mc- 
Kenzie. It  was  not  to  be  expected 
that  the  return  to  normal  conditions 
could  be  made  without  some  upsets, 
it  wa.**  e:4thAated,  however,  that  na- 
tional production  would  be  main- 
tained to  the  maximum.  He  felt  sure 
that  all  who  had  attended  the  Con- 
ference would  feel  confident  that  the 
spirit  of  goodwill  would  continue. 
Plcaaed    at    Uarmouy 

J.  E.  Percy  Bell,  general  manager 
of  the  Bank  of  Hamilton,  also  ex- 
expresjed  his  pleasure  at  tho  steady 
growth  .  of  harmony  and  goodwill 
which  had  permeated  the  conference. 
Mr.  Bell  congratulated  the  labor  dele- 
gates for  their  splendid  presentation 
of  their  cu«e. 

High  prices  were  a  real  cause  of 
unrest,  said  Mr.  Bell.  The  big  drop 
In  prices  expected  at  the  conclusion 
of  tho  war  did  not  come  and  high 
prices  had  not  deterred  the  buyers  of 
luxuries.  The  loes  of  a  hundred  mil- 
lion buiihels  of  M-heat  from  this  year's 
crop  was  a  serious  matter.  The  buy- 
ing power  of  money  had  been  re- 
duced. 

There  must  be  an  expansion  of  gov- 
ernment credit  to  bring  down  the  cost 
of  living,  said  Air.  Bell,  and  what  was 
really  needed  was  plenty  of  good 
honest  work  by  all  parties. 

Presents    Comnilltoc    Report 

John  R.  Khaw.  Woodstock,  pre- 
senting the  report  of  the  committee 
on  hours  of  labor,  said  a  unanimous 
agreement  had  not  been  reached. 
The  committee,  which  dealt  with  tho 
right  of  employees  to  organise: 
recognition  of  unions  and  collective 
burgalning,  had  been  unable  to  reu«e 
a  common  ground  .  for  resolutions 
He  suggested,  therefore,  that  the 
chairman  luy  on  the  table  the  flnd- 
ings  of  those  respective  committees, 
that  they  might  be  placed  in  Hansard 
and  given  to  the  press.  The  unanim- 
ity of  the  committee  on  all  subjects 
had  given  great  pleasure,  but  there 
must  come  a'  time  when  men  would 
agree  to  differ.  There  must  always  be 
respect  for  the  opinions  of  those  men 
not  represented  here.  He  suggested 
that  instead  of  an  extended  debate 
there  be  a  brief  expression  of  the 
opinions  of  either  side. 

R.  A.  Rigg,  Winnipeg,  said  he  be- 
lieved  there  was   practical  agreement 


on    the    broad    question    of    principle.

opinion  In  regard  to  details.  Uer- 
oMleaa  efforts  to  solve  ttaeae  details 
had  boon  frultleas.  ana  while  the  t>est 
of  epIrU  had  prevailed,  in  attempting 
to  reach  a  aettleasent  of  the  problems, 
there  was  still  the  fact  that  the  and- 
inga  of  the.  respective  f:o'mnUU.e«a 
would  now  b«  before  the  Oovemtneut 
Which  could  ther^y  be  gaidotf  In  fu- 
ture. When  th^  measure  came  before 
the  Oovemment  there  would  be  every 
chance  for  the  repreoetotatlve  parties 
to  present  their  views  on  the  variout> 
matters. 

Ueport  Is  Tgblod 

Chairman  Robertson  said  It  was 
better  to  table  the  reports  than  have 
them  voted  upon.  Senator  Robertson 
then  being  called  away  the  chair  was 
taken  by  C.  A.  Magrath: 

Mr.  White  said  that'the  whole  dif- 
ference on  this  question  was  in  tho 
nature  of  tho  action  proposed  to  the 
Oovemment.  Employers  welcomed 
a  thorough  investigation,  while  em- 
ployees declared  for  more  speedy  ac- 
tion. He  asked  all  the  delegates  tu 
carefully  consider  when  they  got 
home  that  both  sides  of  the  question 
had  not  bepn  settled. 

J.  A.  McClelland,  Montreal,  stated 
that  the  employees  asked  for  some  di- 
rect and  Immediate  aDplicatidn  by  law 
of  an  eight-hour  day.  Tbey  were  not, 
in  favor  of  having  it  submitted  to  any 
further  investigation.  A  royal  com- 
miaslon,  he  said,  had  been  suggested 
by  the  employers  as  a  solution. 

The  employees,  on  the  other  hand, 
contended  that  they  were  discussing 
the  report  of  a  royal  commisHion  and 
that  further  commissions  would  do 
little  good. 

He  trusted  that  the  (Juvernniont 
would  take  cogniicance  of  the  attitude 
of   labor   In   the   matter. 

Minimum   Wug(>   Imws 

In  making  rapid  proKress  yester- 
day the  Industrial  conference  dealt 
With  several  important  reports. 

The  report  of  CoiMmlttce  No.  3  on 
minimum  wage  laws  was  presented 
by  Miss  Helena  Guiteridge,  Vancou- 
ver, and  wu8  unanimously  adopted. " 
The  government  was  urged  lo  ap- 
point a  roi-ul  commission  to  investi- 
gate the  matter  of  minimum  wages 
for  unskilled  workers  and  tho  pro- 
vincial gavernnientb  were  aakcd  to 
take  action  to  ensure  e<iual  educa- 
tional facilities  to  every  child.  In 
one  of  the  larger  provinces  fenialo 
workers  were  being  grossly  under- 
paid. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Trowein,  of  the  Retail 
Merchants*  Association,  had  asked 
that  part  time  wurkerH  In  retail  stores 
be  not  included  In  any  minimum 
wage  law.  The  report  of  the  com- 
mittee  on  minimum    wage    follows: 

"Where  It  is  expedient  that  mini- 
mum rates  of  wages  should  be  fixed 
throughout  Canada  for  women  and 
children  whether  employed  at  time 
rate  or  accordin^to  any  other  method 
of  remuneration. 

"Wliereas  minimum  wHge  laws  for 
women  and  children  have  been  enact- 
ed In  live  and  are  in  operation  In  four 
of   the   provinces; 

"Therefore,  be  It  resolved  that  this 
Industrial  Conference  r'^r-ommends  lo 
the  government  and  provinces  which 
have  not  adopted  minimum  wage 
laws  for  women  and  children  th« 
speedy  Investigation  of  the  necessity 
for  such  laws,  and  if  so  found  the 
enactment  of  such  legislation. 
Propose  IJnifonii  Laws 
"It  Is  further  recommended  that 
the,  varlouM  provinces  adopt  uniform 
law  and  method,  of  applioutlon  but 
that  In  all  cases  the  minimum  of 
wages  for  women  and  children  Is  to 
be  determined  from  time  to  time,  due 
regard  being  given  to  local  living  con- 
ditions. 

"It  is  tho  opinion  of  this  Confer, 
enco  that  tho  Dominion  Government 
should  appoint  a  royal  commlxslon 
composed  equally  of  representatives 
of  labor,  employers  and  the  pul.llo 
to  investigate  wages  to  unskilled 
workers  and  issue  a  report."  ' 
,  Representation  has  been  made  to 
the  committee  that  the  pay  received 
by  female  school  teachers  in  one  of 
the  larger  provinces  In  so  low  as  to 
discourage  the  employment  of  tho 
talent  necessary  to  the  proper  edu- 
cation of  its  children.  Your  commit- 
tee recommends,  says  the  report,  that 
tho  various  provincial  governments 
be  asked  to  Investigate  such  condi- 
tions in  the  respective  provlnoes  to 
the  end  that  the  children  of  all  prov- 
inces of  the  Dominion  may  have 
equal    educational    opportunities. 

Mr.  James  B.  Fraser,  Montreal, 
moved  a  resolution  recommending 
Increased  effortu  by  Dominion  .nnd 
Provincial  Oovernments  to  solve  the 
housing  problems. 

Mr.  E.  8.  Woodward  feared  that 
much  of  the  money  voted  for  houslnn 
schemes  and  als«i  for  returned  hoI- 
dlers  was  finding  its  way  Into  the 
hands  of  speculators.  He  would 
therefore  refuse  to  vote  either  way. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Macgrath.  who  was  in  the 
chair,  said  nil  the  Conference  could 
do  'was  to  refer  the  resolution  to  the 
Mlscellaneoys  Committee,  and  this 
Was  done. 

The  housing  resolution  follows: 
"Resolved,  that  this  Conference, 
recognizing  that  much  Industrial  un- 
rest, economic  loss  and  social  suffer- 
ing has  resulted  from  poor  land 
•peculation  and  InsufTlolent  housing 
and  high  rents,  heartily  commends 
the  action  of  the  Dominion  and  Pro- 
vincial Governments  In  their  united 
effort  to  Improve  housing  conditions 
and  provide  facilities  for  the  proper 
and  satisfactory  housing  of  our  peo- 
ple and  recommends  Increased  co- 
operation of  and  Investigation  by  the 
Dominion  and  Provincial  Oovern- 
ments to  find  a  satisfactory  solution 
<}f  the  problem." 

Fnantmonsly  Decided 
Major  M.  A.  Mclnneff.  Saskatoon, 
giving  the  report  of  the  committee 
No.  9,  aald  that  three  resolutions  had 
been  unanimously  decided  upon  by 
the  committee: 

Bqual  educational  opportunities 
with  compulsory  education  up  to  and 
Including  the  fourteenth  year,  with 
twS  years  more  In  cities  or  towns, 
and  by  making  all  education  free, 
wa*  urged  by  the*  commtltee. 

Major  G.  L.  Bouchard.  Bte.  Hya- 
elnthe.  speaking  as  an  officer  of  the 
lUnlon  of  Canadian  Munlcipalitieii, 
strongly  advocated  comptiioory  edu> 
oatlon.  which  must  of  neceiwity  be 
free,  and  the  resolution  on  education 
wse   carried. 

Major  Mclnnes  read  ttis  second 
resolution  dealing  with  freedom  of 
the  press  and  llhwty  of  speech.  Uft- 
lees  such  restrictions  were  of  aboo- 
late  nsnseslljr,  they  were  to  be  ««. 
plored.

Iliora'ls  not  a  whisper  of  a  deolra 
on  the  part  of  any  Individual  or  aae- 
tion  of  thought  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince to  take  advaataga  of  tka  initia- 
tive and  referendum  legialatlon  pases  d 
lasf  session.  This  may  Indicate  eUher 
geaaral  acoord  with  the  course  of  tha 
Oovomment,  or  sIm  it  may  mean,  as 
we  liave  said  before,  that  there  nevtf 
waa  a  demand  from  any  reapodaibia 
quarter  for  such  freak  legialatlon.  The 
law  Is  on  our  statute  books  .but  la  a 
dead  letter  as  f ar  aa  lU^  .operation  Is 
concerned.  Perliaps  this  Is  Just  as 
well,  for  we  think  there  is  hardly,  a 
doubt  that  the  system  of  placing  the 
initiative  of  legislation  in  the  hands  of 
a  certain  percanCage  of  the  people  is 
ultra  virea  of  Provincial  powora.  R 
this  is  the  case,  as  soams  probable,  tlie 
act  deaUng  with  dlraet  legislation 
should  be  diaallowad  by  Ottawa,  for 
the  Oovernor-Itt-Cottncll  by  this  course 
would  probably  ha  aaving  British  Col- 
umbU  tha  kdkvy  tafdl  expomMd  which 
would  be  involved  In  |esting  the  con- 
stitutionality of  tha  meaaure  before 
the  Prhry  ConnciL 

Tho  Provfaoial  Government,  if  in 
the  meantlma  it  Is  persuaded  that  the 
people  of  this  community  show  no 
evidences  of  a  deaire  to  avail  them- 
selves of  direct  leglslatiop,  would  he 
well  advised  to  repeal  the  act  at  the 
coming  session.

namely,  the  rifhta  of  the  XJaglslaturd; 
It  was  anticipated  at  the  time  tha^ 
direct  legialatlon  was  passed  that  it 
would  afford  an  opportunity  for  k 
referendum  on.  the  question  of  Pro* 
hibltlon'  ft  such  was  (hie  desire  of  the 
necessary  percentage  of  the  people.  If 
;that  desire  prevails  we  are  inclined 
;:toi°;thlnk  the  reason  why  It  haa  not 
^«en  translated  Into  action  is  due  to 
IttBa  widespread  doubt  which  exists 
about  the  right  of  the  Province  to 
enact  direct  legislation.  The  question 
of  an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  ad- 
visability or  otherwise  of  Prohibition 
does  not  need  the  machinery  of  an 
Ikfteatlve.and  referendum.  Mo  doubt 
exists  that  a  referendum  ■  on  the  sub- 
ject will -be  put.  befQ^  the  people  at 
the  Provincial  ^Iffttion  of  asvt  year, 
and  that  itri  tlirtns  trtlf  be  decided  by 
the  Government  Itself,  and  ratified  by 
the  Legislature.  In  the  madntlme  th« 
Government  should  make  up  Its  mind 
kbout  what  course  Itproppsea' to  adopt 
jreg)(irdlng  the  dii;de{  VHClslation  now 
on  the  statute  books.  H  can  do  no 
less  in  view  of  the  adverae  ■  decision 
of  the  Privy  Council  affecting  some- 
what similar  legislation  passed  by  the 
Iikanltoba  Legislature.

In  which 
nearly  &.000  more  votes  were  polled 
than  In  ';the  general,  election  of  De- 
cember laat.  There  .is  no  change  lu 
the  political  complexion  of  the  seat, 
for  a  LJberal-Coalltlonist  was  re- 
turned; however.  In  the  great  gain  In 
the  total  of  votes  cast,  the  L>abor  can- 
didate secured  S,t98  and  the  Llber>il 
1,419.  In  'commenting  on  this.  It 
must.be  pointed  out  that  the  Liberal 
candidate,  as  compared  with  his  pre- 
decessor In  the  seat,  was  practically 
unknown.  The  previous  member  for 
Pontefract  was  Sir  J.'  Compton- 
Rlckett,  a  Privy  Councillor,  and  one 
of  the  boat-known  men  In  England. 
The  result  gives  some  evidence,  how- 
ever, that  the  awakening  Interest 
in  politics  Is  mpsUy.'  Unseeable  to  tho 
working  man. 

^'Wken  Labof  is  fully  represented  In 
the  councils  of  the  nation,  whether 
under  the  existing  system  of  election 
to  Parliament  or  through  propor- 
tional representation,  there  should  be 
better  hopes  of  solutfons  of  Industrial 
problems.  TJien,  too.  the  bid  for 
political  poweit-  being  made  by  Labor 
will  aerve  to  arouse  the  other  partl<>9 
In  tho  sUte  to  action,  and  the  result 
will  be  to  secure  a  better  expression 
of  opinion  from  the  ,  people  as  a 
whole.  Recant  by-elections  In  Eng- 
land, because  of  the  *  interest  they 
have  aroused,  are  a  hopeful  augury 
for  the  political  future  of  that  coun- 
try.

'Tka* story  goeti  that  when  the  mar 
Jorlty  of  the  union  voted  to  throw  IA 
their  lot  with  the  One  Big  Union  there 
was  a  substantial  surplus  In  the 
treasury.  But  as  time  went  on  and 
thA  O.B.U.  element  saw  the  Interna- 
tional handwriting  oh  the  wall  which 
indicated  clearly  that  the  movement 
waa  on  the  wane,  a  bright  thought 
struck  the  officers.  They,  It  Is  re- 
ported, decided  to  "cut  up"  the 
treasury  to  the  end  that  the  O.B.U. 
sympathisers  would  be  able  to  still 
continue  the  propaganda.  So,  the 
story  ^oes,  a  formal  resolution  was 
passed  transferring  to  the  treasurer 
12,000,  a  cheque  for  that  amount  be- 
ing drawn,  signed  by  the  proper  offi- 
cers and  handed  to  the  offlcltfl,  the 
Idea  being  that  he  should  keep  It  for 
future  use  of  the  radical  wing.  That 
was  some  time  ago.  Now  his  present 
whereabouts  is  unknown.  The  pres- 
ent governing  body  of  the  union 
would  like  to  meet  him  and  ascertaiii 
the  likelihood  of  an  accounting  of  the 
funds."

Viscount  Grey  has,  of  course,  the 
highest  possible  qualiflcatlons  as  a 
statesmdn  for  tho- special  mission  to 
Amierlca  which  he  ia  talking  up,  but 
he  has  ■also— what  is  squally  impor- 
tantr— tha  speqlair  pei-sonal  q^aUflca- 
tlons  which  should  make  him  accept- 
able to  the  American  Government 
and  people.  Probably  no  single  man 
contributed  more  to  the  course  of 
events  which  made  the  entrance  of 
the  United  States  into  the  war  a 
natural  and  Inevitable  transition  from 
her  neutrality.  From  the  very  first 
he  saw  that  to  keep  in  close  touch 
with  America  was  of  tho  utmost  Im- 
portance to  tho  Allies,  and,  therefore, 
that  it  was  tho  higheHt  wisdom  not 
to  push  questions  arising  out  of  the 
blockade  to  tho  point  of  arousing 
serious  hostility  among  tho  American 
people.  In  the  difficult  period  of 
American  neutrality  no  Allied  states- 
man better  understood  President 
Wilson's  difficulties  or  divined  his  in- 
tentions, and  through  an  Intimacy, 
which  became  warm  friendship,  with 
Colonel  House  and  Mr.  Page,  he  es- 
tablished a  contact  with  American 
opinion  which  was  of  the  highest 
value  to  the  Allies. — Westminster 
Gasette. 


Let  Them  Walt  a  Whilo 
Prom  an  entirely  abstract  point  of 
view  and  as  a  matter  of  purely  aca- 
demic logic,  the  German  and  Aus- 
trian protest  against  Allied  Interfer- 
ence with  the  union  of  Austria  and 
the  new  German  republic  is  well 
taken.  The  principle  of  self-deter- 
mination might  seem  applicable  to 
this  case.  And  It  may  bo  argued  that 
to  deny  It  as  to  them  is  not  merely 
Inconsistent,  but  will  prove  futile  as 
well  aa  dangerous.  Kven  If  Austria 
uoes  not  ojutwardly  and  openly  be- 
come  a  part  of  Germany,  there  Is  no 
moans  of  preventing  a  working  un- 
dersundlng  between  them,  and  Allied 
opposition  may  only  bring  thorn 
closer  together  in  spirit  and  strength- 
en their  mutual  antagonism  to  the 
powers  which  have  prohibited  their 
merger.  The  force  of  both  the  logical 
and  pracUcal  ohjoctlona  mtan  b«  ad- 
mitted. But  what  Austria  and  Qer- 
many  both  overlook  la  tliat  thoy  oc- 
cupy an  entirely  diflkront  posMlon 
from  that  of  any  other  nation.  Tkoy 
are  botk  offondora  of  tko  drat  gra4#.

MINISTER  HAS  FAITH 
IN  COMMUNITY  PLAN 


Hon.  J.  H.  King  Paid  Visit  to 
Soldier  Settlement  Near 
Courtenay— Looks  for  Ex- 
cellent Results. 


After  a  ten  days'  trip  which  took 
him  through  the  Islands  riding  and 
then  on  to  Nanalmo,  Courtenay, 
Campbell  River  and  Albernl,  Hon.  J. 
H.  King,  Minister  of  Public  Works,  re- 
turned to  the  city  yesterday  morning. 
In  The  Island  district  he  waa  accom- 
panied by  the  sitting  member,  Mr.  M. 
B.  Jackson.  Visits  were  made  to  Salt 
Spring  Island,  Gabriola  Island,  Thetis 
and  Cooper  Islands  and  pther  points, 
and  the  needs  of  those  sections  in  the 
Way  of  public  works  were  ascertained. 
In  the  northern  portions  of  Vancouver 
Island,  the  Minister  stated,  he  found 
the  roads  generally  in  excellent  shape. 

While  in  the  Courtenay  district  Hon. 
Dr.  King  visited  the  soldier  settlement 
at  Merville.  He  did  not  converse  with 
any  of  the  returned  men  there,  but 
from  what  he  could  learn  from  those 
directing  pperatlons  the  settlers  are 
quite  satisfied  with  the  community 
plan  being  carried  through,  and  It  will  < 
prove  a  great  success.  The  process  of 
th9  scheme  is  attracting  much  atten- 
tion. The  men  appear  to  be  In  com- 
fortable quarters  and,  he  thought,  will 
bo  well  housed  during  the  winler 
months.  One  thing  which  interested 
tho  Minister  ,was  tho  fart  that  there 
are  about  thirty  to  forty  miles  ^of 
abandoned  logging  roads,  tho  grade  of 
which  will  servo  admirably  for  road- 
way purposes.  Tho  lands  in  the  sol- 
dier settlement  have  been  laid  out 
with  the  Idea  that  this  grade  shall  ho 
so  utilised,  thus  saving  at  least  an  ex- 
penditure of  some  176,000  which 
would  otherwise  have  had  to.  be  spent 
In  laying  out  roads.  As  for  the  cost 
of  tho  scheme  to  tho  returned  men. 
he  had  been  informecl.  tho  Minister 
stated,  by  Cnpt.  Rant,  who  Is  direct- 
ing operations,  that  the  clearing  work 
iiT  being  done  mOre  cheaply  as  the  men 
gain  experience  In  .that  dlass  of  work 
and  will  be  completed  at  a  figure  that 
will  permit  Ihe  soldlcra  to  acquire 
their  holdings  at  a  reasonable  price.

COAL  TePASS  CASE 
DISMISSED  ON  APPEAL 


Pacific  Coast  Company  Re- 
trieves $84,000  Damages 
as  Result  of  Judgment- 
South  Wellington  Area. 


'  The  appeal  lodged  by  the  Pacific 
Coast  Coal  Mines.  Ltd..  In  the  184,- 
000  damages  claim  brought  against 
It  by  the  Wellington  Colliery  Com- 
pany, Ltd.,  and  the  Canadian  Collier- 
ies (Dunsmuir),  Ltd.,  has  been  won 
by  the  plaintiff  company.  Judgment 
has  been  handed  down  by  the  Court 
of  Appeal,  Mr.  Justice  McPhillips 
dissenting. 

Th«  PacUlo  Coast  Coal  Mines,  Ltd., 
was  charged  with  trespass  for  Uklng 
coal  from  a  corner  of  the  Alexander 
Mine,  in  the  Cranberry  district.  South 
Wellington,  owned  by  the  Wellington 
Collieries  Company.  The  defeaoe  lay 
tn  the  contention  that  tho  lat«  Mr. 
W.  L.  Coulson,  former  manager  *t 
the  Canadian  Collieries  and  the  Wel- 
lington Colliery,  bad  given  permlr- 
slon  In  raclprocation  for  servjoaa  ren- 
dered by  the  Pacific  Coast  concern. 

When  the  dispute  whm  Arst  taken 
to  the  courts.  Mr.  Juntlce  Murphy, 
the  trial  Judge,  maintained  that  the 
defence  had  not  been  built  up  until 
after  the  death  of  Mr.  CnulKon.  and 
that  the  evidence  of  wltneKH«'K  wm^ 
rontradif^tory.  He  gave  Judgment 
fur  the  plaintlfT  compunieH  for  |II4,- 
000.  The  Court  of  Appaal  roverned 
the  Judgment  and  dismisaed  the 
action.

Miss  G.  F.  Kennedy,  who  has  been 
associated  with  the  publicity  branch 
of  the  Department  of  Soldiers'  Civil 
Re-establlshment  since  last  January, 
has  been  'in  the  city  for  two  days  In 
the  course  of  a  combined  busineas  and 
pleasure  trip  which  she  is  takina 
through  Canada,  but  leaves  this  after- 
noon for  the  Mainland,  en  route  for 
OtUwa. 

A  newspaper  woman  of  several 
years'  standing.  Miss  Kennedy  is  In- 
debted for  her  initiation  into  the  craft 
of  the  "Fourth  Estate"  to  Mr.  Obed 
Smith.  An  Englishwoman,  she  came 
to  Canada  in  1908  In  quest  of  experi- 
ences and  a  broader  field  for  teating 
her  abilities.  For  three  years  she 
taught  school  In  Quebec.  Then  she 
went  up  to  Ontario,  remaining  there 
for  a  short  time  before  going  back 
to  England  enthused  with  the  scope 
and  opportunity  of  the  Now  Land. 
She  sought  out  Mr.  Ot>ed  Smith  and 
expatiated  on  her  impressions  so  elo- 
quently that  he  asked  her  to  write  him 
a  story  while  her  enthusiasm  was  still 
at  white  heat.  This  she  did.  The  re- 
sults were  entirely  satisfactory.  He 
gave  the  "copy"  the  stamp  of  ap- 
proval, and  It  appeared  in  The  Sphere 
as  another  convert's  praise  of  the  fair 
Dominion  overseas.  Then  shortly 
afterwards  she  was  engaged  by  the 
Canadian  Government  to  travel  all 
over  England  lecturing  about  the 
country  which  had  so  impressed  her. . 
and  afterwards  she  put  her  maxims 
Into  practical  application  by  returulntf 
herself  to  lAake  her  home  In  this 
country.

CITY  OFRCIAL  DIES 
AFTER  BRIEF  ILLNESS 


Mr.  Auguste  F.  Borde  Served 
as  Water  Rates  Collector 
Many  Years — ^Came  Here  in 
1858  on  America. 


Following  a  week's  Illness.  Mr. 
Auguste  Francis  Borde.  for  more 
than  twenty-five  years  city  water 
rates  collector,  died  *arly  yesterday 
morning  at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital, 
where  he  underwent  an  operation  a 
few    days   ago. 

Mr.  Borde  was  sixty-five  years  of 
age,  having  been  bom  in  San  Fran- 
cisco In  1854.  Four  years  later  he 
was  brought  to  Victoria  by  his  par- 
ents in  the  famous  old  steamer 
America,  which  carried  the  vanguard 
of  the  Cariboo  gold-seekers. 

Mr.  Borde  early  became  associated 
with  the  Victoria  volunteer  fire  bri- 
gade, and  for  some  time  scrvcj  as 
Its  chief.  When  Seattle  waa  swept 
by  fire  in  188»,  he  went  over  to  aselat 
the  local  chief  In  battling  the  out- 
break. He  was  appointed  water  rates 
collector  twenty-eight  years  ago,  and 
wna  regarded  as  ono  of  the  most 
faithful  and  efficient  officials  in  t^:s 
City's  service. 

He  waa  founder  and  one  of  the 
.charter  members  of  the  Knights  of 
PythisH  Lodge  in  Victoria,  and  he  was 
one  of  tho  oldest  members  ot  the 
A.O.U.W.  Lodge  No.  1.  He  Is  sur- 
vived by  a  widow,  two  sons.  Leon 
H.  and  I..ouis  A.,  ^both  of  Victoria; 
one  brother,  Mr.  H.  Borde,  of  this 
City;  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Bourherat,  of 
Ban  Jose.  Cal.,  and  Mme.  Lalller,  of 
Paris.    France. 

The  remains  are  reposing  at  the 
B.C.  Funeral  Chapel,  and  will  be  re- 
moved to  Mr.  Borde'a  late  resldenoe, 
813  Harbinger  Avenue,  for  the  funeral 
services,  which  will  be  held  tomor- 
row morning  at  8:45.  Fifteen  min- 
utes later  the  ceremonies  will  be 
•continued  at  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  and  burial  wiU  be  In  Roea 
Bay  Cemetery.

Bablne  L«ke.  hdh.ftarhaps  250  natives 
realdeat  there  wha  are  divided  lata  fl»ar 
olanp.  each  olaff-  Is  headed  by  a  chief 
with  one  or  two  other  head  men  as  his 
support  or  council.  Bach  chief  haa  a 
certain  section  >  of  the  country  over 
which  he  claims  the  exclusive  right  to 
hunt  beaver,  and  unleas  a  beaver  la 
found  travelling  from  one  dam  to  an> 
otner  he  must  not  be  killed  excepting 
with  the  chlefa  consent,  aad.l^  the  In- 
dian agents  recognise  these,  righto  and 
the  Indlaa  chief  prised  hts  preserve 
aad  know-  the  value  of  thto  sort  of  bank 
account,  it  was  guarded  and  preserved 
above  everything  else.  A  chief  or  clan 
depends  on  Ita  wealth  or  ability  to  pot- 
latch  to  hold  its  own  or  his  standing 
In  the  community,  and  on  account  of 
their  customs  not  allowing  them  to  re- 
fuae  anything  to  their  neighbor  whea 
what  is  wanted  la  at  hand,  their  wealth 
can  be  preserved  better  when  in ,  the 
form  of  beavera  In  preserves  than  in 
any  other*  way.  "  The  custom'  of  using 
tteavera  as  the  principal  sonrce  of 
wealth  likely  originated  in  earlier  days, 
wi^n  bhmkets  and  elt^thing  were  made 
from  this  article. 

Wbentt  ia  neceasary  to  give  a  feast 
and  potlatch.  the  chief  talks  the  mat- 
ter over  with  hia  elan,  then  arrsngea  .a 
large  hunttog  party  whi<>h  agrees  that 
"the  preserves  will  allow  of  say  one 
hundred  beavera  tteing  token  without 
depleting  it  t^  roucli.

Danctog.  feaat- 
ing  and  potlatohing  are  kept  up  for 
days  and  the  prestige  of  the  chief  and 
hia  clan  la  established  until  another 
chief  and  party  outdo  it,  when  another 
one  has  to  be  arranged.  ^Pow^.  throoah 
wertdly  possesston.  to  the  ladtaa'a 
glory.  To  be  great  he  must  be  able  to 
tell  of  great  feats  performed '  In  tho 
past  and  make  great  promises  for  the 
future,  Juat  aa.  after  all,  la  the  atandat^ 
by  which  we  civilise^  people  are  gauged. 
I  am  telltoe  vau  this  to  ahow  why  I

But,  and  it  Is  a  eurious  fact  to  note, 
there  are  so  important  resemblances 
between  the  Vikings'  ships  and  the 
sculptures  of  Khorsabad  in  Assyria 
that  It  la  Impossible  to  deny  the  In- 
fluence of  the  Phoenician  design  In 
thooo  aorthora  crafts. 

If  that  Inflneneo  dates  from  the 
days  Mecoding  the  migration  from 
the  Aalatic  land,  or  from  41io  travels 
of  Phoenicians  to  northern  Europe 
nobody  can  tell.

But 
if  the  Government  was  neglecting  the 
interests  of  the  marine  merchants, 
the  private  yShlpowners  of  St.  l^lo, 
Nantes,  L»  -  Rdehelte  and  Marseilles 
were  succeasfitil.  and  in  the  space  or 
sixteen  yearf^  beginning  in  108,  they 
sent  as  m^ay  as  two  hundred 'irltssc  is 
jtor  Peru,  braging  back  many  .^ilUoila «

French  g<^ods,  fine  <^oths,  laco.*^j 
paper  and  playing  cards  .'had  found  I 
their  way  £0  South  America  In.  con- 
siderable quantities  already  by  Cadix 
and  the  Fair  of  Porto  Bello  (Chat- 
terton). But  when  the  Spanish 
power  began  to  wane  the  French 
shipowners  resorted  to  the  contre- 
band.  From  the  seventeenth  ceatury 
to  the  Regency  of  the  Duke  df  Or- 
leans, now  protected  by  the  Govern- 
ment, now  chased  by  its  ships,  the 
buccaneers  and  the  corsairs  of  France 
lived  an  epic  life.  From  the  reign  of 
I^ols  XV.  to  the  French  Revohitlon 
the  merahaht  marine  of  l<>ance  de- 
clined. England  alone  took  from  her 
as  many  as  1,346  'merchant  vessels, 
and  only  In  1793  the  Republican 
France  decreed  that  the  navy  muot 
be  restored.  Today  the  French  coadt 
is  divided  Into  Ave  navaf  "arrondisse- 
ments,."  which  have  their  headquar- 
ters at  the  Ave  naval  ports  of  Cher- 
bourg, '  Brest,  Toulon,-  Lorlent  and 
Rochefbrt.  The  most  Important  ports, 
for  the  '  sea  commerce  are  IHinklrk, 
growing  more  Impontaht  and  .'busy 
every  year;  Le  Havre,  which  fi'om  a' 
small  Ashing  village  was  changed  to 
a  port  by  Francis  I.  in  1516  and  In^ 
1674  became  the  entrepot  of  the  East' 
India  Co.,  and  later  of  the  Senegal 
and  Guinea  Co.  Calais,  which  was 
already  a  commercial  port  at  the  time' 
of  Baldwin  Count'  of  Flanders  (tt7). 
Is  today  the  principal  .port  for  Con- 
tinental passenger  traffic  with  Eng- 
land. 

Bordeaux,  the  ancient  Btirdigala.  a 
flourishing  town  under  the  Roman 
rule,  and  afterward,  at  the  time  of 
Eleanor  of-  Aqultaine,  aivl  the  EnS- 
Ilsh  Kings  from  1164  to '1461.  I^^day 
1,000  to  1,200  vessels  can'  find  place 
in  its  harbor;  In  the  Mediterranean 
France  hab  iMarselilos,  the  ancient 
Phocean  colony,  and  the  busiest  port 
of  southern  France.  Cette.  second 
after  Marseilles,  the  port  of  the  Ih- 
numerable  craft  that  are  sailing  the 
Mediterranean  for  the  Ashing  of  sar- 
dines, tunny  and  cod.  Port  Vendres, 
busy  with  the  trade  between  the 
Motherland  atod  Algeria. 

Since  the  nineteenth  centnrr,  when 
iron  began  to  substitute  wood  In  the 
ship    Industry,    the    big    wooden    ^Ip 
has   been    the  exception.      The   great 
war  was  the  cause  of  a  renewed  ac- 
tivity   of    that    Industry.      Germany's 
drieam   was  the   destruction   of  every 
craft    that    did    not    bear    the    Vater- 
laiid's    brand,    and    ishe      thought    to 
bring  France  to  ask  for  meroy  with 
the    "spurloss    versenkt"    method      of 
every .  merchantman.^    But  Fritz   was .

Instead,  the  .old-  Celtic-Franco-...' 
.  Romafn  iiVo6k  was  liillve  and'  sound 
and  to  the  Hunnlsh  innigramme  4/11 
destruction  opposed  the  Latin  recon- 
struction iictivlty.  Canada,  which  so 
gallantly  went  to  the  defence  of  the 
menaced  civilisation,  helped  alsif 
France  to  build  ships  destined  to  Uikc 
the  place  of  those  sunk  by  ttie  seu 
murderers. 

Talking  of  wooden  ships.  Chatter- 
ton  eays:  One  thing  <■  patent  from 
the  pictures  of  ancient  vessela  It  is 
that  they  were  extremely  liable  to 
"hog."  This  nautical  term  meahs 
that  the  ends  of  the  ship  droop  In 
such  a  nianner  as  to  cause  her  kebl 
to  curvd  upward  amidship.  The  an- 
cients tried  to  counteract  this  hog- 
ging with  cables.  Sir  Robert  Sop- 
ping (1804)  fllled  the  spaces  between 
the  frames  with  timber  and  added 
longitudinal  beafm  thro.i|ghout.'  The 
jTrienoliinen  in  tKe<  alghteentfv  century 
endeavored  to  cure  •  it  by  t^e  use  ot 
oblique  Iroql,  binders  and  ethe^  de- 
vices. • 

The  boats  that -.Victoria  Is  sending 
to  Fritnoe  are  sure  not  to  hog,  if  we 
look  at  the  iron  brace*  that  bind  to- 
gether the  frame.  Already  steaming 
on  the  twin  oceans,  they  are  bringing 
help  to  the  French  navigation  and 
lumber  to  tfie  homeless  of  Northern 
France. 

In  matt«r  Of  ships  a  little  super- 
stition Is  not  out  of  place.  Th^i^an- 
.  cleats  used  to  paint  -an  ey(B>  on.  tha 
prow,  i^elievlng  that  the  Ship  was  a 
kind  of  animate  thing  and  could  And 
Its  way  lA  the  dark.  When  the 
Foundation  Co.  launched  the  flrst  two 
ships,  site  met  With  a  slight  disap- 
pointment. The  craft  from  Point 
ElUce  refused  to '  go  to  ^r  naturaf 
element.  Such  thing  has  happened 
many  and  many  times.  Phinead 
Pett,  the  f)Uilder  of  the  Prince  Royal,

of  the  Nattra  Sons,  who  acquired .  the , 
lot  and  building  in  1»04  from  the 
Western  Fuel  Company,  moved  It 
across  the  street,  heightened  Its  foun- 
dation, renovated  its  interior,  and  have 
kept  it  in  repair  as  a  meeting  room, 
a  miniature  museum  and  the  show- 
place  of  the  town. 

Thousands  have  climbed  its  steep 
stairs,  and  the  Native  Sons  have  never 
charged  an  admiBslon  fee.

A  GREAT  PAINTER 


AN  ENGLISH  GIRL'S  BRAVERY 


It  is  ninety  years  since  John  Everett  Millais  was 
born  at  Portland  Place,  Southampton.  His  father 
was  a  militia  officer,  whose  little  estate  in  Jersey 
Island  had  been  inherited  from  a  long  line  of  an- 
cestort.  His  mother's  maiden  name  was  Mary 
Bveriity.  To  her,  Sir  John  Maillais  said,  he  owed 
everything.  There  are  few  more  beautiful  places  in 
the  world  than  the  Island  of  Jersey  where  the  little 
boy  lived.  His  mother  encouraged  him  to  draw 
and  all  who  saw  his  pictures  were  surprised  at 
their  promise. 

^  One  day  in  1836  little  John,  then  seven  years  old. 
went  with  ^his  parents  in  a  stage  coach  to  the  great 
City  of  London.  His  father,  who  was  fond  of  sol- 
diertog,  took  him  to  the  Horse  Guards  and  there 
he  saw  the  giant  horsemen  on  either  side  of  the 
gateway,  a  sight  he  never  forgot. 

Next  morning  he  went  with  his  mother,  who  car- 
ried a  portfolio  filled  with  his  drawings,  to  call  on 
Sir  Martin  Shee,  the  president  of  iht  Royal  Aca- 
demy. Mrs.  Millais  told  the  great  man  she  wanted 
his  advice  as  to  whether  or  not  she  should  train  her 
son  to  be  an  artist. 

"Madam,  you  had  better  bring  up  the  boy  to  be 
t  chimney  sweep,"  was  the  disconcerting  rtply. 

The  mother,  who  had  recognised  her  son's  great 
gift  was  not  easily  frightened.  "Surely,  Sir  Martin," 
she  said,  "you  will  look  at  the  boy's  drawings  be- 
fore you  decide  I" 

Then  the  pictures  were  taken  out  of  the  portfolio, 
and  when  the  president  had  .  finished  examining 
them,  he  placed  his  hand  on  the  child's  head,  and 
asked,  "You  did  all  those  drawings  y;oor*elf^  my 
little  man?"  The  mother  ha4  tpniiiwi^  'tor  the 
little  artist  was  much  too  frightenci).  ^he  was  then 
told  that  it  was  her  duty  to  bring  her  son  up  to  be 
a  painter. 

For  two  years  more  young  Millais  studied  at 
home.  When  he  was  nine  he  went  to  a  famous  art 
school  in  London.  He  made  such  progress  there 
that  while 'still  a  boy  he  was  admitted  to  the  Royal 
Academy  as  a  student.  At  seventeen  his  picture  of 
"Pirarra  Seizing  the  Inca  of  Peru"  was  exhibited. 
When  he  was  twenty  Millais  painted  a  picture 
which  has  since  been  valued  at"  $10,000.  Thi'* 
painter,  however,  was  not  satisfied  with  the  man- 
ner in  which  he  and  his  fellow  artists  worked.  They 
were  following  the  rules  laid  down  by  others,  in- 
^  stead  of  going  to  Nature  and  painting  what  they 
themselves  saw.  After  they  had  entered  upon  the 
new  coarse  Millais  painted  many  beautiful  pictures, 
a  number  of  which  have  been  reproduced  in  en- 
gravings. Those  of  little  children  are  especially 
lorely.  "My  First  Sermon"  and  "The  Princes  in 
the  Tower"  are  among  those  which  most  children 
hftye  seen.  Portraits  of  famous  men  and  beautiful 
women  occupied  most  of  the  artist's  time. 

The  coveted  decoration  of  the  Legion  of  Honor 
was  bestowed  by  France  on  this  great  British 
painter,  and  Queen  Victoria  created  hm  a  baronet 
in  1885.  When  Sir  John  Millais  died  in  1896  at  the 
age  of  sixty- seven  he  was  buried  in  St.  Paul's 
Cathedral,  an  honor  which  the  British,  nation 
bestows  on  those  great  men  who  have  used  their 
talents  for  the  good  of  mankind. 


Most   of   the   English   papers   have   published    the 
story  of   Peggy   Fisher's  rescue  of  her   sweetheart. 
The   following  version  is  from  Arthur  Mee's  Little' 
Paper: 

Peggy  Fisher,  of  Piltdown.  Sussex,  one  of  the 
workers  on  the  land  to  whom  the  country  owes  so 
much  for  taking  over  the  duties  of  men,  has  en- 
rolled herself  on  the  list  of  heroes  by  the  rescue  of 
her  sweetheart,  Thomas  Marshall,  from  a  danger- 
ous hull. 

A  great  hunter  of  wild  animals,  when  asked 
which  was  the  most  dangerous'  animal  in  the 
world,  said:  "A  savage  bull  in  an  F.uKlish  farm- 
yard." Probably  he  was  right.  As  a  rule  wild 
animals  will  not  attack  those  who  do  not  molest 
them,  and  their  chances  of  attack  arc  few.  The 
morose  bull  is  an  uncertain  brute,  and  because  he 
is  familiar  he  gets  many  chances  of  indulging  his 
sour  and  stubborn  temper.  He  cannot  be  trusted. 
Sooner  or  later  he  may  turn  on  his  best  friend 
when  he  <inds  that  he  has  him  at  a  disadvantage. 

It  was  so  with  the  Piltdown  bull  and  Thomas 
Marshall.  Marshall,  while  fee^ling  the  animal."  slip- 
ped and  fell,  and  instantly  the  bull  turned  to  gore 
him.  The  bull's  method.s  of  attack,  especially  in 
confined  quarters,  are  deadly.  In  the  open  he  will 
toss  his  .victim:  in  his  stall  he  w^l  kneel  on  him 
and  crush  hm,  or  gore  him  with  more  than  a  giant's 
strength. 

If  the  cry  of  Marshall  for  help  had  not  been 
heard  by  Peggy  Fisher  he  would  have  been  a  dead 
man,  but  Peggy  heard,  rushed  to  the  rescue,  fear- 
lessly tried  to  beat  off  the  bull,  and  then,  as  a  last 
resort,  surprised  him  by  springing  on  his  back. 
That  was  so  unexpected  by  the  stupid  animal  that 
he  turned  from  Mar.sliall  and  galloped  away  to  rid 
niniself  of  his  strange  burden,  whereupon  Peggy 
slipped  off.  returned  to  her  lover  and  removed  him 
to  a  place  of  safety,  badly  but  not  fatally  injured. 

The  decorations  of  war  have  been  awarded  for 
many  a  less  gallant  deed.

Katherine  Tynan,  who  writes  pretty  verses  about 
Ireland,  is  the  author  of  this  description  of  Scot- 
land when  the  heather  is  on  bloom: 

I  had  talked  and  written  of  a  purple  hifl,  but  I 
had  not  known  how  purple  a  hill  could  be  till  I  .saw 
hills  of  Scottish  heather.

You  ask  for  the  Irish  mists,  like  a  veil  over  all 
colors,  touching  the  hills  and  plains  to  diaphanous 
silver  and  gold.  Scotland  dazzles  with  its  gold- 
white  and  green  and  purple.  Our  host,  who  is  also 
a  ."ioldier,  gives  me  liis  glasses,  apologising  for  the 
dust  that  had  got  into  them  in  Palestine.  The  acci- 
dent of  the  dust  gitcs  the  landscape  the  mist  that 
h  enchantment.  A  pale  downward  stream  f»f  light 
front  above  lurn>,  the  lorh  milky,  with  strange 
nnderlyintj  emerald  and  sapphire.  Towards  I'nrt 
.Augustus  and  the  Avest  the  gold-white  dazzles.  The 
Hill  of  the  Thousand  Fairies  is  pink  as  a  pink 
pearl.  The  hills  sweep  down  to  the  lorhside  vel- 
vety dark  under  the  shadow  of  a  clond.  The  light 
widens  overhead.  At  the  foot  of  the  black  hills 
conies  a  long  line  of  dazzling  silver.  Oh,  the  color 
is  beyond  words! 

.\nd  when  the  day  is  done  one  may  sit  down  to  a 
table  laden  with  all  manner  of  good  things,  such  a 
table  as  Scotti.»ih  hospitality  can  show— and  sleep 
and  wake  in  the  lap  of  the  mountains  that  stand 
round  the  bright  house  as  though  to  shelter  it.  In 
this  Highland  paradise,  , 

Where  the  old  wise  men  have  rosy  faces. 
And  the  fair  young  maidens  quiet  eyes, 

the  world  is  shut  out  and  forgotten. 


The  children  who  live  oi\  the  farm  love  the  pretty 
Jersey  cows  and  their  calves.  True,  the  cow  is  not 
always  as  gentle  and  sweet  tempered  as  she  looks, 
but  perhaps  that  has  been  the  fault  of  an  owner 
who  misunderstands  her. 

On  the  little  island  of  Jersey  where  these  cattle 
have  lived  for  no  one  knows  how  long,  they  have 
always  been  well  treated  by  their  owners.  Scarce- 
ly any  farmer  has  more  than  twenty  acres  of  land 
and  most  of  the  farms  are  much  smaller.  1 

The  climate  is  very  mild  and  the  soil  well  cul- 
tivated. The  fields  aar  small,  the  cows  are  teth- 
ered and  carefully  tended,  shelter  be'ing  provided 
whenever  the  wind  is  coldor  the  weather  wet. 

While  they  pasture  out  nearly  all  the  year,  they 
receive  much  other  food,  either  grown  or  purchased 
for  their  use.  In  short,  the  Jersey  cow  in  her  own 
home  is  a  pet  as  well  as  a  very  valuable  possession. 

The  group  of  islands  of  which  Jersey  is  tl»c 
chief  are  very  beautiful  and  have  an  interesting 
history  of  which  we  will  learn  more  some  day.

In  Star  Land 


Mercury.  Venus',  the  Earth,  Mars.  Jupiter— theso 
planets  and  their  satellites  and  habits  have  all  been 
described  briefly  in  previous  articles.  Today  young 
readers  will  learn  something  about  Saturn,  another 
giant  planet  which  has  an  orbit  even  longer  than  that 
of  Jupiter,  and  which  takes  twenty-nine  years  to 
make  a  complete  revolution  round  "Tflie  sun,  from 
which  it  is  884,000,000  miles  distant. 

Sometimes  Saturn  is  nearly  a  thousand  millions 
of  miles  distant.  He  is  about  six  hundred  times  as 
big  as  the  earth,  but  is  so  far  off  that  even  at  his 
best  he  is  never  so  bright  as  Venus,  Mars  or  Jupiter 
seem  when  they  are  favorably  situated.  Saturn 
shows  peculiar  rings  which  are  as  distinctive  and 
characteristic  of  this  planet  as  the  "bands"  are  of 
the  planet  Jupiter.  These  rings  of  Saturn  lie  very 
much  in  the  same  plane  and  they  are  so  thin  that 
when  turned  edgewise  towards  the  earth  the  whole 
system  almost  disappears,  except  in  very  powerful 
telescopes.  At  the  inner  edge  of  the  inner  of  tho 
three  rings  is  what  is  known  as  the  crape  ring,  the 
remarkable  feature  of  which  is  its  semi-transparency, 
for  sometimes  the  globe  or  planet  can  be  seen 
through    this   gaseous   curtain. 

Saturn  has  other  characteristics  in  addition  to  its 
rings.  It  has  no  less  than  ten  satellites,  Mimas,  En- 
celadus,  Tethys,  Dione,  Rhea,  Titan.  Themis.  Hy- 
perion, lapetus  and  Phoebe.  Here  are  names  fof 
the  classic   student. 

Saturn  was  the  last  and  outermost  of  the  planets 
with  which  the  ancients  were  acquainted.  Its  path 
lay  on  the  frontiers  of  the  then  known  solar  system, 
and  the  magnificence  of  the  planet  itself,  with  its 
attendant  luminaries  and  its  marvelous  rings,  ren- 
dered it  worthy  indeed  of  a  position  so  dignified. 
These  five  planets  made  up,  with  the  sun  and  the 
moon,  the  seven  "planets"  of  the  ancients.  Today 
we  do  not  call  the  sun  a  planet,  and  the  moon  wa 
call  a  satellite,  while  our  own  earth,  on  which  we 
live,  has  now  fallen  back  into  secondary  place  as  a 
planet  instead  of  being  considered  the  centre  of  the 
system— as  the  ancients  believed  it  to  be. 


OYSTERS  REOPEN  FOR  SELF-DEFENCE 


Opening  his  premises,  Mr.  John  Symonds,  fiah 
merchant,  Marine  Parade.  Great  Yarmouth,  found 
that  an  oyster  had  trapped  and  killed  a  fair-sized 
mouse,  says  The  Daily  Mail. 

The  oyster  was  on  the  top  of  a  large  hamper. 
The  mouse  had  apparently  touched  it,  and,  closing 
instantly,  the  oyster  squeezed  its  head  and  neck 
quite  flat.  When  Mr.  Symonds  took  up  the  oyster 
the  mouse  dropped  out. 

By  touching  the  shelU  of  scveril  live  oysters 
Mr.  Symonds  showed  how  they  close.  "The  oyster 
with  wide-open  shell."  he  said,  "is  dead  and  has  no 
power  to  clo*e.  While  the  oyster  is  alive  it  cati 
bring  together  its  shells  quickly  enough  to  catch 
anything  trying  to  snatch  a  dainty  meal," 

Mr.  Symonds  had  both  mouse  and  oyster  pre- 
served, as  they  were  found,  in  a  jar  of  spirit.  He 
says  he  neve/  %^w  such  a  thTng  before,  but  a  similar 
case  happened  about  twelve  years  ago  at  North- 
ampton.

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Do  Not  Overwash  Your 
Baby 

Sock  a  query  caasct  thi  baby's  mother  »urpmc 
Caa  you  k«ep  a  baby  too  clean?    No;  but  baby  ex- 
perts BOW  say  that  it  is  possible  tlpat  though  some 
babies  are  underTwashed  others  are  over-washed. 
What  will  mothers  think  of  these  ideas? 

Probably  the  two  crest  faults  in  b^thins  the  baby 
are  that  the  process  is  carried  out  too  often  and 
soap  is  used  in  unnecessary  quantity  and  frequency. 

Is  the  daily  soap  bath,  or  sometimes  bi-daily 
bath,  required?  By  no  means.  A  baby's  skin  does 
net  become  dirty  like  that  of  an  adult,  and  it  is  cer- 
tela  that  an  adult  does  not  need  a  daily  scrubbing 
with  soap.  ., 

A  Weekly  Bath        « 

It  would  be  quite  sufficient  if  the  baby  had  a 
bath  once  or  twice  a  week.  That  does  not  mean 
that  it  should  not  be  washed  each  day.  for  on  other 
days  it  could  be  rapidly  rubbed  over  with  a  sponge, 
without  soap,  and  if  this  plan  were  adopted  the 
child's  temper  w;ould  be  better. 

Soap  ,for  the  BiBy's  bath  should  be  of  the  best 
quality  procurable,  and  it  should  certainly  not  be 
used  more  often  than  once  a  week.  Used  in  excess 
it  is  drying  to  the  child's  tender  skin. 

The  temperature  of  the  bath  water  should  be 
about  70  degrees  and  this  should  be  tested  with  a 
thermometer.  The  hand  or  elbow  gives  very  de- 
ceptive results.  » 

One  of  th<  reasons  for  less  frequent  bathing  is 
the  danger  of  the  child's  catching  cold.  A  great 
many  of  the  baby's  colds  arise  from  the  bath.  Very 
"often  the  bath  is  given  before^aTidr  fire,  and  while 
a  c^ld  draught  blows  on  one  side  of  the  child  the 
other  is  painfully  heated  by  the  fire.  All  it  can  do 
in  the  way  of  protest  is  to  cry,  and  the  nurse  or 
mother  takes  very  little  notice  of  this  indication  of 
suffering. 

When  the  Chttd  Is  Older 

When  a  child  begins  to  run  about  and  get  dirty 
the  baths  may  be  more  frequent.  By  the  %ge  of 
five  a  daily  bath  in  Summer,  the  water  beingiimade 
a  trifle  warmer  than  its  natural  temperature,  may 
be  given  with  advantage.  But  in  Winter  it  may  be 
enough  to  bathe  a  child  of  five  to  ten  twi6e  a  week 
and  to  wash  it  each  day. 

If  children  are  strong  and  healthy  a  daily  cold 
bath  may  be  taken  from  the  age  of  eleven  or 
twelve  in  warm  or  moderately  warm  weather.  Del- 
icate children  should  Have  tepid  baths  about  twice 
a  week. 

The  main  point  to  be  realized  by  a  mother  or 
nurse  is  that  a  baby  requires  to  be  soap-bathed 
only  one-fourth  as  often  as  a  child  of  ten  and  on- 
wards or  as  an  adult.

TO  MAKE  PERFUME  JAR 


A  perfume  jar  is  a  most  delightful  possession.  As 
a  rule,  the  simple  drying  of  fragrant  flowers  gives 
an  indifferent  result,  and  to  obtain  the  finest  out- 
cana  it  it  needed  to  mix  the  petals  with  a  medium. 
Go  to  a  chemist  and  get  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of' 
aaltpetre  and  one  ounce  of  storax.  Then  mix  this 
with  half  a  poand  of  finely  powdered  and  very  dry 
salt.  Add  to  this  a  handful  of  dried  lavender  leaves 
(also  to  be  obtained  from  the  chemist)  and  just  a 
raryfew  cloves. 

A  jar  with  a  close-fitting  lid  should  be  secured.

HOUSEHOLD   HINTS 


To  clean  an  alarm  clock — Take  the  clock  apar.t. 
Remove  it  from  the  case.  Boil  the  works  in  strong 
soapy  water  with  about  two  teaspoonfuls  of  kero- 
sene; dry  the  works  thoroughly,, then  oil  well  with 
kerosene  oil.  Now  put  your  clock  together,  wind, 
and  you  have  a  new.  clock.  On  a  clock  «vhich  was 
stopped  for  a  long  time  as  useless,  this  renjcdy 
was  tried,  and  it  has  run  well,  for  months.  It  has 
.saved  a  bill  at  a  repair  shop. 


Linoleum  may  b-:  ci.^ily  -^v.d  economically 
cleaned  by  the  use  of  gasoline.  Soaps  and  scrub- 
bing powders  have  a  deleterious  effect  on  the  colors 
and  to  a  lesser  degree  on  the  composition,  which 
consists  of  chloride  of  sulphur,  ground  cork  and 
linseed  oil.  The  mop  may  be  used  or  a  clotfi  rnay 
be  dipped  in  the  gasoline  and  rubbed  quickly  over 
a  space  which  must  then  be  wiped  dry  with 
another  cloth. 


To  Prevent  Waffles  Sticking — Spread  melted  lard 
or  lard  substitute  over  both  sides  of  the  iron  with 
a  pastry  brush.

CARE  OF  HAIR  IS  ESSENTIAL 


One  of  the  annoyances  of  life  is  the  decay  or,  at 
any  rate,  the  deterioration,  not  always  the  result  of 
age,  but  often  of  carelessness  and  neglect  of  the 
various  appendages,  such  as  teeth  and  hair,  which 
trim  and  adorn  our  bodies.  Especially  is  this  the 
case  with  the  hair.  Treat  your  hair  well  and  it  will 
behave  well;  neglect  it,  wash  it  too  often  and  brush 
it  too  little,  and  it  will  turn  prematurely  a  dqll 
"pepper  and  salt"  grey,  become  thin  and  brittle,  and 
.  hang  in  odd  ends  round  the  head,  than  which  noth- 
ing can  be  more  unbecoming. 

A  Tight  Scalp 

Two  causes  especially  tend  to  this  state  of  things, 
a  too  tight  scalp,  which  strangles  the  hair,  and  lack 
of  nourishment. 

To  overcome  the  first  the  hair  should  be  well 
brushed  every  night.  This  is  most  important. 
Divide  the  hair  into  as  many  partings  as  possible 
and  thoroughly  brush  them.  Then  the  head  must  be 
massaged.  Put  the  hands  one  on  each  side  of  the 
head  and  press  hard  with  the  finger  tips  to  loosen 
the  skin  until  the  fingers  meet.  This  must  be  done; 
several  times  till  the  head  feels  in  a  glow.  In  the 
morning  repeat  the  process,  and  about  four  times 
a  week  rub  a  littfe  vaseline  into  the  scalp.  If  very 
little  is  put  on  the  finge^  tips  it  will  not  make  the 
hair  greasy  and  will  nourish  the  roots. 

To  keep  the  head  clean  a  good  plan  is  to  rub  the 
partings  once  a  week  with  a  hard  pad  of  cotton- 
wool dipped  in  some  simple  lotion  of  even  water, 
provided  it  is  not  hard.  Once  every  two  months  is 
then  often  enough  to  have  the  hair  shampooed,  but 
it  should  be  cut  and  singed  regularly  every  month. 

If   these   simple   directions   are   followed   the   hair 
will    be   kept   in   good   condition,  but   they   must   be 
persevered  with,  otherwise  they  are  of  ho  value. 
Vary  Style  of  Dressing 

\Nhen  the  hair  is  thin  or  very  fine  vary  the 
method  of  dressing  it,  if  not  day  by  day,  almost 
every  night.  If  it  is  parted  in  one  place  for  too 
long  at*a  time  the  parting  is  apt  to  widen,  and  it 
becomes  most  difficult  to  induce  the  hair  i(f  lie 
nicely  when  combed  in  another  direction. 

And  do  remember  this:  No  matter  how  good  the 
clothes  may  be,  if  the  hair -is  not  well  dressed  the 
effect  will  be  spoiled.  Vital,  shining,  becomingly 
arrsnged  hair  is  so  great  a  beauty,  no  matter  if  it 
be  dark,  fair  or  grey,  that  its  possessor  will  look 
smart  in  the  siniplest  of  dresses. 


TITLE  OF  REVEREND  FIRST'USED

The  title  of  "Reverend"  as  now.^^iniversally 
applied  to  ministers  of  the  gospel  was  first 
ir?cd  in  1657,  so  far  as  the  records  show.

During  the  reign  of  Philip  and 
Mary  land  for  some  time  after  ministers  were 
addressed  as  "Sir,"  and  in  King  JJlmcs'  reign 
the  prcfi-x  "  Master "  appears  to  have  been 
generally  in  use."  •'''^  '

Thi 
sun  is  the  source  of  all  our  heat,  light  and  energy. 
We  should  'die  without  it — But  (a  big  "but"  where 
babies'  heads  are  concerned)  the  sun  can  be  a  ter'< 
rible  engine  for  evil.  Some  'of  its  rays  are  danger- 
ous rays.  They  act,  chentically  with  destructive 
power  on  certain  tissues  if  exposed  to  them.  It  i» 
front  these,  as  well  as  from  the  heat  rays,  that  tha 
brain  needs  protection. 

Consider  this  fact.  If  a  rabbit's  head  is  shaved 
and  it  is  exposed  to  direct  sun  on  the  head  it  dies 
in  half  an  hour.  The  head  of  many  a  baby  is 
hardly  better  protected  by  hair  than  a  shaved  head. 
Its  sknil  bones  are  not  very  much  thicker  than  a 
rabbit's.  Think,  then,  of  the  risk  that  baby  runs 
when  you  send  it  out  bare-headed  in  the  sun.— 
London  Daily  Mail. 


The  Face  and  Its  Frame 


Everyone  knows  that  it  takes  an  artist  to  frame 
a  picture  satisfactorily,  and  hair  is  to  the  human 
face  a  frame  and 'one  of  far  greater  potency  for 
good  or  ill  than  any  other  kind. 

Though  Nature  herself,  and  not  always  kindly, 
provides  both  the  frame  and  the  picture  inside,  yet 
much  may  be  done  by  the  woman  with  an  artist's 
eye  to  manipulate  the  hair  in  such  a  way  as  to  en- 
hance the  good  points  of  the  face  and  hide  or  de- 
tract from  its  bad  ones. 

To  take  a  concrete  example.  There  is  a  fairly* 
common  type  of  face  of  the  rather  crude,  massive 
order  where  Nature  has  declined  to  bother  herself 
with  the  finer  sculptor's  tools,  and  here  one  often 
finds  exemplification  of. the  proverb  that  a  little 
knowledge  is  a  dangeroijs  thing.  For  such  a 
woman  realizing  the  general  heavy  effect  of  her 
features  will  often  endeavor  to  lighten  them  by  a 
coiffure  de  genre  only  suitable  to  the  small,  pic- 
tiiresque  type  of  face.  She  will  curl  and  wave  her 
4ock8  and  twist  them  this  way  and  that,  whereas 
she  should  literally  flaunt  her  heaviness  and  so 
wring  tt'iumph  out  of  defeat.  Where  you  cannot 
hide,  emphasize.  This,  for  the  plain  woman,  is  a 
truly  golden  rule,  for  incongruity  is  the  most  fatal 
of  all  sins  against  beauty.  The'border  line  woman 
of  indeterminate  features  may  usually  soften  or 
conceal  defects,  but  the  woman  of  defiaitely  heavy 
features  should  make  her  hairdressing  heavy  too, 
should  outwit  Nature  by  boldly  accepting  anV  em' 
phasizing  her  seulptoring  slackness.  "She's  really 
quite  plain,  and  yet.  you  know,  she's  somehow 
rather  fine."  It  is  a  remark  often  made,  though  the 
maker  of  it  ^oes  not  always  realize  that  the  "fine- 
ness" is  the  result  of  that  harmony  whieh  is  one 
aspect  of  beauty,  which  is  open  to  all,  and  which 
will,  in  short,  transform  a  plain  nonentity  into  a 
.«triking  individuality. 


SERVING  OF  GROUSE 


Some  people  like  to  eat  grouse  when  'slightly 
high,  others  when  they  arc  merely  well  hung.  In  a 
cool,  airy  larder  the  birds  will  gcneraly  hang  about 
ten  days,  but  must  be  carefully  watched.  In  very 
hot,  and  especially  in  thundery  weather,  or  if  badly 
shot  or  after  a  journey  by  post  or  rail,  tbey  may 
have  to  be  cooked  much  sooner. 

To  Prepare— Pluck  gently,  or  the  skin  will  tear; 
draw  and  wipe  well  inside  and  out  with  a  damp 
cloth.  Cut  off  the  head  and  (ptss  as  for  roast 
fowl. 

To  Serve— Old  birds  are  best  made  into  a  salmi 
or  potted,  and  young  birds  plainly  roasted  and 
served  hot  or  cold.  If  hot,  serve  accompanied  by 
clear  gravy  and  fried  breadcrumba  and  potato 
chips  or  straws,  a  salad  of  watercress,  and,  if  liked, 
bread  sauce. 

Some  authorities  say  that  the  hot  roasted  birds 
should  be  served  on  buttered  toast  and  others  ob- 
ject to  this  and  certainly  it  is  more  general  to  o^it 
the  toast.  '  '        ^      ^' 

To  Roast — -Mlow  two  ounces  of  margarine  to 
two  birds.  Put  them  down  befdre  a  clear  hot  fire 
and  baste  continually^  Allow  about  thirty  to  forty 
mlnntes  to  cook.  The  birds  should  iSa  well  but  not 
in  the  least  over-Cooked,  and  the  time  required  must 
vary  according  to  size  and  age.  If  roasted  in  the 
oven,  aHow  about  thirty  minutes. 

Serve  very  hot,  and  be  sore  that  the  gravy,  sauce 
and  t>otatoes  are  also  very  hot.

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The^Prcsent  Visit  of  Prince  of  Wales  and 

Forn>(er .  Royal ,  Tours

His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales  is  the 
fourth,  of  his  line  ta  visit  Canada.  Several  incidents 
of  his  tour  recall  the  visit  of  his  grandfather,  after- 
wards King  Edward,  in  i860,  but  not  everyone  re- 
.  members  that  his  great-great  grandfather,  the  Duke 
of  Kent  and  father  of  Queen  Victoria,  spent  some 
years  in  this  country  considerably  more  than  a 
century  ago.  As  Commander-in-Ghief  of  the  forces 
'.of  the  colony  the  Duke  of  Kent  was  statiot>ed  at 
Halifax,  and  though  he  visited  Quebec  and  other 
cities  it  was  purely  in  his  military  capacity,  and  his 
tours  bore  no  resemblance  to  the  royal  progresses 
'jf  his  descendants. 

The  visit  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  in  i860  was  the 
outcome  of  the  intense  interest  of  Queen  Victoria — 
for  she  was  no  "Little  Englandcr" — in  the  Domin- 
i9n,  and  one  of  the  objects  of  bis  visit  was  to  lay 
the  foundation  stone  of  the  Parliament  Buildings 
in  the  city  which  she  had  beien  asked  to  select  as  the 
capital. 

As  the  Prince  was  only  nineteen  years  old,  he 
was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Duke  of  Newcastle, 
who  was  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  at  that 
time.  Great  crowds  welcomed  the  royal  party  at 
Quebec  and  Montreal  and  the  other  towns  that 
were  visited,  and  from  Ottawa  the  Prince  visited 
the  lumber  camps  in  the  vicinity  where  he  enjoyed 
the  thrill  of  shooting  down  a  timber  alide  on  a  raft 
of  logs,  while  thousands  of  enthusiastic  spectators 
viewed  the  sight  from  the  banks  and  bridges. 

At  Kingston  and  Belleville,  though,  an  awkward 
incident  occurred.  The  Orangemen  of  those  towns 
had  arranged  to  welcome  the  Pripce  in  a  body.  The 
Duke  of  Newcastle  seemed  to  regard  this  is  an  at- 
tempt to  make  a  partizan  of  \\ia  royal  charge  and 
requested  the  arrangement  to  be  altered.  The 
Orangemen  declined  to  do  so,  and  the  Duke,  equal- 
ly firm,  refused  to  allow  the  Prince  to  land,  to  the 
intense  disappointment  of  the  townspeople  who  had 
made  great  preparations  in  his  honor,  in  which  dis- 
appointment it  may  be  guessed  the  young  Prince 
also  shared. 

Invited  to  U.S.A. 

When  it  was  known  that  he  was  to  visit  Canada, 
President  Buchanan,  then  occupying  the  White 
House,  wrote  to  the  Queen  that  the  Prince  would 
he  cordially  welcomed  if  he  visited  the  United 
States,  and  that  coulNry  accordingly  was  included 
in  the  tour.  With  the  tact  which  is  the  unfailing 
possession  of  the  British  Crown  it  was  arranged 
that  while  here 'the  Prince  was  to  travel  by  the 
name  of  Baron  Renfrew.  Though  apparently  the 
delicacy  of  feeling  that  prompted  this  was  lost  upon 
some,  for  it  aroused  the  satirical  comment  of  one 
journal  thus: 

"He  arrived  in  New  York  the  other  day  strictly 
incognito.  It  happened  that  5,000  troops  were 
parading  upon  the  Battery,  and  in  ord*r  to  pre- 
serve his  incognito.  Lord  Renfrew  put  on  the  uni- 
form of  an  Kngltsh  colonel,  and.  mounting  a  horse, 
rode  up  and  down  the  lines  .  .  .  ,  no  one  hav- 
ing the  least  idea  that  the  incognito  traveller  was 
the  next  sovereign  of  Kngland." 

These  disgruntled  remarks,  however,  were  lost 
upon  the  American  people,  who  everywhere  flocked 
in  such  crowds  as  almost  to  mob  the  Prince.  .\t 
Detroit,  where  he  arrived  from  the  Canadian  side, 
the  crush  was  so  great  that  he  had  to  be  smuggled 
into  his  hotel  by  a  side  doon  His  arrival  in  New 
York  was  welcomed  by  a  crowd  of  half  a  million 
people,  and  at  a  ball  given  in,  bis  honor  there  the 
numbers  were  so  great  that  the  flooring  gave  wky, 
though  fortunately  no  one  suffered  any  severe  in-  ' 
juries. 

That  the  tiisk  imposed  upon  the  young  visitor 
was  not  a  light  one  can  be  judged  by  the  way  he 
spent  the  hours  preceding  the  ball.  On  that  day 
he  visited,  a  recent  issue  of  The  New  York  Titles 
tells  us,  the  New  York  University,  the  Woman's 
Library,  the  .\stor  Library,  the  Cooper  Institute, 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institute,  the  Free  .\cademy, 
•nd  Central  Park,  where  he  assisted  at  the  planting 
of  an  English  oak  and  an  .\niencan  elm,  while  at 
all  these  places  he  had  to  listen  to  an  address  and  " 
make  a  polite  acknowledgment.  It  is  fortunate 
that  the  genial  case  wbicH  is  associated  with  the 


very  name  of  Edward  the  Seventh  was  a  c1|ar- 
aceristic  of  bint  even  in  Uiose  .early  years  and  he 
seema  to  have  eV«i|ked  on  all  sides  feelings  of  rial 
iotercst  and  regard. 

Duke  of  York'a  Tour 
The  visit  to  Canada  of  our  present  King  and 
Queen  in.J^i  will  be  remembered  by  all.  Although 
by  the  accession  of  King  Edward  to  the  throne  a 
few  months  previously  the  Prince  had  become  beir- 
appareot,  be  was  not  created  Prince  of  Wales  until 
after  his  return  to  England,  and  the  tour  of  the.  Do- 
minion was  made  under  the  name  be  bad  always 
borne,  that  of  the  Duke  of  York.  It  is  interesting 
to  recall  that  while  here  the  Diike  presented  ser- 
vice medals  to  veterans  of  the  Boer  War.  Little 
did  anyone  think  that  bis  son,  eighteen  yeark  later, 
would  distribute  medals  to  soldiers  returned  from 
the  greatest  conflict  in  the  world's  history.  The 
Duke  also  unveiled  a  statue  of  Queen  Victoria  in 
Montreal,  while  the  present  Prince  is  to  perform  a 
similar  ceremony  in  this  city.  The  Agricultural  Ex- 
hibition of  that  year  in  Victoria  also  had  the  honor 
of  being  opened  by  the  Duke. 

A  Colonist  of  that  date,  describing  the  decora- 
tions that  welcomed  the  royal  party,  records  that  in 
Chinatown  "the  joss  had  been  removed  from  the 
joss-house  and  the  tridents,  i^pcarii,  etc..  of  the  Tao- 
tai  priests  were  carried  ino  the  street  and  placed  in 
their  red  and  gold  stands  beneath  a  string  of  flags 
and  lanterns,"  while  the  Cliinesc  orchestra  beat  its 
tomtoms  and  drums  in  honor  of  the  royal  visitors. 

Eighteen  years  within  a  month  have  passed  since 
those  bright  October  day*.  Tlic  little  children 
whom  the  Duchess  had  to  leave  behind  in  the 
nursery  arc  now  grown  up  and  loRcthcr  with  the 
rest  of  tbe  Empire  they  have  taken  their  share  in 
the  fearful  conflict  that  is  just  over.  Wc  thought 
we  loved  our  Royal  Family  heiorc.  wc  know  and 
love  .it  even  better  now.  \o  king  was  ever  more 
Uu\y  kingly,  and  no  leader  of  any  nattbn  ever 
placed  himself  more  scir-.sacriticingly  at  the  head 
of  his  people  than  did  His  ^fajc^ty  King  George. 
In  addition  to  the  increased  burden  of  his  state 
duties,  heavy  even  in  time  of  peace,  he  was  unspar- 
ing of  himself  in  all  activities  that  could  encourage 
or  comfort  his  people.  By  repeated  visits  to  the 
fleet  and  to  the  front,  to  shipyards  and  munition 
works,  by  sympathetic  inspection  of  hospitals,  en- 
tertainment of  convalescents,  and  receiving  and  de- 
corating of  war  heroes,  he  identified  himself  with 
the  nation. 

Palace  Rationed 
His  donations  also  were  not  behind  his  other  ef- 
forts. Horatio  Bottomlcy,  the  editor  of  John  Bull, 
well  known  to  be  no  mere  courticK  enumerates 
some  of  the  princely  sums  given  from  the  King's 
privy  purse,  which  is  much  lighter  than  the  gen- 
eral public  thinks  and  is«  strained  at  limes  to  keep 
pace  with  the  demands  upon  it,  despite  the  fact,  well 
known  to  all  of  us.  that  the  domestic  life  of  the 
royal  family  is  the  essence  of  simplicity.  First  in 
every  effort  for  the  public  good,  the  palace  was  ra- 
tioned long  before  the  rc-s^  of  the  nation,  and  wine 
was  banished  from  the  royal  table  in  the  desire  to 
encourage  temperance  when  the  country  needed 
the  utmost  energy  from  its  workers. 

In  all  this  Her  Majesty  Queen  Mary  has  ably 
seconded  the  King.  .Mways  an  industrious  worker 
with  a  large  heart  for  'the  poor  and  the  suffering, 
when  the  war  came  it  found  her  ready  for  practical 
service  in  every  effort  to  alleviate  pain  and  sorrow. 
And  we  do  not  forget  that  while  her  youngest  child 
was  suffering  from  the  lingering  illness  of  which 
few  of  us  were  aware  until  it  ended  in  his  death,  she 
was  forced  to  yield  him.  the  baby  of  the  family,  to 
the  care  of  others  while  she  heroically  continued  to 
discharge  the  many  duties  demanded  by  his  posi- 
tion, from  which  duties  no  private  sorrow  can 
render  royalty  exempt. 

And  now  we  wait  to  welcome  their  Majesties'  eld- 
est son,  the  heir-apparent  to  the  throne  of  the  Em- 
pire. Eagerly,  almost  impatiently,  we  await  him. 
Day  by  day  we  get  news  of  him  as  he  journeys  to- 
wards this,  the  furthest  outpost  of  Empire  in  the 
West,  and  no  w^ye  want  to  see  him  for  ourselves. 
The  traditions  of  his  house  constitute  almost  a  stag- 
gering responsibility  for  him  to  live  up  to.  Queen 
Victoria,  King  P^dward  and  King  George,  with  his 
noble  consort,  though  eminent  in  different  ways,  all 
live  revered  in  our  hearts.  Can  the  coming  Prince 
prove  equal  to  what  we  expect  of  him?  We  be- 
lieve that  he  can. 

It  is  not  easy  indeed  to  know  much  about  him. 
Until  the  present  visit  little  was  reported  of  him  in 
the  papers,  for  the  royal  faipily  are  utterly  ob- 
livious to  th^  uses  of  self-advertisement.  But  we 
all  know  how  he  served  with  the  armies  of  the  Em- 
pire at  the  front.  The  first  Prince  of  Wales  to  fight 
on  foreign  soil  since  Edward  the  Black  Prince, 
nearly  600  years  ago.  It  was  not  an  easy  matter 
for  him  to  get  there.  Tradition,  officialdom,  even 
the  autocratic  Lord  Kitchener  had  to  be  fought 
with  before  the  necessary  permission  wad  ob- 
tained. The  London  Chronicle  gfves  a  vivid  pic- 
ture of  what  he  had  to  undergo.  It  happened  one 
evening  when  the  Prince  was  dining  with  the 
Guards  at  the  time  of  the  retreat  from  Mons.  "All 
through  the  dinner  the  telephone  was  ringing,  first 
for  this  officer  and  then  for  that,  and  each  as  he  re- 
ceived his  summons  went  jubilantly  off.  But  no 
one  rang  for  the  Prince,  Anxious  to  serve  ^  and 
prove  himself,  he  seemed  the  only  officer  present 
whom  the  War  Oflice  did  not  want.  With  each 
fresh  good-bye  his  depression  became  more  marked. 
At  last  he  could  contain  himself  no  longer.  With 
tears  in  his  eyes  and  a  choking  voice  he  burst 
forth,  "I  can't  sUnd  it.  I  can't  stand  it.  They 
must  let  me  go!'" 

Pound  His  Manhood 

In  the  war  His  Royal  Highness  has.  said  he 
found  his  manhood.  It  is  certain  that  he  became 
a  favorite  with  the  Canadian  and  Australian  troops, 
who  are  no  easy  critics  of  a  man.  He  is  said'  to  be 
fond  of  all  outdoor  sport  and  is  an  exceptional 
horseman,  qualities  which  will  commend  them- 
selves to  many,  for  the  British  ideal  of  youth  has 
nothing  sickly  about  i|.  But,  if  we  may  venture  to 
judge  by  lucent  words  and  actions  the  Prince  sees 
besides  in  the  word  "manhood"  the  opportunity  to 
use,  in  the  words  of  Kipling's  fine  line,  "Man's 
strength  to  comfort  man's  distress."  He  seems  to 
share,  for  instance.  Queen  Mary's  interest  in  the 
poor.  -  With  her  he  has  visited  those  districts  of 
London  where  the  housing  problem  is  most  acute. 
And  at  the  Royal  .Academy  banquet,  a  brilliant  as- 
sembly, which  included  many  of  the  most  dis- 
tinguished men  in  the  Empire,  besides  ambasftidors 
and  other  great  personages  from  other  countries, 
instead  of  uttering  polite  platitudips.  he  called  at- 
tention, in  a  few,  simple  direct  sentences,  to  the 
attCli  of  others.    "Wc  all  want  to  sec.  our  fellow- 


and  George  Washington's  tomb,  "latere  is  some« 
thing  grandly  suggestive  of  historical  retribution.'* 
wrote  Tb*  Times  correspondent  of  that  "^^iay^^  "in 
the  reverential  awe  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  .the 
great-grandson  of  George  III.,  standing sbareheadcd 
at  the  foot  of  the  cot&n  of 'V/asbington.'  For  a  few 
moments  the  party  stood  mute  and  motionless,  and 
the  Prince  then  proceeded  to  plant  a  chestnut  by. 
the  side  of  the  tomb.  It  seemed,  >nen  the  r^yal' 
youth  closed  in  the  earth  round  the  little  germ,  that* 
he  was  burying  the  last  faint  trace  of  discord  be- 
tween us  and  our  great  brethren  in  the  West." 

It  was  in  Philadelphia.  Mrs.  Belloc-Lowndes  re- 
cords in  her  Ufe  of  King  Edward  VII.,  that  the 
Prince  heard  Adeliua  Patti  for  the  first  time.  .\t 
the  grand  ball  in  the  old  Academy  of  Music,  New 
York,  the  Prince  danced  with  many  partners  from 
among  3,000  guests.  The  building  could  have  ac- 
commodated 6,000  people,  but  not  comfortably  so, 
when  the  "crinoline,"  the  feminine  mode  of  that 
day,  was  taicen  into  account. 

The  King  of  the  Belgians  in  a  letter  to  Queen 
Victoria  wrote:  "Bertie  has  got  well  through  his 
tremendous  tour."  And  a  tremendous  tour"  it  was 
in  those  days — sixty  years  ago!  Very  different  in 
time  and  comfort  from  the  tour  our  Prince  will 
have  when  he  left  in  the  Renown.  "Lord  Ren- 
frew" in  1860  sailed  on  boai#  the  frigate  Hero, 
escorted  by  H.M.S.  Ariadne.  The  outward  journey 
was  all  right,  but  on  the  way  home  there  were 
dangers  and  difficulties.  In  the  "Letters  of  Queen 
Victoria"  occurs  a  passage:  "Our  poor  Bertie  is  still 
on  the  Atlantic,  detained  by  contrary  winds  wbjch 
these  large  vessels,  with  only  an  auxiliary  screw 
and  only  eight  days'  coal,  cannot  make  any  way 
against.  Two  powerful  steamers  have  gone  out  to 
look  for  him." 

When  the  "two  powerful  steamers"  sighted  the 
Hero  it  was  found  that  a  sudden  storm  had  driven 
the  ship  from  the  coast,  and  the  royal  parly  had 
been  reduced  to  salt  fare,  witli  only  a  week's  pro- 
visions in  store. — 11.  M.  1'*..  in  the  London  Daily 
Mail.

countrymen,"  he  said,  "happy,  healthy  and  con- 
tented, and  we  arc  agreed  tiiat  this  cannot  he  at- 
tained without  securing  decent  and  comfortable 
homes,  the  blessings  of  which  wc  ourselves  enjoy."

It  is  too 
Utopian  to  hope  that  he  may  use  his  gifts  like  that 
illustrious  sovereign,  to  create  an  Entente  Cor- 
diale,  not  now  between  nations,  hut,  which  is  more 
urgently  needed,  between  the  different  classes. 
founded  upon  a  sympathetic  understanding  of  each 
other's  difficulties  and  a 'frank  appreciation  of  each 
other's  work.  He  seems  to  be  on  the  high  road  to- 
wards this  end,  and  if  this  is  his  purpose  he  is  truly

H.  M.  S.  Renown 


Every  vessel  -from  the  giant  super-dreadnought 
to  the  smallest  motor  patrol  boat  tiiat  is  entered  on 
the  books  of  the  British  Xavy  has  its  own  name  or 
designation.  That  name  having  been  once  en- 
grossed on  the  great  folios  remains,  forever  a  sep- 
arate unit  and  a  tradition  of  the  fleet.  The  vessel 
may  be  sunk  and  a  new  ship  may  be  launched  in 
its  place,  which,  in  its  turn,  may  give  way  to  a  ship 
■of  more  modern  design  to  be  sunk,  at  last,  perhaps. 
,  by  enemy  ^n-fire  or  torpedo  or  destroyed  by  hur- 
ricane. Four  or  five  vessels  in  turn  may  bear  the 
same  name,  each  vastly  different  from  its  successor 
in  design,  structure  and  equipment,  but  to  the  .Ad- 
miralty the  ship  has  a  continuous  life  and  the  name 
that  their  prototype  bore  becomes  in  a  peculiar  way 
a  part  and  parcel  of  the  fleet.  So  has  it  been  from 
time  immemorial  and,  as  the  regulations  of  the 
British  .\dmiralty  are  as  the  laws  of  the  Medcs  and 
Persians,  so  will  it  remain. 

H.M.S.  Renown  which  brought  H.R.H.  the  Prince 
of  Wales  to  these  shores  is  the  seventh  vessel  to 
carry  this  name  in  the  British  Xavy.  The  great 
ancestor  of  them  all  was  a  vessel  whicli  was  cap- 
tured from  the  French  in  165.V  Before  its  capture 
the  vessel  was  known  as  the  Rcnonmie  and  was  rc- 
chrtstened  the  Renown,  to  be  sold  again  the  follow- 
ing year.  Thereafter  for  nearly  a  century  the  Brit- 
ish Navy  knew  not  the  Renown.  It  was  in  1747 
that  an  other  Renomme  was  cai>tured  from  the 
French  and  again  rechristcncd.  She  was  a  con- 
siderably larger  craft  than  her  predecessor,  for 
while  the  first  Renown  was  a  vessel  carrying  20 
guns,  the  second  was  a  boat  of  6fx)  tons  and  carried 
30  guns.  The  Renown  the  Second  served  the 
country  of  her  adoption  well,  for  in  1750  she  was 
taking  a  prominent  part  in  the  capture  of  Guade- 
loupe which  the  British  had  made  three  previous 
unsuccessful  attempts  to  seize  in  1666,  1691  and  1792. 

The  third  Renown  was  launched  from  the  yards  of 
Northam  in  1774  and  was  the  first  British-built 
vessel  of  that  name.  She  was  a  fine  ship  of  1,050 
tons  and  carried  fifty  guns.  Two  years  after  her 
launching  she  was  with  the  great  Lord  Howe  and 
took  part  in  the  occupation  of  K  xie  Island.  Howe, 
whose  sympathies  with  the  colonies  of  .America 
were  marked,  resigned  when  trouble  broke  out  with 
the  Mother  Country,  but  in  1778,  when  France, 
thinking  the  time  favorable  to  war  on  England,  de- 
clared a  renewal  of  hostilities  he  returned  to  the 
service.  France  sent  a  great  fleet  to  .America  under 
D'Estaing,  and  Howe,  though  greatly  outnumbered, 
sought  to  prevent  the  arrival  of  this  flotilla.  He 
baflTled  the  French  Admiral  at  .Sandy  Hook  and  de- 
feated the  attempt  to  take  Newport  by  a  fine  com- 
bination of  skill  and  daring.  In  these  engagements 
the  Renown  took  a  prominent  part  which  was  re- 
peated in  the  operations  off  Charleston. 

The  third  Renown's  work  was  not  yet  done  for 
it  was  in  the  thick  of  the  brilliant  engagement  in 
which  Kempcnfelt.  with  a  greatly  inferior  force 
defeated  de  Guichen  in  1781,  fifty  miles  south-west 
of  Ushant.      This  was  the    Kempcnfelt  wbu  went

Then  came  the  fourth  Renown  wiiicli  had  the 
longest  life  of  all  Renowns,  being  launched  from 
the  Thames  in  i7(>8  and  not  being  broken  up — after 
a  long  and  glorious  career — until  1835.  She  was  a 
vessel  of  1,809  tons  and  carried  seventy  guns.  Her 
boats  assisted  in  a  "cutting-out"  expedition  at  St. 
Croix  resulting  in  the  capture  of  a  gunboat,  two 
armed  vessels  and  eight  stor«  ships  and  the  running 
ashqre  of  the  remainder  of  the  convoy  on  June  10, 
1800.  Later  her  boats  assisted  in  the  capture  and 
destruction  of  the  JO-gun  corvette.  Therese,  a  12- 
gun  lugger,  three  6-gun  schooners  and  a  convoy  of 
fifteen  sail  under  the  batteries  of  Bourgneuf  Bay  on 
July  12,  1800.  She  next  saw  service  as  the  (lag- 
ship  of  the  Ferrol  Expedition  when  Sir  Robert 
Calder  sought  to  intercept  Villeneuve  and  after  a 
short  but  brilliant  engagement  in  the  fog,  in  which 
two  Spanish  ships  of  the  line  were  sunk,  grew  ner- 
vous and  refrained  from  following  up  his  obvious 
advantage.  But  she  hurried  to  take  part  in  the 
destruction  of  several  French  batteries  at  Porto  Fer- 
rago  in    1801. 

This  Renown  saw  service  with  Nelson  before 
Toulon  in  1803,  and  she  captured  the  French  Cham- 
penoire  of  12  guns  off  Toulon  in  1809.  Even  then 
her  career  was  not  ended  for  she  assisted  in  driving 
a  French  squadron  ashore  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Rhone  later  in  the  same  year.

The  fifth  Renriwn  of  3.3 lO  tons  and  91  guns  was 
launched  at  Chatham  in  1857.  She  saw  no  war  ser- 
vice and  was  eventually  sold  to  the  North  German 
Confederation  in  1870,  a  fate  which  in  view  of  later 
developments  seems  a  sorry  end  for  a  British  man- 
of-war. 

The  sixth  Renown  of  12,350  tons  14  guns  and 
10,000  h.p.  with  a  speed  of  18  knots  was  launched 
at  Pembroke  in  1895.  She  was  the  flagship  of  the 
North  American  and  West  Indies  Station  in  1897- 
1809  and  was  a  familiar  sight  in  Canadian  waters. 
Later  she  became  flagship  in  the  Mediterranean  and 
was  chosen  to  convoy  the  Prince  and  Princess  of 
Wales  (now  King  and  Queen)  to  India  in  1905.  She 
was  sold  on  .April  i,  1914,  and  of  her  purchaser  tlie 
books  of  the  .\dmiralty  are  purposely  silent. 

The  last  and  greatest  <»f  all  Renowns  was 
launched  and  completed  in  the  very  crisis  of  the 
Great  War  in  1916.  She  is  a  vessel  of  26,500  tons, 
794  feet  by  90  feet  with  a  horsepower  of  112.000 
and  a  speed  of  32^  knots,  and  carries  six  15-inch 
and  seventeen  4-inch  guns  and  two  torpedo  tubes. 
It  is  a  far  cry  from  the  days  of  the  old  Kcnomme 
of  1653  to  the  Renown  of  1919. 


Memories  of  60  Years  Ago 


The  visit  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  the  United 
States  after  his  journey  to  Canada  will  be  an  his- 
torical ^vent.  For  it  is  the  first  time  in  history  that 
a  Prince  of  Wales  has  visited  the  States  as  Heir- 
Apparent  to  the  Throne  of  Great  Britain. 

King  Edward  VII.,  then  Prince  of  Wales,  visited 
the  United  States  in  i860,  also  after  a  visit  to  Can- 
ada, and  also  as  the  result  of  an  invitation  from  the 
President,  but  it  was  intimated  that  from  the  time 
of  his  entry  the  Prince  would  drop  all  royal  state 
and  would  travel  and  be  known  as  Lord  Renfrew. 

Some  few  persons  are  still  alive  who  remember 
well  that  memorable  journey  of  nearly  sixty  years 
ago.  "Lord  Renfrew"  visited  Washington,  New 
York.  Chicago,  Philadelphia,  Albany,  Boston  and 
other  cities,  making  a  more  extensive  tour  than  that 
apparently  arranged  for  his  grandson.  It  is  related 
that  at  Detroit  the  royal  party  had  to  be  taken  into 
their  hotel  by  a  side  entrance,  so  great  were  the 
crowds  in  the  main  street.  The  city  was  illnmin- 
atcd,  the  craft  in  the  river  were  ablaze  with  lamps. 
"There  could  not  have  been  greater  curiosity  to  »^e 
him  if  the  distinguished  visitor  had  been  George 
Washington  come  to  life  again,"  it  was  said.

The  London  Observer  says  editorially:  "Even 
Londoners,  with  memories  all  fresh  of  their  own 
moving  demonstrations  of  affection  towards  their 
sovereign  and  his  house,  must  be  stirred  by  the 
wonderful  greeting  whicli  Canada  is  giving  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales.  What  docs  it  all  mean,  this  en- 
thusiasm? What  sort  of  asset  is  it  for  our  imperial 
future?  Firs  and  foremost  it  is  a  tribute  to  the 
qualities  of  the  Prince  himself,  to  his  happy  blend 
of  freshness  and  earnestness,  his  simiJicity  and 
sincerity.  He  had  been  an  undergraduate  among 
undergraduates:  he  became  a  soldier  among  sol- 
diers. Today  he  is  a  Canadian  among  Canadiaun. 
In  all  the  phases  of  his  varied  life  he  has  displayed 
the  royal  gifts  of  simplicity  and  insight  and  by 
theip  had  won  hearts. 

"He  has  done  it  all  so  easy  and  naturally  that  it 
is  hard  to  appreciate  the  real  difficulty  of  his 
achievement.  But  let  vis  bear  in  mind  that  this 
young  man,  who  is  daily  adding  to  the  ties  of  per- 
sonal comradesliii^  which  already  bind  him  to  mil* 
lions  is  heir  to  the  most  exalted  position  in  tlie 
world.  A  man  with  such  a  future  awaiting  him 
jnust  find  it  hard  not  to  become  a  remote,  inacces- 
sible being,  obscured  by  the  glitter  and  parade  of 
ceremonial.  Yet  our  Prince  knows  how  to  make  all 
he  does  warm  and  spontaneous. 

"His  days  in  Canada  have  been  few,  and  his  daily 
official  engagements  numerous:  but  in  those  few 
days  he  has  triumphed  over  formal  programmes 
and  given  Canada  ^n  impression  of  him  that  is  en- 
tirely personal  and  intimate." 

Surpassed  Anticipation 
The  following  editorial  appears  in  the  Londcun 
Weekly  Dispatch:  "The  success  of  the  Prince  of 
Wales'  Canadian  tour^has  surpassed  anticipations. 
At  home  His  Royal  Highness  in  a  few  months  es- 
tablished himself  as  a  general  favorite.

The  London  Daily  Chronicle  in  its  leading  edit- 
orial says:  "Everyone  in  this  country  who  -appre- 
ciates the  value  of  Anglo-American  friendship  will 
be  glad  to  learn  that  the  Prince  of  Wales  has  been 

•  offered,  and  has  con.sented  to  accept,  the  freedom 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  in  the  course  of  his  ap- 
proaching visit  to  the  United  States.  Is  there  any 
other  foreign  country  hut  the  United  States  which 
has  it  in  its  power  to  pay  the  visitor  such  a  char- 
acteristic British  compliment?  Is  there  any  other 
visitor  to  whom  Americans  could  offcV  it  with  such 
imposing  significance?  Just  as  President  Wilson  is 
the  first  chief  of  the  .American  republic  to  be  made 
a  freeman,  not  only  of  London,  but  of  many  other 
British  cities,  so  is  the  Prince  of  Wales  the  first 
member  of  the  British  royal  family  10  he  offered 
the  freedom  of  the  principal  city  in  America.

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Working  Class  Misery  in  Petrograd 
Under  the  Reign  of  Terror

Bvcrythiag  is  done  to  make  the  new  employee  in 
th«  Bolshevist     institutions     join  the     Communist 
Party. 

A  non-communist  receives  daily  a  sheet  of  paper 
with  questions  which  he  or  she  has  to  fill  up,  giv- 
inf  every  deUil  of  his  or  her  life  and  a  full  bio- 
graphy. Furthermore,  rumors  are  are  consUntly 
spread  that  all  non-communists  will  be  dismissed 
from  service,  or  else  communists  are  given  extra 
bread  or  flour  rations.  In  this  way  tb<  ranks  of  the 
party  are  filled,  the  new  member  first  listed  as 
"sympathizing"  with  the  party,  then  made  to  go 
thrMigh  a  apectal  course  of  lectures,  and  finally  to 
pass  through  a  trial. 

The  trial  consists  Af  the  carrying  out  of  a  series 
of  commission*  .of  a  variety  of  kinds,  such  as  to  be 
present  at  perquisitions  and  arrests,  spying  on  and 
identifying  some  person,  and  such  like,  ^fter  th^ 
trial  i§  over  the  pe^on  is  allowed  to  join  the  party 
and  have  his  name  entered  in  the  books  of  the  cpt- 
lective  body,  whereupon  his  future  is  assured  ai)d 
the  conditions  of  life  are  rendered  agreeable  to  him. 
The  communists  receive  extra  rations  and  pay. 
They  are  allowed  to  do  anything,  for  the  worst 
crimes  committed  by  them,  robberies,  bribery,  em- 
berzlemfent,  they  escape,  at  the  worst,  by  being  re- 
primanded and  transferred  to,  some  other  post. 
Fear  of  Arrest 
Systematic  terror  affects  the  inhabitants  in  two 
ways.  On  the  one  hand  it  compels  every  inhabitant 
to  expect  it  to  be  his  turn  to  be  arrested  and  to 
listen  in  the  night  for  the  sounds  of  the  motor  cars 
passing'  on  their  turns  of  requisitions  (there  being 
no  other  traffic  going  on  during  the  night  hours), 
Whereby  the  inhabitant  is  deprived  of  his  deserved 
rest  after  a  seven-hour  spell  of  work  in  the  Bol- 
shevist institutions,  at  sittings  of  the  committees 
of  pauperism  and  of  keeping  guard  at  the  house 
gates.  And  on  tht  other  hand,  the  continuous  per- 
quisitions made  in  flats  separately, and  wholesale 
trrests  of  groups  of  people  in  the  streets  all  make 
the  inhabitants  extremely  nervous. 

The  causes  of  arrest  are  various.  The  chief  ac- 
cusations are  of  counter-revolution  or  of  any  rela- 
tions, even  though  held  in  the  remote  past,  with  the 
Entente  Powers.  During  the  perquisitions  all  valu- 
ables are  taken  away,  and  the  communists  are  not 
top  proud  to  fill  their  pockets  at  the  expense  of  the 
inhabitants  by  taking  their  rings,  bracelets,  gold 
watches,  furs,  fine  linen  and  anything  to  make 
them  smart  when  they  eventually  go  out  to  their 
dancing  parties. 

•  In  the  Priaona 
Each  inhabitant  must  patiently  expect  it  to  be  his 
turn  to  be  put  into  one  of  those  horrible  Bolshevist 
prisons,  which  represent  an  accumulation  of  mock- 
ery, dirt,  cold  and  famine.  Cells  intended  for  single 
persons  are  filled  with  eight  to  ten  prisoners,  who 
have  to  sleep  on  damp  stone  floors  and  be  covered 
with  carpets  alive  with  insects.  Water  with  potato 
skins  and  cabbage  leaves  swimming  in  it  and  a 
small  piece  of  somie  substitute  for  bread  are  all  the 
food  they  get.  .'  . 

After  a  comparatively  quiet  day  the  prisoner 
knows  no  rest  at  night,  when  suddenly  communists, 
rush  into  the  cell  and  with  jeers  and  laughter  read 
out  the  names  of  the  people  to  be  shot.  They  pur- 
posely make  mistakes,  giving  the  wrong  names, 
then  begin  again  and  continue  this  comedy  for  theis 
own  amusement.  FinsJIy  the  correct  names  are 
read  <out,  and  these  people  are  told  to  hurry  an^  not 
lose  their  time  in  dressing,  as  that  is  not  needed 
for  dying.  No  wonder  that  those  who  have  passed  • 
through  the  hands  of  the  communists  gef  unfit  for 
life  and  become  half  witted;  years  will  be  needed 
for  re-establishing  the  health  and  strength  of  those 
victims  of  communism  who  es«gpe  with  their  lives. 
Wholeaalc  Shooting 
The  crimes  for  which  people  are  being  shot  are 
various — from  being  in  possession  of  verses  written 
against  the  Bolshevists  up  to  being  suspected  of 
rountfr-revolutionary  purposes.  Sometimes  when 
the  army  has  suffered  at  the  front  wholesale  shoot- 
ings take  place;  thus,  for  instance,  in  Gatchina  at 
the  end  of  June  whole  groups  of  people  were 
executed  op  the  order  of  a  former  barrister,  "Lich- 
terman." 

At  present  it  is  difficult  to  say  to  whom  prefer- 
ence is  given  to  be  shot;  workmen  opposed  to  Bol- 
shevism, peasants  refusing  to  give  up  their  corn  to 
the  Red  Army,  engineers  suspected  of  sabotage,  of- 
ficers believed  to  have  a  leniency  to  the  White 
Guards,  or  perhaps  a  sailor  who  dares  to  express 
his  views  on  certain  matters,  all  are  shot  alike.  The 
daily  number  of  executions  is  from  sixty-five  to 
eighty  men. 

At  one  time,  in  order  to  prevent  pupils  of  military 
classes  from  ever  going  over  to  the  Whites,  they 
were  made  to  do  the  shooting  of  the  people  con- 
demned during  the  night.  At  present  all  these 
pupilf  of  military  classes  have  been  sent  to  the 
front  and  the  executions  are  carried  out  by  the 
Chinese  and  Letts,  who  are  paid  per  head  separate- 
ly. Those  victims  who  have  not  been  killed  out; 
right  by  shooting  are  done  away  with  by  the  com- 
missaries on  duty. 

Thus  Commissary  Platonoff,  member  of  the  Ex- 
traordinary Commission  for  the  Supply  of  the  Red 
Army,  complaindd  on  coming  to  his  work  once  that 
he  had  a  very  trying  night,  as  he  was  obliged  to 
finish  up  the  killing  of  the  White  Guard  canaille  in 
the  Peter  and  Paul  fortress  who  were  still  aliye 
after  being  shot. 
-  Conacciption  for  the  Red  Army  embraces  ever 
larger  numbers',  and  at  present  the  whole  popula- 
tion from  nineteen. to  forty-thjee  are  called  upon  to 
join  the  former  officers  up  to  the  age  of  sixty. 

Emigration  for  non-communists  and  Christians  is 
impossible,  because  these  classes  of  people  are  re- 
fused a  permit  for  leaving  the  country.  _ 
A  Ruined  City 
Petrograd  is  gradually  becoming  destroyed,  a%  no 
repairs  are  made;  pieces  of  stucco  cornices  fall  off 
the  roofa,  the  waterways  and  drain  pipes  get 
chicked  and  burst,  the  pavements  fall  to  pieces,  and 
thanks  only  to  the  rain,  wind  ind  sun,  some  ap- 
pearance of  cleanliness  seems  to  be  kept  up.  Bodies 
of  dead  animals,  horses,  cats  and  dogs  remain  for 
weeks  lying  in  the  streets,  ^me  dead  horses  serve 
as  «n  attraction  to  people  who  creep  furtively  to 
them  and  cut  off  a  chunk  of  the  carcase  to  be  used 
for  food  or  for  sale.  The  general  aspect  of  the 
town  leads  one  to  think  that  some  terrible  calamity 
has  liaf»pened  to  it.  so  solemn  and  gloomy  i*  the 
effect  produced  l^y  its  ruined  appearance,  the  reign- 
ing silence,  interrupted  only  by  separate  nhots  or 
by  the  sounds  of  music  coming  from  the  dancing 
haHs  of  the-eemmnnisis.  » 

The  suburbs  are  in  a  worse  position     still,    )ff 


cause,  in  addition  to  all  the  above  discomforts,  they 
are  importuned  by  their  loc^  Soviets,  who  prevent 
them  from  keeping  books  on  historical  or  religious 
subjects,  and  prevent  fome  classes  of  society  from 
getting  any  food  at  all,  and,  in  short,  make  the 
most  absurd  roles. 

Typhus,  small  pox,  meningitis,  the  Spanish  ilu," 
and  cases  of  insanity  are  spreading  so  violently  that 
the  hospitals  are  unable  to  find  places  for  all  those 
gick  with  infectious  diseases,  %nd  have  nq .  tine  to 
bury  the  dead,  so  that  frequently  the  bodies  are  ly- 
ing heaped  up  in  the  chapels  of  the  hospitals 
awaiting  their  turn  to  be  taken  away  to  the  ecme*- 
tery  in  a  common  open  cart  (aii  logs  of  Wood  are 
transported).  And  when  brought  to  the  cemetery 
they  are  just  thrown  into  on^  common  trench,  and 
buried  without  any  prayefs  read  over  them. 

The  absence  of  medical  assistance  is  the  result  of 
complete  al^sence  of  medicaments  and  surgical  ap- 
plia^es,  for  which     substitutes  are  used  made  of  . 
herbs  and  articles  to  hand. 

The  cold  weather  during  the  coming  V^inter  is  an 
absolutely  unavoidable  menace  under  the  Bojshe- 
vists.  Already  wooden  houses  are  being  pulled 
down  and  the  material  used  as  fuel  for  cooking 
purposes;  as  to  the  Winter  months,  there  is  no 
wood  to  heat  the  stoves  with,  no  warm  clothes' — 
ihcy  have  all  been  taken  away  for  the  {led  Army — 
and  no  warm  blankets  left. 

The  people's  spirit  is  very  depressed  and  ex- 
tremely low;  nevertheless,  some  still  have  the 
energy  to  placard  advertisements  and  news  con- 
cealed by  the  Bolshevists  and  to  form  secret  circles 
to  combat  Bolshevist  instructions  and  orders.  Links 
arc  being  established  between  these  circles,  and  the 
Whites  have  their  agents  in  each  institution,  who 
direct  the  whole  work  in  it  by  the  mutual  assent  in 
the  interests  of  the  Whites. 

Only  a  negative  attitude  to  communism  is  re- 
quired for  belonging  to  that  circle;  no  political  be- 
liefs or  questions  of  nationality  are  obstacles  for 
joining  the  White  organizations.  It  iS  true  that  re- 
cently, owing  to  increased  espionage,  whole  circles 
have  been  annihilated  by  the  Bolshevists;  still,  soon 
after  each. pogrom,  a  link  is  set  up  again,  and  al- 
though active  resistance  has  been  weakened  it  is 
there. 

Bolahcviat  Defence  Measures 

The  protection  of  communism  is  well  thought  out 
and  skilfully  managed.  It  consists  in  so-called  col- 
lective bodies  from  all  the  Bolshevist  institutions, 
factories,  works  and  various  kinds  of  departments. 
These  bodies  comprise  twenty  to  forty  magnificent- 
ly armed  men  quartered  together  for  the  night  and  . 
having  responsible  men  keeping  watch  by  turns. 
These  collective  bodies  and  the  Soviets  of  separate 
town  regions  are  jbined  by  telephone,  the  Soviets 
being  supplied  with  machine  gun  detachments,  who 
are  at  all  times  ready  to  support  with  their  guns 
the  men  of  the  collective  bodies. 

The  Peter  and  Paul  fortress,  equipped  with 
modern  long-range  guns,  and  anti-aircraft  batteries 
placed  in  various  centres  are  meant  to  safeguard 
the  city  from  any  sudden  attack.  The  Bolshevists 
have  no  certainty,  however,  of  being  able  to  keep 
Petrograd  in  case  of  an  attack.  Three  trains  with 
sleeping  cars  are  kept  ready  for  the  Bolshevist 
leaders  to  get  away  and  nineteen  trains  for  the 
communists  and  responsible  party  men  in  every  in- 
stitution, who,  it  is  proposed,  will  be  given  two  or 
four  hours'  time  in  which  to  pack  up  and  carry 
away  just  the  current  correspondence  and  money 
and  burn  the  rest. 

Treatment  of  Visitors 

For  many  reasons  I  greatly  regret  that  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  arrange  for  journeys  of  inquiry  by 
British  and  other  Allied  workers  to  Soviet  Russia. 
Of  course,  I  know  that  the  trouble  about  i  permit- 
ting isolated  groups  to  go  to  Moscow  is  that  they 
are  inevitably  seized  and  surrounded  by  Bolshe- 
vists, who,  iwhatever  they  cannot  do,  certainly 
understand  to  the  ninth  degree  the  art  of  propa- 
ganda. Nevertheless,  I  am  perfectly  convinced  that 
>  any  fair-minded  and  disinterested  inquirer  investi- 
gating working  class  conditions  in  Soviet  Russia 
would  be  horrified  at  the  return  to  slavery. 

Owing  to  my  technical  knowledge  I  was  em- 
ployed at  a  certain  factory  where  every  workman 
had  to  have  a  certain  amount  of  instruction,  and  as 
I  was  in  contact  with  them  day  after  day  for  so 
many  months  it  was  possible  to  get  their  views  and 
opinions.  Not  that  it  is  to  be  imagined  that  people 
speak  lightly  on  subjects  political  these  days.  Far 
from  it.  The  position  in  this  respect  is  much  worse 
thain  in  the  old  Tsarist  days,  and  those  who  dis- 
agree with  the  Bolshevist  theory  of  government  or 
the  personality  of  the  Commissaries  keep  their 
opinions  strictly  to  themselves  if  they  are  wise.  If 
they  are  not— they  soon  find  that  the  Commissaries 
are  super-sensitive  creatures  and  the  more  obscure 
or  highly  colored  their  past  the  more  they  resent 
anything  disparaging. 

It  will  be  understood  that  wherever  one  goe^, 
wherever  one  turns,  everyone  is  under  supervision. 
As  I  have  before  stated,  in  every  workshop  room 
there  is  a.  representative  of  the  Political  Committee 
who  faithfully  acts  as  spy. 

True,  sometimes  even  the  hungry  and  dispirited 
Russian  worker  gives  way  to  the  Russian  passion 
for  "leg-pulling,"  and  will  ironically  discuss  with 
his  chum  at  the  bench  the  merits  of  "the  only  com- 
munist in  the  room,"  but  this  is  certainly  as  much 
as  anyone  dare  do.  The  streets  are  full  of  spies,  for 
the  Soviets  have  in  their  services  the  very  worst 
elements  of  the  Okhrana  and  the  Black  Hundred. 
The  house  committee,  the  house  porter,  the  Soviet 
lodgers  all  listen  with  eager  ears  for  the  slightest 
scrap  of  conversation  likely  to  incriminate  the  bour- 
geois as  a  counter-revolutionary.  ) 

This  is  the  condition  of  the  non-commantst  work- 
ing man,  and  the  Soviet  authorities  admit  that  the 
avowed  communists  are  only  a  small  minority.  .\s 
for  the  middle  classes,  they  are  thankful  to  he 
alive.  • 

Labor  DiaadTantagee 

So  far  as  the  working  class  people  are  concerned, 
they  are  exploited  as  much  today  as  in  the  olden 
times  of  the  private  employer.  The  only  difference 
is  th<t  now  they  have  no  one  to  turn  to  for  the  re- 
dress of  grievances.  The  trade  unions  are  ex- 
clusively occupied  with  political  objects  and  do  not 
bother  themselves  with  questions  of  hours,  condi- 
tions of  labor,  etc.  The  tendency  among  the  trade 
unions  is  towards  amalgamation  into  a  few  large 
anions. 

Tt*  may  b*  of  interest  to  note  that  under  the 
Soviet  regime  there  is  no  "right  to  strike."  and 
when  workmen  do  cease  work  in  order  to  call  at- 
tt^ntion  td  their  ^grievances  the  strikers  are  put 
down  by  bayonets  and  bullet*.  T.  personally,  know 
of  strikes  which  have  recently  taken  place  in  work- 


^  shops  in  Tver,  Maocow,  lula  and  leirofrad.  In 
the  l«»t-it*H»W  diy  UUM.verA  stdkcs  o8  9  targe 
scale  in  the  Putiloff  and  Obukhofl  railway  engine 
workshops,  there  were  aix  strikers  killed  and  nine- 
teen wounaed. 

The  Soviet  has  appointed  special  Red  Army  sol- 
diers to  B»ppre«s  strikes  and  to  "quiet"  workmen  >A 
affected  districts.  Whenever  any  of  these  dtstokrb- 
ances  are  expected,  apccial  deuchmeots  of  Kxd 
Army  and  police  are  sent,  soldiers  being  posted 
every  ten  paces.  I  have  often  seen  these  patrols 
outside  and  near  the  Putiloff  works.

Briefly  summarized,  the  position  of  the  tifBrkraan 
under  Bolshevism  is  as  followa:  '    '       \  ^ 

1.  He  rai|st  work  whether  he  wants  to  or  not  '

sion. In  other  words,  there  is  no  choice  either  of 
occupation  or  employer:  Both  lie  entirely  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Commiasaries.  ^ ,,."  ?. 

3.  He  mgy  not  leave  the  town  in  which  he  is  Hv-, 
ing  without  special  perjnissibp.  whic|t  ||.,  only^ 
granted  in  exceptional  case*.  . ..  \ 

4.  No  holiday  or  d^y'pffmay  be  taken  wUhput 
special  leave.  As  Petrograd  is  regarded  as  being- in 
a  state  of  siege,  leave  for  workmen  is  given  only 
on  production  of  a  medicaL  certificate  that  it  is 
necessary  for  the  workiftan  to  have  a  two  months' 
"cure."  Doctors  are  J-ebukedif  they  give  too  many 
of  these  certificates. 

5.  Workmen  are  always  under  aupervision. 
Now  and  then  you  wiH  hear  a  little     grumbling 

when  the,  patience  of  the  docile  Russian  crowd  is 
utterly  exhausted.  Thus  I  remember  once  standing 
by  a  long,  unending  queue  outside  the  Siestroretzk 
munition  works,  and  after  hours  of  waiting  the 
workmen  began  to  Jay:  "Wait  a  moment.  The 
Whites  wll  soon  be  here,  and  they  will  show  you 
.how  to  do  things  in  an  orderly  way." 
•  The  Soviet  leaders  do  Aot  pay  much  attention  to 
the  opinions  of  non-Russian  labor  leaders,  least  of 
all  to  British  opinion.  In  fact,  England  is  rarely 
mentioned,  except  to  be  blamed  for  anything  and 
everything  that  is  wrong.  Thus  I  heard  of  one  case 
where  a  quite  obscure  and  entirely  insignificant  lit- 
tle person  who  was  a  Soviet  member  tried  to  get 
elected  to  the  executive  committee  of  the  trade 
Soviet,  but  was  unsuccessful.  For  a  long  time  he 
went  about  telling  his  friends  that  his  defeat  was 
entirely  due  to  the  "machinations  of  the  Entente." 
The  billeting  of  the  workmen  in  the  bourgeois 
flats,  so  much  welcomed  by  them  at  first,  has  not 
satisfied  the  workmen  in  the  end,  because  the  en- 
tire conditions  of  life  of  the  bourgeois  family  differ 
so  much  from  his  own  that  the  only  result  of  this 
was  mutual  constraint  and  displeasure.  Moreover, 
as  the  workmen  do  not  believe  in  the  stability  of 
the  Bolshevist  power  they  fear  future  vengeance, 
and  know  that  their  stay  there  is  only  temporary. 
No  Freedom  of  Speech 
Prohibition  of  meetings,  of  free  speech,  frequent 
conscriptions,  and  the  vast  contrast  between  the 
promises  of  the  Bolshevists  and  their  performances, 
the  deaths  of  thousands  of  children  of  the  working 
classes  in  the  children  settlements,  all  create  ground 
for  discontent,  which  is  manifested  by  strikes. 
These  are  suppressed  by  arms,  with  the  result  that 
a  great  number  are  killed  and  wounded. 

Almost  all  the  intellectuals  arc  compelled  to  serve 
in  the  Soviet  institutions,  as  this  is  the  only  way  to 
get  a  piece  of  bread.  They  are  helped  to  this  by 
the  desire  of  the  Bolshevists  to  sncrease  the  num- 
ber of  their  institutions.  Each  institution  is  bound 
to  have  its  collective  body  and  a  Commissary,  for 
the  most  part  utterly  unprepared  for  that  work.  In 
.spite  of  there  always  being  a  chief  to  each  institu- 
tion, it  is  the  Commissary  who  is  the  actual  master 
of  it.  He  controls  not  only  the  technical  and  ad- 
ministrative sides,  but  also  the  financial  one,  and 
exercises  power  over  all  the  employees,  and  has  the 
right  to  dismiss  .one  at  any  moment  without  giving 
the  reason.  There  is  no  difference  whatever  be- 
tween service  in  the  civil  or  the  military  institu- 
tions. It  is  noteworthy  that  there  arc  many  women 
employees. 

The  Red  Army  • 
The  scheme  of  organization  of  the  Red  Army, 
which  was  circulated  in  the  Summer  of  1918,  i.s  of 
foreign  origin,  and  the  figures  set  down  in  the 
foundation  of  the  various  Red  Army  associations 
lead  us  to  believe  that  it  comes  from  the  Germans. 
It  was  not  possible  to  carry  it  out  in  full,  as  it 
existed  on  paper,  owing  to  the  absence  of  technical 
means,  so  that  the  artillery  and  the  engineering 
troops  have  had  to  be  greatly  curtailed. 

Over  and  above  the  ordinary  formations  the  Bol- 
shevists like  to  create  separate  djttachmcnts,  giving 
them  special  denominations,  such  as  the  "iron"  or 
the  "steel"  divisions,  brigades  with  special  destina- 
tions for  blowing  up  trains,  etc.  Some  formations^ 
are  sent  to  the  front  uncompleted.  The  numerical 
strength  as  the  scheme  gives  it  and  that  actually  in 
existence  differs  in  some  cases  by  50  per  cent. 

The  main  highest  unit  ts  a  division,  consisting 
normally  or  six  or  nine  regiments,  making  three 
brigades  with  light  howitzer  and  heavy  artillery,  an 
engineering  battalion  and  a  communication  staff. 
The  artillery,  which  should  consist  of  eighteen  bat- 
teries— namely,  nine  3-inch  batteries  (whereof  there 
are  sometimes  mountain  batteries),  six  howitzer 
batteries,  and 'three  heavy  batteries — is  reduced  to 
six  field  .1-inch  batteries,  three  howitzer  batteries 
and  two  batteries  of  heavy  guns — namely,  twenty- 
eight  guns  to  eaich  infantry  and  riflle  division.  The 
regiments  are  of  a  three-battalion  composition;  the 
battalions  have  four  companies  and  alt  the  batteries 
have  three  or  four  guns  each. 

•  The  filling  up  of  the  ranks  is  done  by  calling  up 
the  next  age  classes  and  by  re-examining  the  men 
who  have  been  marked  as  unfit,  and  likewise  by  put- 
ting under  arms  the  whole  adult  population  of  the 
region  under  consideration,  not  -excepting  even 
travellers  chancing  to  pass  that  way. 
Yudenitch'a  Force 
General  Yudenitch  has  about  30,000  to  35.006  men 
at  the  front  fighting  against  I5;ooo  Reds.  Over  and 
above  these  he  has  reserve  forces.  His  army  has 
grown  out  of  a  handful  of  heroes  rallied  around 
Balakhovitch,  and  all  he  now  possesses,  the  men. 
guns  and  rifles  (the  latter  two  items  are  still  in 
quite  insufficient  numbers),  have^  been  taken. during 
fighting  from  the  Reds. 

There  is  an  absolute  certainty  for  believing  that 
when  this  atmy  is  sufficiently  organized  it  will  be, 
able  to  occupy  the  whole  coast  of  the  Baltic  Sea 
up  to  the  boundaries  of  Finland,  and  we  may  be- 
lieve that  it  will  succeed  in  inflicting  an  enormous 
moral  blow  to  the  Bolshevists  of  all  countries  by 
taking  the  political  Bolshevist  centre,  Petrograd.

Harry  had  brought  a  young  friend  fresh  out  from 
the  Old  Country  with  him  to  spend  a  night  in  the 
old  shack  the  other  week.  This  young  fellow,  like 
a  good  many  others  of  hi^  kind,  had  been  in- 
fluenced not  a  little  in  hia  determination  to  settle 
in  British  Columbia  by  the  accounts  he  had  read 
of  the  fine  opportunitica  for  sport  afforded  by  the 
country.  Naturally  in,  such  company  as  that  of  our 
three  friends  the  conversation  turned  very  speedily 
on  the  subject  of  hunting,  and  .the  young  visitor 
was  responsible  for  its  turning,  more  particularly  $o>

''They  tell  me,"  he  said,  "that  It  »»  very  easy  to 
shoot  the  black  bear  of  this  coast,  and  I  have  been 
wondering  if  that  is  true,  especially  as  one  fellow  I 
met  it\  the  smoker  on  the  train  told  me  that  he  had 
never  lost  any  bears  and  wasn't  hunting  any.  I  did 
not  quite  understand  «'haf  he  meant,  but  I  take  it 
he  was  intending  to  convey  the  impression  -that 
there  might  be  some  risks  attached  to  bear 
shooting." 

There  was  »  brief  silence,  and  a  smile  passed  be- 
tween Harry  and  Tom.  By  one  consent  tliey  looked 
towards  old  Dick,  who  had  listened  with  polite  at- 
tention to  the  tenderfoot's  implied  question,  but 
had  not  made  any  remark  until  Harry  put  it.  up  to 
him  direct.  "What  about  it,  Dick?  Is  it  ea.sy  to 
shoot  a  bear  on  this  coast,  would  you  say,  or  is  it 
diflictlt  or  dangerous?" 

It  All  Depends 

"Well,  boys,"  he  started,  after  a  pull  or  two  at 
the  old  corncob,  "to  tell  the  truth^^  I  haven't  shot 
what  you  might  call  a  powerful  lot  of  bears  iny- 
,self,  though  I've  met  a  few  in  the  woods  now  and 
again,  but  so  far  as  my  experience  goes,  I  should 
say  that  it  all  depends.  I've  heard  of  men  getting 
in  a  bad  mix-up  with  the  common  black  bear,  and 
there's  lots  of  good  yarns  to  be  heard  told  by  the 
fellows  with  lively  imaginations.  Personally  the 
bears  I  remember  best  are  not  the  ones  I've  shot, 
but  the  ones  which  I  might  have  shot,  but  didn't. 
I  take  it  that,  when  you  do  get  a  good  fair  crack 
at  a  bear,  he  is  pretty  easy.  Mind  you,  I'm  not 
talking  of  grizzlies  or  cinnamons,  just  the  ordinary 
little  black  boy  of  Vancouver  Island  and  the  main- 
land coast.  The  hardest  part  of  it  is  getting  your 
shot,  because,  although  there  may  be  conditions 
when  that  is  easy,  too,  there  may  again  be  condi- 
tions where  it  is  nothing  of  the  kind.  The  black 
bears  I  have  come  jtcross  were  all  much  easier 
scared  than  a  deer,  and, just  about  as  quick  at  get- 
ting out  of  the  way  when  they  had  discovered  that 
they  didn't  have  the  neighborhood  to  themselves. 

"I  won't  tell  you  anything  about  the  ones  I  have, 
bagged;  there *was  nothing  much  remarkable  about 
that;  just  lucky' enough  to  get  a  good  chance  and 
took  it,  but  I  do  remember  a  few  that  I  would  have 
liked  very  much'  to  get,  but  didn't. 

"The  first  bear  I  ever  saw  in  the  country  I  was 
not  hunting.  Bear  was  the  last  thing  I  was  think- 
ing about,  and  the  last  thing  I  expected  to  see,  and 
it  certainly  was  funny  that  the  first  I  saw  was  seen 
in  a  way  that  I  never  expect  to  see  one  again.  •  I 
was  out  on  a  short  prospecting  trip  up  one  of  the 
creeks  which  empties  into  the  Kootenay  River. 
There  were  some  old  placer  diggings  up  the  creek 
and  an  abandoned  cabin,  which,  although  fairfy 
clean  and  in  good  repair,  was  minus  a  door.  I  and 
my  partner  camped  the  night  in  that  cabin. 

A  Rude  Awakening 

".Mong  about  dawn  I  woke  up  suddenly  to  be 
aware  that  there  was  something  sniffing  at  my  feet. 
I  was  rolled  Up  in  a  blanket  in  a  low  bunk.  I 
sprang  up  sitting  and  saw  that  it  was  a  small  black 
bear.  I  had  no  gun  or  anything  handy.  If  I  had 
been  thoroughly  awake  I  should  have  been  scared 
.^tiff.  but  I  just  let  out  a  yell  at  it  and  all  the  harm 
the  '  varmint '  did  was  to  turn  round  and  beat  it  for 
the  door.  Not  exactly  a  hairbreath  escape,  but 
a  rather  rude  awakening,  I  suppose  you  might 
call  it." 

"It's  all  right,  old  man,  you  needn't  look  at  this 
door's  fastenings:  that  sort  of  thing  only  happens 
once  in  a  man's  lifetime.  I  guess  it  was  the  smell 
of  fried  bacon  from  last  night's  supper  had  at- 
tracted that  fellow,  and  he  Was  looking  for  some- 
thing far  more  tasty  than  a  tough  old  shin  bone. 

"The  first  real  ea.sy  chance  I  got  at  a  bear,  or 
shoiild  have  got,  rather,  was  on  the  Alberni  Canal. 
1  was  out  with  another  fellow  who  was  looking  for 
a  cannery  site,  and,  as  we  rowed  down  the  canal,  I 
.•suddenly  spotted  a  bear  near  the  mouth  of  a  creek, 
right  at  the  edge  of  the  salt  chuck,  probably  look- 
ing for  a  few  dog  salmon  for  his  supper.  We  were 
about  ,100  yards  away.  I  should  judge,  when  I  first 
spotted  him,  and  quietly  I  attracted  my  friend's  it- 
ttntion. 

".\s  soon  as  he  saw  the  bear,  that  fellow' got  so 
excited  that  he  was  jumping  around  in  the  boat  like 
a  jack-in-the-box.  The  water  was  quite  calm  and 
the  chance|  were  that  we  could  have  backed  the 
boat  quietly  within  quite  easy  range  and  bagged 
that  bear  without  much  trouble.  I  started  in  to  do 
that  very  thing,  but  his  nibs  was  fumbling  with 
the  case  of  his  brand  new  rifle  and  whispered  loud 
enough  for  anything  but  a  deaf  man  to  hear:  'Wait 
for  me  and  we'll  both  shoot  together.'  Well  it  was 
my  shot,  but  I  ditlnT^wanLclg^  be  hoggish,  so  I 
agreed.  The  beWr  was  getting  a  bit  restless  and  I 
just  about  had  time  to  get  my  rifle  up  to  draw  a 
''  bead  when  our  excited  friend  shouted  'Fire!'  We 
both  let  fly.  and,  I  believe,  both  missed  just  as  the 
bear  was  disappearing  in  the  bush.  I  landed  as 
quick  as  I  could,  and  took  a  )ook  round  for  any 
signs  of  a  hft,  but  that  bear  had  urgent  business 
elsewhere,  and  that  was  the  last  we  saw  of  hini. 
An  Unlucky  Stalk 

"Then  I  remember  a  bear  up  on  one  of  the  Clow- 
hom  lakes,  which  I  wanted  very  badly,  but  didn't 
get.  Theres'  a  chain  of  three  lakes  and  the  middle 
one  is  just  a  few  hundred  yards  acsoss,  with  a 
fairly  large  natural  meadow  oh  one  side.  I  was 
away,  up  on  the  sidehill  when  I  saw  a  black  feilow 
feeding  on  the  skunk  cabbage  in  this  mead'ow. 
He  must  have  been  quite  6dd  yards  away  on  an  air- 
line, or  more,  but  he  showed  up  like  a  horse  in  a 
paddock.  I  had  half  a  mind  to  take  a  chance  at 
bringing  off  a  long  shot,  btit  decided  to  try  and 
stalk  him.  I  had  my  canoe  drawn  up  on  the  bank 
of  the  lake  opposite  to  the  side  where  the  bear 
was,  and  very  carefully  I  sneaked  down  to  it  and 
managed  to  get  in  it  and  out  on  the  water  without 
disturbing  the  bear  at  his  meal.  I  tried  to  get  just 
a  little  too  close,  though,  and  jost  as  I  thougfat  it 
time  to  try  a  shot,  before  I  could  pick  op  the  fwi, 
he  caught  my  scent  and  was  off  and  I  scored 
another  *">■*  ^*^^  *  running  shot  out  of  the  canoe. 

"I  sat  and  watched  a  bear  pawing  out  aatnion 
from  the  Cheakamus  River  for  fully  quarter  of  an 
hour  once  when  I  had  nothing  but  t  fishing  rod 
and  he  wasn't  more  than  abont  fifty  yards  away. 
I've  even  disturbed  a  bear  when  he  was  feeding  oa 


a  palck  of  ^sl(unk  c.abbage  at  the  side  of  the  railroad 
traek.  gnd  t^  wiy  he  made  tracks  down  that  line 
must  have  been  something  like  the  bmin  record  for 
a  wrriat.  I  wanted  all  those  beara  and  they 
seemed  to  know  it  and  didn't  seem  to  want  to  haitg 
around  me  any  longer  than  they  could  help.  I  t^ke 
it  most  of  iifitm  are  that  way,  but  I  suppose  once  in 
a  while  you  happen  on  a  blood-curdling  bear  story 
whicH  U.  tfttt,  thoiigh  it's  my  experience  that  a 
black  hear,  at  any  rate,  will  run  every  time  he  can 
when  he  meets  a  man,  and,  aa  he  can  run  a  jolly 
g6od  aight  faster  in  the  bush  than  I  can,  maybe  it's 
just  a|  veil  th|,t  all  tho^e  I  Juirf  teen  running  have 
had  their  back«  tp.jne."

*The  imp<)rtaficc  of  classical  learning  to  educa- 
tion' ia  so  obvio«s.  that  the  surprise  is,  that  it  could 
ever  have  vecome  matter  pf  disputation,^  wrote 
Joseph  ^tory  more  than  a  century  and  a  half  ago. 
"I  apeak,  not  of  its  power  in  refining  taatc.  in  dis- 
ciplining the  judgment,  invigorating  the  nnder- 
standingv  'warthing'  the  heart  with  elevated  senti- 
ments, bvt  of  its  power  to  direct,  positive,  neces- 
sary inatniction;** 

"I  pass  over  all  consideration  of  the  written  trea- 
sures of  antiquity  which  have  survived  the  wreck  of 
empires  and  dynasties;  of  monumental  trophiea  and 
triumphal  arches:  of  palaces  of  princes  and  temples 
of  the  gods.  I  pass  over  alt  consideration  of  those 
admired  compositions  in  which  wisdom  speaks  as 
with  a  voice  from  heaven  ;^f  those  sublime  effofts 
of  poetical  genius  Which  still  freshen,  as  they  pass 
from  age  to  age;  of  those  finished  histories  which 
still  enlighten  and  instruct  governments  in  their 
duty  and  their  destiny;  of  those  matchless  orations 
which  roused  nations  to  arms,  and  chaiped  senates 
to  the  chariot  ^heels  of  an  all-conquering  elo- 
quence. These  all  may  now  be  read  in  our  xtrna- 
cular. tongue.^'  Aye,  as  ono  lisfens  to  the  tate  ot  a 
dream  twice  told;  as  one  catches  the  roar  of  th: 
ocean  in  the  ripple  of  a  rivulet;  aa  one  sees  the 
blaze  of  noon  in  the  first  glimmer  of  morning  light. 
There  is  not  a  nation,  from  the  north  to  the  soutii 
of  Europe,  from  the  bleak  shores  of  the  Baltic  to  - 
the  bright  plains  of  Italy,  whose  literature  is  not 
imbedded  in  the  very  elements  of  classical  learning. 

"He  who  studies  English  literature  with^!lt  the 
lights  of  classical  learning  loses  half  the  charm  of 
its  sentiments  and  its  style,  of  its  force  and  feelings 
of  its  delicate  touches,  of  its  delig;htful  allusitms,  of 
its  illustrative  associations.  Who,  that  reads  the 
poetry  of  Gray,  does  not  feel  that  it  is  the  refine-^ 
ment  of  classical  taste  which  gives  snrh  inexpress- 
ible vividness  and  transparency  to  his  diction?    .    . 

.    .    Who,  that  meditates  over  the  strain  q{  Mil- 
ton, does  not  feel  that  he  urauk  deep  at 

Siloa's   brook,   that    flowed 
Fast  by  the  oracle  of  God — 

that  the  fires  of  his  magnificent  mind  were  lighted 
by  coals  irom  ancient  altars?"

What  wou^  we  not  gladly  give  for  some  old 
newspapers,  which  suggest  themselves  as  amongst 
the  possibilities  of  the  imagination?  Bring  us  in, 
if  you  please,  a  file  of  the  Crusader.  I  should  like 
to  look  over  again  the  telegraphic  report  of  that 
stirring  sermon  of  Peter  the  Hermit,  which  raised 
Europe  out  of  itself  and  sent  the  fiower  of  the 
chivalry  and  the  yeoman  of  Christendom,  for  a 
cause  of  the  heart,  to  do  battle  on  the  plains  of 
Syria. 

What  price  would  be  too  dear  for  an  Independent 
Press,  or  the  Daily  XIarion  of  the  period,  pro- 
claiming,  in    trumpet     tones,   its   denunciation     of 

Henry   the    Eighth Or,  what   should   we 

say  to  the  Puritan  Recorder  of  16.30,  faintly  por- 
traying the  inexpressible  emotions  of  Carver  and 
Bradford,  and  Brewster  and  Standish  and  the  rest, 
as  they  launched  upon  the  scarcely  traversed  ocean 
of  their  pilgrimage,  and  left  the  home  of  thtir 
huniau  affections,  that  they  might  peacefully  com- 
mune, in  the  exile  of  a  savage  land,  with  the 
de^CTer  home  above! 

And  yet  who  would  care  to  see  the  glittering 
blazonry  of  human  history  sobered  down  to  the 
homely  daub  of  utilitarian  philosophy,  or  redaced  ■ 
within  the  petty  compass  of  pen-and-fnk  sketch.* 
Who  would  wish  that  all  the  sacred  and  tender 
mysteries  of  human'  history  should  be  accurately 
sounded  and  surveyed  and  mapped  out  before  his 
eyes,  and  every  gleaming  headland  on  the  ocean 
of  time  taken  in  its  bearings  and  distances,  with 
the  certainty  of  geometrical  analysis?  I  rejoice 
that  there  is  yet  something  secret,  indefinable, 
grand,  altogether  beyond  the  scope  of  the  peering 
researches  and  shallow  unrcflecfmg  speculations  of 
the  day.— George  Lunt.

History 
consists,  for  the  greater  part,  of  the  miseries 
brought  upon  the  world  by  pride,  ambition,  avarice, 
revenge,  lust,  sedition,  hypocrisy,  ungoverned  zeal, 
and  all  the  train  of  disorderly  appetites,  which 
shake  the  public  with  the  same 

"Troublous  storms  that  to»s 
The  private  state,  and  render  life  unrweet." 

These  vices  are  the  ceases  of  those  storms.  «Re- 
ligiOn.  morals,  laws,  prerogatives,  privileges,  liber- 
ties, rights  of  men.  are  the  pretexts.  The  pretexts 
ire  always  found  in  some  specious  appearance  of  a 
real  good.  Yon  would  not  secure  men  from 
tyranny  and  sedition  by  rootiiig  oat  of  the  mind  the 
principlei  to  which  these  fraudulent  pretexts  apply? 
If  you  did.  you  would  root  out  everything  that  is

n^fould  not  etire  the  evil  by  resolving  that  there 
should  be  no  more  monarcht,  nor  ministers  of 
state,  nor  of  the  gospel;  no  interpreters  of  taw,  no 
general  officers,  no  public  councils.  Yoo  might 
Change  the  names.  The  things  ia  some  shape  mast 
remain,— Edmund  Bnrke.' 


Our  deeds  detier'mine'ts  as  much  as  we  determine 
onr  minds. — George  EHr* 
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rf  fuK  the  aiitliripatidns  of  scicatiiU  are  con- 
tiimcd,  British  agriculture  ia  on  the  eve  of  a  won- 
derful transformation.  The  vcgariea  of  the  climate 
\vill  t^f  epnqueecd  and '>rield 'will  be  doubled,  or 
even  trebled.  ,  Within  a  few  years  the  country  will 
be.  self  supporting.  All  this,  ft  is  promised,  witt  be 
accomplished  by  perpetual  electrical  sunshine.  '  I 
Itave  learned  of  proof  of  the  fulfillment  of  the  pro- 
mise in  the  form  of  potatoes  as  large  as  swede's 
"^vith  stems  eight  feet  high.  A  start  is  being  made 
>^ith  (he  scientific  appficftion  of  electficity  to 
agriculture  at  Huntington  Court  Farm,  which  is 
(situated  on  White  Cross  Koad  in  the  liberties  of 
the  city  M  Hereford.  The  farm  covers  sqo  acres, 
mihI  Mr.  Nttirch,  thi  farmer,  rcadilx  agreed  to  hare 
iifty  acres  placed  under  electro-culture  at  tlt€  re- 
quest of  the  Development  Commissioners,  who 
cave  a  liberal  grant  and  'consented  that  the  farmer'^ 
should  have  the  profits  of  the  first  experiments. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Kerr,  the  city  electrical  engineer, 
acted  as  my  guide  when  I  visited  the  farth.  He 
told  me  r  magical  story.  "Undoubtedly  we  are  at 
the  beginning  of  a  new  chapter,"  ht  said,  "and  are 
wlthfu  measurable  distance  of  the  time  when  tk« 
conntry  will  protluce  all  the  food  we  flcedt  That 
il  th^  ojitliion  of  .PfofcsfOr  W.  H.  Blackman  and 
Mr'.  Ingvar  Jorgensen,  the  two  scientific  members 
of  the  official  trio  of  which  I  am  the  practical  cn- 
(linccr.  These  eminent  scientists  have  been  here 
three  or  four  week*  and  with  the  help  and  gener- 
ous assi^itance  of  the  Commissioners  we  shall  pro- 
ceed to  work  our  wonders. 

No  Bad  Years 

"These  wonders  are  the  command  of  atmos- 
pheric conditions-  conducive  .to  the  growth  of 
vcK^etablea,  cereals,' frijits,  flowers  and  all  growing 
things,  and  the  doubling — and  it  may  well  be  treb- 
lings—of  their  annual  yield.  There  need  be  no 
more  bad  years."  Dull  days  will  be  electricity's  op- 
portunity, to  use  it  in  blazijig  sunshine  would  be 
Masteiul.  A  combination  of  sunshine  and  electric' 
.•iuaMov  would  over-«ccelerate  growth  and  cause 
"l>Tahls'to  sKrivcl  fnpm  nibc  much^encotiragementr 
The  new  stimulus  may  be  applied  before  the  sun 
rises  and  after  it  sets,  or  all  night,  if  necessary. 
Mr.  Kerr  has  an  ele«;tric. plant  fitted  over  half  an 
acre  of  ground',  exactly  like  that  to  be  applied  over 
the  f^rm.  This  practical  demonstration  has  made 
dozens  of  farmers  and  nurserymen  eager  to  »ce 
cfcctrlcity  applied  to  their  fields.  They  say,  "We'll 
find  the  money  if  you'll  find  the  power."^-*'*'  '-i^^-^  ^ 

One  farmer  asked  if  he  could  be  killed  with'  the 
wires.  Mr.  Kerr  gripped  a  wire  to  prove  that  it 
was  as  harmless  as  a  dotjics^line.  How  could  we 
switch,  it  on  and  off.  asked  anofher  farmer.  "As 
easily  and  safety  as  you  turn  oi)  the  light  in  your 
house,"  was  the  rcpify.  "What  have  you  been  do- 
ing over  there?",  was  a  query  put  by  a  farmer,  who  , 
pointed  to  a  patch  .0/  potatoes,  iirith  stems  eight 
feet  high.  The  patch  had  been  electro-cultivated,  ho 
was  told.  Marty  of  the  potatoes  were  as  large -as 
swedes.  One  potato  was  a  foot  long  and'  eight 
inches  across.  Here  was  proof  enough  that  elec- 
tricity assisted  nature  in  potato  growing. 

"Well   might   Mr.    Ingvar  Jorgeowen.  remark  that

thinking  of  heather.     That   is   mere  association  of

Close  to  the  roadside  a  patch  of  heather  shows 
pink,  until,  a  little  higher,  it  skirts  a  pool  of  indigo 
and  steel,  and  then  it  wanders  into  purple.  Another 
stage  npon  the  hillside,  aud  it  grows  tinged  with 
sienna,  and  higher  still  it  softens  into  umber  vf'tth 
a  film  of  blue  against  the  foam  of  cataracts.  So  It 
creeps  away  from  the  eye.  changing  chameleon-like, 
until  it  reaches  heights  whefc  sight  travels  with  un- 
certiinty,  and  where  it  liqiicfies  with  the  'mists,  no 
longer  a  color  but  an  infinite  sentimcat 

<>n  its  way  it  has  joined  with  trees,  which  climb 
the  hills  so  far  as  vegetable  life  can  asptre-^firs" 
with  copper  trunks  and  storm-tossed  branches  and 
silver  birches  poised  at  times  like  ladies  of  the 
ballet  in  shimmering  gauze,  and  dancing  in  the 
breeze  upon  an  arid  peak.  Truly,  there  is  no  tree 
more  full  of  solemn  mystery  than  the  fir.  It  looks 
as  though  it  were  keeping  the  eternal  Sabbath  of  a 
faith  l)eyond  all  human  ken.  Anl  yet  the  birch  will 
danCc  beside  it  frivolously  with  its  tinsel  limbs 
above  ferns  and   barren  boulders. 

Neither  grave  as  the  one  nor  flippant  as  t1ie 
otittr,  the  heather  follows  skyward  until  it  can  go 
no  farther  and  must  rest  content  with  admiring  its 
own  plumage  reflected  in  the  mirror  of  the  shale. 
It  has  fulfilled  its  predestined  duty.  It  has  done 
what  Carlyle  said  was  the  function  of  music.  It 
has  taken  us  to  the  verge  of  the  Infinite  and  has 
bidden  us  gaze  into  that.  Then,  for  a  moment, 
I  "We  are  laid  asleep  in  body  and  become  a  living 
soul"  at  heights  where  eagles  soar. 

Up  t'here  the  world  is  without  form  and  void.  It 
is  a  chaos  of  colors,  so  blurred  and  so  .subtle  as  to 
make  behind  an  atmospheric  veil  the  light  that 
never  was  on  sea  or  land.  After  all,  perhaps,  it  is 
not  light,  but  a  harmony  beyond  the  reach  of  any 
sense — the  evolution  of  color  into  an  emotion.  It 
makes  the  mind  dizzy  with  the  mysti^sm  of  con- 
templation, and  the  eye  descends — as  one  draws 
back  from  a  precipice  for  fear  of  toppling  over — 
to  the  river  beds  and  the  courses  of  the  Winter's 
torrents,  savage,  but  more*  human,  and  to  the  dark 
blue  pools  which  sympathize  eternally  with  send- 
ding  clouds  of  lead. 

Mere  the  sun  is  a  SiCoffcr.  and  perhaps  envious 
also.  lie  is  tentative  and  timid  in  his  steps.  He 
shoots  out  of  the  heavens  and  into  them  as  quick- 
ly. He  traces  wild  momentary  designs  on  scarred 
rocks  and  swards  and  hungry  cliffs.  But  they  resist 
him,  and  jf  he  wins  a  smile  in  passitig  f  rom  a  p^teh 
of  moss  which  has  achieved  a  piece  of  Arctic  ex- 
ploration, he  seems  to  go.  with  the  haste  of  dna 
that  has  been  spurned,  on  his  paseage  to  the  glens. 
He,  like  man.  has  trodden  awhile  vmong  things 
which  were  before  he  was,  and  he  is  constrained  to 
console  his  wounded  pride  in  the  low-lying  heather. 
There  he  may  awaken  a  droning  bee  or  cause  a 
grouse  or  a  grey  hen  to  slumber  an  honr  before  it* 
.  doom.  He  is  the  god  of  the  ephemeral,  driven  from 
immortal  altitudes  whe^  he  would  he  enthroncti  on 
heather  carpets  if  he  eo«M. 

But  the  heather  is  human.  When  it  climbs  too 
high  it  perishes  or  dwindles  into  something  crawl- 
ing between  earth  and  heaven.  Human  in  its 
masses,  it  remains  Kelow  and  helps  man  to  feast 
his  eye  and  dream.— London  Timea. 


Noah  eame  out  of  the  AfV  after  the  rain," 
Mr.  Kerr.  "We  bope  now  to  show  the  people  how 
to  develop  the  earth  and  get  the  l>cst  out  of  it. 
Sceptics  who  came  to  scuff  had  ijtone  away  con- 
vinced that~they  must  reckon  ^ith'  electricity  in 
futdre.""  Mr.  Kerr  showed  me  the  electricity  in 
action.  I  was  told  to  listen-  in  the  garden  while  he 
switched  the  electricity  on.  The  wires  were  not 
quite  taut  and  swayed  in  the  'vind.  Prc<«ently  I 
heard  a  sound  like  the  approach  of  an  army  of 
grasshoppers.  As  he  wind  rose  the  souud  resem- 
bled the  fizzling  of  bacon  or  the  crackling  of  thopis. 
Strangest  of  all,  plants  and  bushes  could  be  seen 
moving  upwards  and  reaching  towards  the  vivifying 
wires.  Plant  life  was  no  more  a  figure  of  speech. 
It  is  just  the  same  with  wheat,  oats,  bartcy.  clover,, 
fruit  trees  and  flowers,"  said  Mr.  Kerr.  "They  rise 
to  greet  the  electric  elixir.  Long  green  caterpiilara 
that  work  havoc  on  fruit  trees  drop  electrocuted.^'  . 
Electro-Culture 

In  a  conservatory  Mr.  Kerr  showed  the  effect  of 
electro-culture  on  boxes  of  seeds  of  cauliflowers, 
cabbage  and  leeks.  The  seeds  were  planted  five 
days  ago  and  already  there  was  a  rich  green  blade 
an  inch  above  the  mould.  In  ordinary  circum- 
stances they  would  not  have  been  showing  at  all 
yet. 

AM  these  things  prove  that  what  can  be  done  on 
a  half  acre  plot  can  be  dope  on  every  farm  from 
Cornwall  to  Inverness,  said  .Mr.  Kerr.  "Professor 
Blackman  is  of  the  same  opinion,  and  be  has  done 
into  tha  matter  with  scientilic  exactitude.  Wc  have 
greater  proofs  than  may  be  published  yet.  W'c 
know  that  potatoes,  oats  and  clover  yield  roost 
flattering  results. 

"The  explanation  is  simple — that  clcctricily-spliis 
up  the  ions  from  the  atmosphere  and  Liialilcs  plant 
growth  to  extract, the  nitrogen.  The  more  manure 
you  put  on  the  soil  the  better  your  electric  results 
will  be.  If  you  treat  the  ground  well  the  crop  will 
increase  a  hundredfold. 

•"Experiments   will   be   made   at    Roehampton    and 
Hi  different  i>arts  of  1hc  country^o  compare     rc-- 
sults.  and  I  will  eat  that  electric  coil  if  wc  do  not 
see  a  new  ^arth   in  a   very  few  years. 

"The  development  committee  is  to  be  praised  for 
so  quickly  falling  in  line  with  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  scientific  advisers  and  bringing  Hunt- 
ington Court  I'arm  under  electro-culture.  Wc  shall 
place  eight-f^t  poles  in  the  hedges,  out  of  the 
people's  way.  Strong  wires  will  be  suspended  with 
high  tension  insulators.  .\t  spaces  of  about  fifty 
feet  there  will  be  very  fine  tin-stccl  wires  about 
seven  feet  from  the  ground,  so  that  men  may  walk 
under  them.  By  an  arrangement  of  rings  the  wires 
can'be  drawn  out  of  the  way  to  let  wagons  pass. 

"Rain  is  our  only  enemy  nnconquerwl  so  far,  but 
we  mean  to  overcome  it,  because  wc  believe  the  re- 
sults will  be  better  still  if  wc  can  apply  the  current 
during  a  rain  stbrin.  Rain  ami  a'ectric  sunshine. 
Think  of  it!  What  a  galvanizing  combination!  We 
are  only  at"  the  beginning  yet.  Klcctro-culturc 
three  years  ago  would  have  left  no  need  for  food 
rules  and  rations.  Three  years  hence  we  shall 
wonder  why  we  slept.  The  pos'-ibilitics  are 
boundless."  . 


^ew  Queens  for  the  Hive 


■  «  All  experienced  bee-keepers  agree  that  success 
depends  in  a  great  measure  on  the  quality  of  the 
queens  heading  the  various  colonics.  Vigorous 
queens  produce  huge  populations  in  good  time  to 
take  advantage  of  the  honey-flow,  whereas  second- 
rate  ones  will  just  maintain  the  size  of  the  colony, 
and  if  they  are  of  very  poor  quality  tbc  number  of 
bees  will  perceptibly  diminish,  thus  produciuf;  the 
condition   kpown  as  "Spring   dwindling." 

Apart  from  this,  the  pleasure  of  bcc-kecping  is 
greatly  lessened  if  the  qOccn  heading  the  colony 
produces  bees  which  arc  vicious,  and  arc  con- 
sequaitly  diflicult  to  handle.  While  some  bees  can 
be  examined  witJi  the  use  of  little  or  no  smoke,  and 
without  a  veil  being  worn,  others  are  so  cross  that 
invariably  the  bee-keeper  has  an  unpleasant  time 
when  he  is  compelled  to  open  the  hive  to  examine 
the  colony. 

'  "Altliough  queens  will  live  for  three  or  four  years, 
it  is  unwise  to  allow  them  to  do  so.  and  some  up- 
to-date  bee-keepers"  who  stimulate  their  queens  to 
lay  freely  allow  them  to  reign  for  only  sixteen 
months,  that  is  to  say,  from  the  latter  part  of  May 
to  the  end  of  September  in  the  following  year.'  In 
this  case  the  queen  is  removed  as  soon  as  drones 
are  flying,  when  the  colony  proceeds  to  raise  a 
young  one,  while  the  old  queen  is  generally  retained 
in  a  Spare  hive,  with  a  colony  consisting  of  onl^-  a 
few  combs  of  bees,  so  that  she  may  continue  to  pro-, 
duce  bees  until  the  Atitumn.  An  important  point 
to  be  remembered  is  that  colonics  headed  by  cur- 
rent year  queens  rarely  swarm  when  the  supers  arc 
on  the  hive,  and  this  fact  often  prompts  bee-keep- 
ers to  requeen   their  bees  annually. 

The  present  is  a  suitable  time  for  raising  queens, 
and  the  process  is  quite  simple,  but  care  should  be 
taken  to  select  a  colony  the  bees  of  which  have 
proved  gentle  under  manipulation  and,  if  possible, 
'have  stored  well  in  the  supers.  When  the  queen  is 
removed  the  bees  will^^^t  to  work  raising  queen 
cells,  and  four  or  five  days  afterwards  these  should 
be  examined  in  order  that  all  but  two  may  be  cut 
out,  the  queen  cells  retained  being  those  containing 
the  smallest  larvae.  Tt  is  obvious  that  the  longer 
the  inmates  are  fed  on  the  highly  nitrogenous  food 
given  to  ro^al  larvae  the  better  wil^  be  the  re- 
sultant queens. 

Helping  Another  Colony 

It  will  be  a  convenience  to  have  the  two  cells  on 
separate  combs,  as  Ih  thi*  case  a  comb  can  be  given 
to  another  colony  n'eeding'tequecning  when  tbc  cell 
is  ripe.  Queen  celts  are  scaled  on  the  ninth  day 
after  the  eggs  are  laid:  the  queens  hatch  about  the 
sixteenth  day.  and  a  day  or  two  before  then  the 
capping  of  each  cell  is  nibbled  away  so  that  it  has  a 
worn  appearance,  in  which  .condition,  it  s  known  as 
"ripe." 

^^en  giving  a  comb  with  a  queen  cell  to  another 
colony,  the  bees  must  be  brushed  pfF  with  a  feather, 
as  it  would  probably  damage  the  unhatched  queen 
if  the  bees  were  to  be  shaken  o((.  When  there  are 
several  qnecn  cells  in  a  hive,  during  the  swarming 
season,  a  swarm  of  15.000  or  Jaooo  bees,  headed  by 
the  first  hatched  queen,  is  almost  sure  to  issue,  ov.- 
ing  to  the  heat  and  the  crowded  condition  of  the 
hive;  but.  in  view  of  the  depletion  of  the  bees  as  a 
result  of  the  hard  work  duHng  the  honey-flow, 
most  colonies  are  not  now  overcrowded. 

About  a  week  after  the  queen  emerges  she  will 
go  on  her  wedding  trip,  provided  the  weather  is 
suitable.  .«o  that  in  about  a  fortnight  she  should  be 
laying  freely.  If  queens  arc  raised  a  little  later  in 
the  season  it  may  be  wise. to  feed  the  colony  with 


syrup  for  three  or  four  days  in  order- to  stimulate 
th(  queen  to  begin  laying.  It  must  be  remembcrcJ 
that  bees  raised  after  the  honey-flow  art  specially 
valuable,  as  they  help  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
colony  during  the  Autumn  and  early  Spring 
months.. when  so  many  of  the  hard-worked  bees  die. 
But  queen-rearing  must  not  be  delayed  too  long,  as 
the  drones  will  shortly  be  driven  out  of  hi«es  in  the 
ca.se  of  cokjntcs  possessing  a  fertile  queen. — A  cor- 
respondent in  The  London  Times.

Six  Months  of  Bolshevism 


In  Kharkoff,  the  biggest  town  as  yet  occupied  by 
the  Volunteer  .\rmy,  one  has  a  curious  feeling,  of 
an  approach  to  the  real  Russia,  a  sense  of  the  im- 
minence of  Moscow  and  the  centres  of  Russian 
crN'ilization.  It  is  a  pleasant  town,  with  spacious 
buildings,  broad  streets,  and  big  green  gardens 
which  externally,  at  least,  have  been  little  damaged 
by  civil  war  and  several  violent  changes  of  Gov- 
ernment. 

Kharkoff  has  experienced  ci.!;ht  different  govern- 
ments during  the  last,  two  years,  including  Ger- 
mans, Ukrainians  and  Bolshevists.  By  far  the 
worst  of  all  the  regimes  was  that  of  the  Molshe- 
vists  during  their  recent  occupation,  witich  lasted 
for  >ix  months. 

Horrible  stories  are  told  about  the  Terror,  writes 
the  Kharkoff  corrc-ponclcnt  of  The  London  Times. 
Of  the  j68  persons  who  were  executed  without  trial 
by  the  Extraordinary  Commission,  many  were  tor- 
tured, the  contents  of  the  sewers  were  turned  into 
the  cellars  of  the  headquarters  of  the  commi-sion 
where  prisoners  were  confined.  Repulsive  sheaths 
of  human  skin  are  shown  in  the  nature  of  gloves 
procured  by  plnngins;  the  arms  of  prisoncr^  into 
boiling  water,  and  then  peeling  off  the  skin.  Nails 
were  driven  under  the  finger  nails,  prisoners  were 
compelled  to  dig  their  own  graves  and  stand  on  the 
edge   of  them  while   being  shot. 

I  do  not  dwell  now  on  the  details  of  these  ex- 
cesses, because  thcj'  arc  bcijig  investigated  by  an 
official  committee  which  is  cojlecting  irrefutable 
evidence  and  proofs.  But  stories  of  the  inbaman 
practices  of'  the  Commissary  and  ex-gaolbinl 
Saienko  stilt  linger  in  the  town  like  the  memory  of 
an  awful  tiightmare.  It  is  curious  that  a  large 
number  of  the  victims  arc  entirely  obscure  persons 
— porters,  housemaids  and  small  shopkeepers — who 
were  executed  for  no  apparent  irason  except  that 
perhaps  incautiously  they  abused  the  Soviet  au- 
thorities. Sixty  hostages,  including  prominent  pro- 
fessors and  judges,  were  carried  off  by  the  Bol- 
shevists  when    they   retreated. 

But  apart  from  the  Terror,  life  under  the  Bolshe- 
vists, according  to  all  the  testimony  I  have  heard, 
was  intolerable.  Trade  was  partly  nationalized, 
many  shops  dosed  down,  wholesale  stores  were 
recklessly  plundered  and  the  whole  economic  life 
of  this  rich  town  dislocated  by  ill-conc^i^  ed  nnd  in- 
competently c.\eciited  social  experiment.s.  which 
were,  perhaps,  sincerely  intended  by  the  few  fan- 
atics, but  which  were  used  by  their  gang  of  pre- 
datory followers  as  cover  for  wholesale  extortion, 
oppression  and  robbcr>'. 

It  is'  curious  how  Hol-hcvism  repeats  in  new 
forms,  and  to  far  greater  excess,  the  worst  abuses 
of  the  old  regime  without  any  of  its  compensating 
efficiency.  Countless  raids,  arrests,  confiscation  of 
flats,  furniture  and  personal  possessions,  coarse  ap- 
peals to  _thc  worst  instincts  of  the  criminal  ele- 
ments, and  a  constant  sense  of  insecurity  made  life 
in  Kharhoff  under  the  Bolshevists  a  numb  agony 
and  a  dreary  suspense.  The  powerful  South  Rus- 
sian Co-operitive  Union  had  to  close  down  most 
of  its  institutions  to  avoid  nationalization.  The 
university  professors  maintained  a  brave  struggle 
to  prevent  the  complete  capture  of  education  by  the 
BoIsheAists.  who,  for  instance,  made  a  medical  or- 
derly head  of  the  medical  faculty,  and  by  plunder- 
ing the  library,  laboratory  and  furniture .  complete- 
ly ruined  one  of  the  best-known  private  high 
schools  which  took  fifty  'years  to  buHd  up.  One  of 
th«*  worst  of  their  crimes  was  the  nnirder  in  a 
little  farm  not  far  from  here  of  Mme.  Epjjimcnko,  a 
former  elementary  school  teacher  who,  by  her  own 
efforts,  became  one  of  the  most  learned  historians 
in  Russia  and  wa>,  a  pr->frssor  of  the  VN'onian's 
University  at  Peirograd.  She  was  a  democrat,  if 
ever  there  was  one. 

Kharkoff  is  slowly  relaxing  now  after  the  strain, 
and  has  already,  as  a  sign  of  its  sentiments,  given 
23,000  volunteers  to  Denikine's  army.  The  shops 
and  cafes  are  reopening,  and  people  come  out  in  the 
cool  of  the  evening  into  the.4>ig  park,  where,  under 
the  Bolshevists,  they  did  not  dare  to  venture  for 
fear  of  robbery,  insult  and  arrest.  The  Co-opera- 
tives are  at  work,  the  trade  unions  are  acting  free- 
ly, prices,  >^hich,  under  the  Boltdievists,  were  cxor- 
biunt,  are  gradually  falling,  the  law  courts  are  re- 
viving, and  the  new  police  maintain  good  order. 

The  pres^  is  under  supervision,  but  it  is  interest- 
ing that  the  Marxist  monthly  issued  by  the  Men- 
shevists  continues  publication.  Here,  as  everywhere 
in  South  Russia,  there  is  a  dire  shortage  of  manu- 
factured goods,  but  the  people  are  not  badly  ; 
dressed  in  a  flimsy.  Vummcry  way.  Unbounded 
hopes  are  placed  in  British  aid.  and  I  am  told  that 
there  is  a  rage  here  for  learning  English. 


There  is  a  vast  area  of  the  world  <^,^whtdt  ft 
migkt  be  said  with  truth  that  the  surface  of  the 
moon  is  better  known,  and,  after  the  fashion  of 
great  things  neglected,  it  may  one  day  vefy  terribly 
fvenge  itself.     For  with  every  day  in  the  naodern 

»rld.;it  becomes  more  and  more  apparent  that  one 
I's  greatest  crimes  is  ignorance,  remediable 
mce — that  is,  the  kind  of  ignorance  that  hides 
its  Jbcad  in  the  sand  and  insists  on  blundering  on  its 
way  in  the  face  of  all  warnuigs  of  probabilities 
and  history.  This  area  is  greater  than  a  continent, 
for  it  is  in  itself  the  better  half  of  two  continents. 
The  forces  of  Nature  have  hedged  it  about  with  in- 
accessibilities, and,  lest  these  should  be  insufficient, 
knowing'inan's  insatiable  greed  and  curiosity,  have 
suffered  it  to  lie  under  an  imputation  of  uselessness 
and  want  of  interest  more  effectual  as  a  barrier 
that  rivers  or  mountain  peaks.  '..^    ! 

Darkest  Africa  has  ceased  to  be  quite  dark,  but 
over  Central  Etirasia  there  hangs  a  curse,  a  Leth- 
ean veil  like  the  dust  clouds  over  an  earthquake- 
buried  city.  It  is  little  more  than  the  Old  World's 
graveyard,  just  a  place  of  skulls  and  dry  bones. 
Yet,  did  it  ever  .strike  one  that  Nature  may  just 
have  laid  it  by?  She  has  -not  forgotten  it.  She  is 
a  crafty  dame,  working  with  a  line  disregard  of 
man,  and  while  he  cajoles  himself  that  he  is  de- 
feating her  here,  she  is  quietly  proceeding  to  his 
undoing  there.  And  she  can  wait.  If  empires  have 
lain  under  the  sand  a  hundred  centuries,  it  makes 
no  difference.  Where  they  have  been  they  can  be 
again.  Something  of  these  ideas  stirred  in  me  when 
I  found  myself  a  traveller  on  the  confines  of  these 
regions,  and  when  I  heard  from  men  who  had  come 
from  the  midst  of  them,  as  men  might  come  out 
of  a  dream  and  meet  one  on  the  roadway,  the  lin- 
bclievable  tales  pj  peoples  remote  and  unkn^wtu 

Conquerors  of  Old 

From  where  I  pitched  iny  small  tent  af  riight  and 
lay,  with  my  camclmeii  around  me  jabbering  by 
their  thorn  fire,  to  the  verge  of  the  Arctic  itself 
was  one  great  desert  whereon  men  were  moving 
like  cloud  shadows  across  the  sea,  ^noved,  but  had 
no  homes.  They  wore  the  descendants  of  men  who 
had  carved  out  empires,  nevertheless.  Were  they 
only  biding  their  time?  For  Central  -Asia  has  ever 
been  the  world's  reservoir  of  conquerors.  Meiij 
hard-bitten  and  hard-living,  Ishmaels  their  lives 
through,  superstitious,  indeed,  but  not  with  the  soft 
idolatry  of  the  plains  peoples:  ignorant,  perhaps, 
but  not  with  the  self-sufficient  ignorance  of  civilized 
men  who  cannot  conceive  of  any  reasonable  state 
of  existence  other  than  their  own.  The  history  of 
India  has  been  the  history  of  the  descents  of  these 
wild  men.  .\gain  and  again  their  hordes  have 
poured  through  the  passes  of  the  Himalaya  and  the 
Hindu  Koosh  to  sweep  into  nihility  the  soft-living, 
self-satisfied  people  of  the  hot  pTains.  to  found 
kingdoms  and  empires,  only  to  grow  enervated  and 
luxurious  in  their  turn  and  in  their  turn  to  be 
destroyed  by  fresh  swarms  of  mountain  and  desert- 
nurtured  men.  .\nd  as  their  lives  have  been 
through  the  ages,  so  they  are  now.  While  I  write 
and  while  \vou  read  somewhere  in  that  remote  im- 
mcnsitj-  tribe  is  fighting  with  tribe,  brigands  are 
looting,  men  are  murdering,  women  are  shrieking, 
lo't  men  are  perishing,  weird  rites  are  performing, 
caravans  are  marching,  bazaars  are  buzzing  and 
merchants  are  trafficking,  all  as  they  did  in  the  days 
of  the  Great  Mogul,  as  in  the  days  of  .Mcxander 
and  of   Darius  and   of   Nebuchadnezzar.     The   only 


.ftibdvn  in%xntioii  that  has  come  thur  way  is  gtm- 
powder. 

Taka  of  Wild  Juaticc  » 

I  had  a  fierce,  black-ringletted  little  fellow,  a  man 
of  about  45,  to  teach  me  one  of  the  tongues  of  this 
region,  flis  instruction  followed  no  known  me- 
thods of  pedagogy,  but.  what  was  more  interesting, 
consisted  of  a  running  story  of  his  own  life.  He 
had  a  brother  who,  under  forms  of  law,  jockeyed 
him  out  of  a  small  iuhcritance.  So  one  night  he 
mounted  his  wife  and  baby  on  their  only  camel, 
having  loaded  the  beast  with  dates  and  a  water- 
skin,  and  hid  them  in  a  nullah  not  far  from  their 
camp.  Then  he' crept  to  his  brother's  tent,  and -hav- 
ing found  him  asleep,  with  a  small  axe  and  his 
short  sword  cut  off  his  head.  He  described  to  me 
minutely  the  whole  process,  how  he  knelt  and 
groped  in  the  dark;,  how  still  4he  camp  was,  and 
how  the  blood  poured  over  his  hands.  The  deed 
done  he  ran  and  caught  the  camel,  and  flying  day 
and  night  never jirew  rein  until  he  had  crossed  the 
Suleiman  Mountains  Ind  come  safely  into  Sind. 

He  told  me  of  an  incident  which  befell  afters 
wedding.  Two  brothers  had  been  suitors  for  the 
hand  of  the  bride,  and  the  unsuccessful  one,  full  of 
jealousy,  murdered  his  rival  in  the  night. ,  There- 
upon he  was  brought  before  a  council  of  the  elders 
and  the  chief.  TPhc  latter,  who  seems  to  have  been 
a  bit  of  a  jurist  in  his  way,  stated  that  no  public 
harm  had  been  done,  but  that  the  only  sufferer  was 
the  widow,  and  she  might  lake  whatever  course  she 
liked.  The  girr  immediately  went  to  the  prisoner 
and,  bidding  him  kneel  to  the  Mecca,  drew  out  a 
knife  and,  in  front  of  the  assemblage,  cut  his 
throat. 

.\gain,  it  happened  that  a  young  man  married  a 
girl  whom  he  loved  very  dearly,  but  being  poor, 
left'  her  in  charge  of  an  aunt,  and  went  off  to  Seis- 
tan  to  try  to  make  some  money  as  a  laborer.  As 
soon  as  he  was  gone  the  old  woman  turned  traitor 
and  introduced  into  her  hut  a  would-be  paramour  of 
the  bride,  .\fter  this  degradation  the  girl  sought  out 
~  Tier~oId  grandfather  arid  bade  him  cut  off  h'cTTiead 
after  the  custom  of  the  tribe,  for  she  had  betrayed 
her  husband's  honor.  The  old  man  was  blind,  but 
the  girr  herself  directed  his  hand  .with  the  knife, 
and  in  a  few  minutes  she  lay  headless  in  his  tent. 
Then  the  old  man,  blazing  with  senile  rage,  but 
cunning  as  a  jackal  through  it  all,  crept  from  hi.s 
tcnj  and  felt  his  way  to  the  tent  of  the  aunl. 
Creeping  up  to  her  in  the  dark,  which  was  no  dark 
to  him,  he  hacked  off  her  head  before  she  could 
make  a  sound,  and  then  found  his  way  to  the  ten^ 
of  the  paramour  and  did  the  same  by  him. 

These  talcs  and  many  like  them  this  half-wild 
man  told  me  with  the  childlike  innocence  of  a  boy 
relating  the  plunder  of  an  orchard,  his  fierce  little 
eyes  blazing  the  while,  but  as  to  any  consciousness 
of  horror,  entirely  unashamed.  And  these  were 
tales  of  everyday  life,  life  in  the  waste  lands  of 
Asia.  There  they  are  only  commonplace.  .Ml 
about  me  I  used  to  come  across  the  evidences  of  a 
dead  civilization — remains  of  huts  and  villages  and 
long,  dry  watercourses.  The  camel  men  averred 
they  were  haunted,  and  would  not  go  near  them. 
But  1  used  to  think  of  them  and  of  the  buried' cities

found  by  .\urel  Stein  and  of  the  homeless  millions 
of  Tartars  of  the  deserts  and  steppes  that  spread 
away  to  the  north  of  me  as  far  as"  the  Polar  ice. 
and  wonder  if  they  would  ever  come  again  to  be, 
a.s  they  had*  been,  a  factor  in  the  life  of  the  world. 
For  life  is  to  the  strong,  the  virile,  the  men  who 
look  it  in  the  face,  and  not  to  the  sophists  and 
idealists  with  their  ill-digested  thcr»ries  and  verbal 
entanglements,  which,  after' all,  are  only  the  con- 
cealment of  tlicir  disinclination  to  face  disagreeable 
facts. — .\  correspondent  in  The  London  Times. 


That  colds  in  the  head  arc  always  curable  arid 
usually  preventable  should  be  cheering  news  for 
most  people.  It  is  so  stated  by  Dr.  W.  Stuart-Low, 
surgeon  to  the  Central  London  Nose  and  Ear  Hos- 
pital, in  a  remarkably  interesting  little  book,  "The 
Care  of  the  Nose  and  Throat."  #. 

"If  the  nose  is  blown  properly  when  a  cold  is  Iti 
its  early  stages,"  says  Dr.  Stuart-Low,  "  its  de- 
velopment can  be  stopped.  This  is  a  simple  but 
effective  .means  of  preventing  serious  head  colds." 

To  blow  the  nose  properly  one  should  .first  in- 
spire deeply  through  the  nose,  »niflling  forcibly 
and  sharply,  thus  carrying  the  discharges  back- 
wards. The  next  step  is  to  compress  one  nostril 
and  to  breathe  out  sharply-  and  forcibly.  repeaUnjf 
the  operation  with  the  other  side  of  the  nose. 

"One  of  the  commonest  ways  in  which  this  com- 
plaint (a  cold)  is  spread  is  by  the  sufferers  going 
about  among  other  people. 

"It  is  incumbent  on  all  persons  so  affected  to  ab- 
sent themselves  from  meetings. 

"The  familiar  custom  "of  kissing  as  a  salutation, 
so  common  among  ladies,  is  most  unwise  and 
should  be  avoided  when  catarrhal  conditions  are 
prevalent.  ^ 

"Since  nasal  catarrh  is  always  present  in  In- 
fluenza,  special  measures  should  invariably  be  ob- 
served to  avoid  personal  contact." 

Dr.  Stuart-Low  advises  the  use  of  paper  hand- 
kerchiefs when  one  is  suffering  from  a  cold. 

"It  is  certain,"  he  says,  "that  a  new  suit  of 
.clothes  has  often  greatly  aided  the  cure  of  chronic 
nasal  catarrh,  because  pockets  get  contaminated 
owing  to  the  carrying  of  handkerchiefs  in  them." 

Liability  to  hay  fever  arises  from  faults  in  the 
nose  which  can  be  corrected  by  the  surgeon  in  all 
instances. 

"Such  a  simple  soothing  application  as  warm 
vaseline  painted  into  and  sniffed  up  the  nostrils  will 
often  prevent  an  onset,  but  a  skilled  opinion  is  in 
all  cases  advisable." 

The  importance  of  attending  to  the  nose,  which 
in  many  people  has  suffered  some  injury,  is  shown 
by  Dr.  Stuart- Low's  statement  that  three-fourths  of 
all  throat  ailments  depend  upon  nose  disturbances. 
The  means  to  keep  the  throat  in  healthy  condition 
is  briefly  the  care  of  the  nose. 

If  one  cannot  throw  off  a  cold  easily  probably 
the  nose  is  impaired.  a|id  it  should  be  attended  to 
by  a  doctor.— T.  F.  M.,  in  The  London  Daily  Mail.

Wasps  are  bad  tacticians.     The  wise  insect  docs 
his  good   deeds   flagrantly,   and   is   sttalthy  only  in 
crime.     Perhaps  one-tcnlh  of  the  activities  of  wasps 
are   obnoxious   to   us   and    nine-tenths  harmless  or 
useful.     But  they  choose  the  holiday  weeks  to  an- 
noy us.    They  come  in  at  the  window  when  we  arc 
at   breakfast    or   luncheon,    pester   and    frighten    us. 
They  have  an  unerring  instinct  for  the  dainties  on 
which  we  had  set  our  intentions.     They  are  before 
us  with  the  marmalade  and  choose  the  best  peach. 
They  will  even  steal  our  beer,  or  perish  in  the  at- 
tempt or  in  both.    They  come  from  all  the  Country- 
side when  jam  is  being  made,  and  they  plunder  our 
fruit  trees.      Then  they  sting.      It  is  true  that  they 
seldom   sting  unless  they  have  been  frightened   or 
attacked.    It  is  not  quite  just  to  blafne  them  if  they 
retaliate   when   thcy^  are   in   the   process   of     being 
swallowed.     Nor  is  it   entirely  their  fault  if  occa- 
sionally a  sting  has  a  fatal  result.     In  such  cases 
there  are  faults  on   both   sides.     Tlie  acid  injected 
with  a  sting  is  very  unlikely  to  do  much  ha,rm  to  a 
healthy   body,   and    wasps     are     naturally  :  cleat>ly 
creatures,   seldom  carriers    of    germs.     Still,    their 
crimes  are  known  to  all,  and  every  man's  hand  is 
against   them.     We  are   warned   to  kill  the  queens 
in  Spring,  and  state  departments  advise  that  a  price 
should  be  set  on  their  heads.     Every  device,  from 
the  scientific  application  of  cyanide  of  potassium  as 
recommended  a  few  days  ago  by  a  correspondent, 
to  the  homely,  jar  trap,  is  directed  against  them. 
Let  us  remcn^bcr  their  merits.    Their  life-history  is 
extremely    interesting.     The    queens,    fertllfeed     in 
Autumn,  carry  the  race  through  Winter,  hibernating 
under  stones  of  in  hollow  trees.     .\s  soon  as  the 
Spring  stin   sheds  its  feeble  warmth,     the     queens 
hurry  about  in  quest  of  nests,  the  ground     wasps 
seeking  holes  in  the.  gronn^,  the  hornets  and  tree 
wasps  a  convenient  shrub.     The  cells  are  made  of 
chewed  wood  or  even  of  paper,  and  each  species  has 
its  owfi  form  of  constnictinn.     The  f^rft  eggs  are 
laid:  the  hungry  grubs  soon  hatch  out,  and  then  the 
beneficent,  unadvertised  good  work  of  the  tribe  be- 
gins.    The  grubs  require  animal     food,     and     the 
queens  have  to  capture  insects  in  incredible  hnm- 
befs  to  satisfy  their  wants.     The   first  brood  con- 
sists entirely  of  worlccrs,  and  they  join  in  the  task 
of  feeding  the  successive  broods  in  the  Mme  way. 
A  single  nest  may  produce  tens  of  thousands  in  the 
course  of  the  Summer.    It  is  safe  to  say  that  wasps 
are  the  most,  active  and  successful  agenta  in  kacp- 
ing  down   the   caterpillars,   grubs  and   Aitt^  of     all 
kinds  that,  if  Jeft  uach«ck«d.  would  inflict  greater 
daooaga  on  our  crop*  and  more  discomfort  on  our- 
•elrcs  than  wc  suffer  from  the  waspe  thimscUaft. 
T.«atc  in  the  Summer  tbt^wMlcers,  wjthovt    4>aving 
been  fertilized,  lay  eggs  which  develop  into  queens 
and  drones.    The  sexes  onltc,  the  cold  kilk  off  all 
but  a  few  queens,  and  the  cycle  is  compltfi. — LoiH 
do«  Times.  <

DRINK  PROBLEM 

IN  GREAT  BRITAIN 

(From  The  London  SpecUtor) 


— There  are  two  or  three  points  In 
the  liquor  problem  upon  which  the 
whole  country,  with  the  exception  of 
the  extreme  temperance  people  on  the 
one  side  and  the  Uauor  trade  on  the 
other,   are  agreed. 

(1)  The  first  of  these  is  that  total 
prohi'bitloa^l.e.,  "going  bone  dry,"  In 
the  American  phrase — is  neither  prac- 
ticable nor  dealfable  in  this  country.  If 
complete  abstention  from  alcoholic 
liquors  ever  comcis,.  It  will  come;  and 
ought  to  come,  not  by  Act  of  Parlta* 
ment,  but  by  the  conver.'ilna  of  the 
population  to  the  belief  that  alcohol, 
even  when  not  taken  In  excels.  Is  a 
poisonous  and  harmful  drug;,  and  there- 
fore  one  to  be  as-  much  Vhunned  as 
opium  or  arsenic.  ■  Personally  we  do 
not  think  that  day  will  «ver  eomo. 
Though  we  believe  that  alcohol  la  for 
tlif  mass  of  mankind  not  only  unnooes* 
sary  but,  except  in  small  qu.tntltiea. 
Harmful,  and  believe  also  that. it  is  a 
sedative  which  slows  down  men's  phy- 
sical powera  instead  of  increasing  their 
energy,  we  are  inclined  to  think  that 
mankind  Will  always  demand  a  aedatlre^ 
even  though  in  growing  moderation. 

(2.)  The  next  peUit  ia  that  the  ma- 
jority of  sensible  p«opte  In  the  coun- 
try arc  determined  not  to  go  back  to 
the  pre-war  systenr  In  regard  to  the 
sale  of  liquor — I.e./ to  allow  the  trade 
In  intoxicants  to  bo  unaffected  by 
rules  and  regulations  such  as  those 
imposed  by  the  Conrtol  Board.  The 
Immense  benefits  conferred  on  the 
nation  by  the  Control  Board  are  too 
pa  tea  t|  to  .permit  such  a  relapse  to 
what  one  can  only  describe  as  the 
negation  of  civill7.atlon.  Let  any  one 
who  does  not  already  realize  this 
take  tho  tropble  to  compare  the  atat- 
Intics,  criminal  and  medloal,  before 
and  after  the  establishmant  of  con- 
trol. They .  constitute  perhaps  tho 
most  poignant  and  illuminating  set 
of  flgurcs  and  diagrams  in  existence. 
The  result  of  tho  strict  control  of  In- 
toxicants— of  forclnjf  moderation  4n 
drink  upon  the  pedplc  of  this  country 
by  withdiawlng  excpsslve  facilities 
for.  consumption  of  liquor  and  by  re- 
ducing its  strength — was  at  onoo  Im- 
mensely to  diminish  what  may  be  do- 
dscrlbed  as  alcoholic  crime.  Arrests 
tnd  prosecutions,  not  only  for  being  . 
drunk  and  disorderly,  but  for  the 
more  tterlous  crimes  cf^sed  by  alco- 
holic excess,  greatly  decreased  In 
number.  Kezt,  what  one  may  call 
the  semi-crimes  of  the  overlayiB^  of 
children  by  drunken  and  half- 
drunken  women,  and  of  suicides, 
among  both  men  and  women,  were 
cut  down  by  somethinK  like  a  half. 
Finally,  the  medical  returns  of  alco- 
hoVftm  and  delirium,  tremens  suf- 
fered the  same  startling  and  bene- 
ficent dImhiutioQ.  One  may  aid 
without  fear  of  contradiction  that 
no  thinking,  nay,  nor  decent  man 
could  study  these  tables  without 
saying:  "Come'  what  may,  and 
whatever  my  own  opinion  or  habits 
In  regard  td  the  taking  of  alcohol, 
we  will  not  go  back  to  the  pre-war 
horrors  resulting  from  the  misuse  of 
alcohol."  Bven  If  responsible  people 
who  have  never  exceeded,  and  who 
never  by  any  possibility  could  be- 
come alcohol  maniacs  or  criminals,  or 
commit  suicide,  or  overlay  children, 
ehould  l>e  inconvenienced  by  control, 
they  must  and  will  suffer  that  in- 
convenience gladly  if  only  they  know 
what  It  has  done,  and  will  continue 
to  do,  for  the  morals  and  health  of 
the  popuMtlon.  We  should  be  etern- 
ally disgraced  as  a  nation  if  we  were 
once  more  to  let  >x>8e  uncontrolled 
trading  in  intoxicants  upon  the 
country.  ^ 

(1)A  third  fact  Which  has  emerged 
from  war  experlenee  Is  that,  though 
the  state  cannot  and  does  not  make 
a  very  efficient  trader  in  liquor  or  in 
anything  else,  restaurants  and  public 
houses  run  hy  pabllo  aothorltles  like 
the  Control  Board  can  In  essentials 
give  the  pibllc  What  th«sr  want.  They 
can  atoo  o^vert'imnr  and' 9rink4^g 
shops  into  poor  men's  reata'u rants 
place*  wh«r«  the  nen-alcoheUc  bover- 
agea  asitf^  t«ods  sUhd  out  In  their 
proper  proportions,  and  are  not  the 
•hop-«oll«d  and  poor  rtlations  of 
mm,  beer  an4  whlaky->-the  «r<|« 
arlstoorata  of  the  llcenaed  housa. ;

P«M>  jn^ffinent  Is  perhaps  the  most 
unfvarsal  fault  of  which  humanity  is 
prbha.  This  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
wiae  employers  place  "good  Judgment" 
lint  in  thair  reqnisltea  for  an  execu- 
tive, judgment  is  more  than  reason- 
ing aMUty.  It  involvas  something  of 
heart  action.  In  order  for  "good  Judg- 
nimt"  to  be  manifest  thare  must  be 
ah  ihner  sympathy  with  the  case  in 
point. 

TiMrh  Is  no  ealliilg  more  respohsive 
t<V  good  Judgment  than  that  of  Agrl- 
lOul^re,  because  of  the  variety  of  lA' 
terests  which  it  involves.  On  the  other 
hand,  farmers  stand  more  .chance  of 
;b«lng  misled  l>y  i^oor  Judgment  thaii 
«ny  other  class,  and  we  And  this  to  be 
4ninariaWy.the  oas*  Vhera  a  mode  or 
<a4tiion  is  established  and  tradition 
jadlMrad  to  in  spite  of  «ftaaging  ^r- 
eufnstances.  v 

An  instance  of  this  kind  wag  very 
ttoticeable  In  the  wooded  country  ly- 
ing btween  the  Mg  lake*  af  Manitehat 
X>ttrln«  Iha  past  ten  years  this  d^rlet 
tias  been  the  El  Dorado  of  land- 
seekers  of  m^mrt  nationality  and  re- 
ligion. Crdin  nathras  of  the  Provinee  to 
foreigners  of  the  least  assimilable 
type.  These  good  people  flockei"  In 
and  t^6k  up  land — land  which  con- 
aistfd  of  little  more  than  awamits  and 
hsKvy  butfh  with  a  fafr  si^riilkltiqr  of 
boulders.  The  cost  of  clearing  was 
an  almost  Msurmauhiable  feature  la 
Itself.  Five  hundred  dollars  an  acre 
Vraa  a  low  estimate  even  at  pre>war 
prims.  Forty-live  loads  of  roch  was  a 
falf  avtraia  af  surface  bouldess  per' 
acre,  which  had  to  be  removed  before 
commencitig  to  btsfilt.  in  addition  to 
heavy  timber.  Bliarp  frosts  were  liable 
to  aaeur  every  month  in  the  year,  but 
thd  sMtlers  had  plenty  of  enthusiasm 
and  grit.  Large  families,  every  mem- 
ber of  which  was  a  working  unit,  ware 
the  order  of  the  day,  especially  among 
the  fevertgaarc*  in.  the  matter  of  mar- 
kets alio,  there  was  the  great  city  of 
%Vinnlt>eg  within  a  hundred  milea  or 
go,  and  a  daily  train  senrioe  made  coa- 
neotiohs. 

Here  there  was  an  abundant  8Um- 
nicr  ralalall.  Red  top  grass  grew 
over  ftva  feet  high  In  the  sloughs,  and 
jroots,  especially  turnips,  did  well 
everywhere. 

In  sgite  of  these  wonderful  advan- 
tagaa  (or  a  haalthy  dairy  or  beef  in- 
dustry, the  people  were  bankrupt,  and 
season  aftar  aMson  the  daramment 
was  forced  to  supply  them  with  their 
seed  Wheat,  geed  wheat,  you  pay — 
trhat  did  they  want  with  seed  whtetT 


That's  just  the  point.  Wheat  rals- 
ijgg  has  been  the  ^shiun  in  Manitoba 
fhr  a  geaaration  or  more.  There  arc 
good  reasoHH  for  it — in  the  south- 
western portion  of  the  Province.  That 
■wttaa  is  a  juitural  wheat  belt.  The 
bar*  but  fertile '  prairi*  la  chaaply 
worked,  and  wheat,  could  always  be 
raised  with  greater  and  more  Immedi- 
ate returns  than  other  crops,  and  can 
yet.  Vis%ti  so,  many  former  Manitoba 
wheat-growers  have  '  had  to  adopt 
diversified  farming  methods  in  order 
to  malBtaln  the  fertility  <of  their  «pil 
— in  fact  in  order  to  retain  their  sail 
at  ail.  for  the -high  winds  hare  ro" 
moved  many'  a  million  cubic  feet'  of 
denatured   Manitoba  farm  soil. 

But  why  the  wheat  fever\  should 
hara  extended  into  this  wonderful 
sibek-ralslng  country.  Where  there  was 
no  possible  chjince  of  eveh  raising 
gibad  wheat  threa  seasona  out  -af  four, 
seems  beyond  -the  power  of  any  out- 
sider to  solve.  '  With  the  high  cost  of 
clearing,  tho  shallow,  badly  leached 
limestone  or  peat  soli,  a  climate  which 
guaranteed  night  frosts  every  month 
in  the  year,  and  which  sandwiched  In 
some  six  or  nine  weeks  of  intensely 
hot,  dry' weather  between  the  Spring 
and  Kail  rains — a  torrid  spell  which 
oame  and  went  without  fair  warning, 
Just  the  thing  for  hay  but  a  condition 
which  threw  the  startled  wheat  plants 
With  Ihalr  poorly  developed  root  sys- 
tems, into  a  panie.  leaving  them  un- 
certain whether  to  stake  all  on  an 
Vbundant  production  of  heads  or  to 
ripen  'their  grain  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible before  the  moisture  gave  out — 
why  this  district  should  have  been 
afflicted  with  this  terrible  malady  is 
hard  to  tell.  Perhaps  the  need  of 
grain  at  the  front  was  in  part  « 
reason;  perhaps'^  the  get-rich-qUick 
methods  .of  the  prairie  fariners  Were 
too  seductive;  perhaps  it  was  the  force 
of  example.  Whatever  the  reason  was. 
koi(rever,  the'difeatie  was  there. 

No  sooner  were  two  or  three  acres 
of  land  cleared  than  down  it  went  to 
wheat,  and  this  practice  was  persisted 
In  to  the  last.  The  only  cows  which 
the  settlers  kept  were  a  few  scrubs, 
whieh  they  herded  on  the  abundant 
native  grasses  which  grew  in  and 
around  the  swamps,  and.  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  proceeds  from  the  un- 
worthy animals  was  the  only  factor 
which  kept  the  settlers  from  losing  out 
sooner.  The  few  cans  of  cream 
which  used  to  go  to  the  Winnipeg* 
creameries  from  points  along  the  line 
were  the  only  indication  of  the  milk- 
producing  possibilities  of  the  district. 
The  same  land  planted  to  cultivated 
grasses  and  other  forage  crops,  to  be 
fed  to  stock,  would  have  brought  in 
and  now  is  starting  to  return  very 
svhstantial  proflta.  But  wheat  was 
th^  order  of  the  day.  and  the  farmers 
stayed  with  it  till  they  got  liungrj'. 

If  ucK  the  same  thing  exists  in  Van- 
couver Island  at  present.  Kxtenslve 
farming,  wh^te\'er  the  type,  is  beside 
the  question  here.  Certain  uncon- 
trollable factors  bold  the  price  of  land 
up  away  beyond  Its  productive  cap- 
acity under  extensive  methods.  By 
the  time  taxes  aee  paid  and.  interest 
deducted  from  the  returns,  there  is 
but  little  labor- income  left,  if  any. 
In  fact,  it  would  be  quite  safe  to  say 
that  in  by  far  the  m»iJorUy  of  In- 
stances thera  IS  a  deficit.  This  means 
that  farming  is  a  hobby  to  over  fifty 
par  cent  of  the  farmers  In  the  south 
p^lrt^  of  the  Island.  As  far  as  their 
pockets  are  concerned,  they  would  be 
fir  battei-  off  if  they  handed  their  land, 
over  to  someone  else  and  went  out  to 
work. 

There  is  absolutely  no  need  of  this 
however.  Berry -growers  with  their 
intensive  methods  are  making  ends 
meet,  even  without  irrigation..  With 
the  intelligent,  uee  of  water,  their  re- 
turns would  be  augmented  several 
Hundred  per  cent.  Irf  a  test  at  the 
.  Dominion  Experimental  Farm,  Saan- 
.lehton,  raspberries  mulched  with 
straw  and  watered,  were  found  to  yield 
over  five  times  the  crop  of  an  exactly 
similar  patch  under  dry  cultivation, 
without  In  any  way  impairing  their 
quality. 

Ko  farm  in  Stouthern  Vancouver  Isl- 
and is  Justined  in  possessing  more 
than  twenty  Ave  acres  of  fertile  land. 
In  most  caaes  ten  acres  is  ample  and, 
properly  farmed  under  irrigation,  will 
bring  in  far  better  returns  than  larger 
araaa  Overhead  Irrigation  and  the 
indapendanoe  from  the  vagaries  of 
nature  which  it  affords,  is  something 
whtoh  must  be  a^riously  considered 
before  our  agriculturaf  prospecta 
assume  any  dellnite  improvement 

There  is  no  branch  of  agriculture, 
however,  for  which  this  Island  offers 
possibilities   which   are    not   equalled

snyirhera  In  the  world.  The  long  dry 
Bummer,  with  Its  warm  days  and  cool 
nights,  promotes  a  vigor  and  vitality 
m  seed  which  is  unique  and  has  placed 
Vancouver  Island  grown  seed  at  tha 
top  of  the  list  in  tests  of  samples  from 
all  over  the  world.  Seed-growers  of 
BriUin  and  Northern  Euro^  would 
give  a  great  deal  to  have  oar  otiniatle 
conditions  transferred  to  their  farms. 

The  same  can  be  said  In  the  muttaf 
of  raising  bulbH.  In  an  actual  teat 
made  by  the  writer  when  in  charge  of 
the  horticultural  work  at  thp  Domin- 
ion Experimental  Farm,  Brandon, 
Ifanltoha,  wherein  Dutch  fullp  bulbs 
were  placed  in  competition  with  the 
same  varieties  grown  at  the  station 
here,  the  two  lots  were  grown  in 
the  same  bed  under  the  same  condi- 
tions. The  resulla-  were  amaslng. 
Sidney  bulbs  were  In  flower  twelve 
days  earlier  than  the  Dutch  bulbs, 
and  had  llnar  and  »moro  -numerous 
blooms. 

The  Vancouver  Ii^and  public,  we 
bf  lieve,  know  well  enough  of  the  pos- 
albilitles  of  Isaed-production  here,  and 
the  support  of  the  public  is  needed  to 
stimulate  this  Industry  on  their  toland. 
The  iHland'a  branch  of  the  Provincial 
8#ed  Growers  AsMOCiations  have  done 
good  work  In  an  effort  to  estahllsh 
this  Industry  on  a  secure  basis.  Karly 
this  Summer  n  co-opprstlvc  market- 
ing a«8«>clatlon  was  formed,  known  as 
the  H.  C.  United  Heed  CSrowers.  which 
will  ensure  their  mciuberH  and  the 
business  generally  getting  a  fair  deal 
in  disposing  of  B.  C.  grown  seed. 

We  bolieifp,  however,  that  the  busi- 
ness of  seed  production  can  hardly  be 
prepared  for-  too  earjy  in  HTo.  There 
Is  so  much  to  be  learned  in  the  pro- 
duction of  superior  seed  and  so  much 
that  still  remains  to  be  determined, 
that  the  successful  seed  grower  must 
become  and  must'  always  remain  a 
student.  He  must  be  a  student  of 
nature,  u  student  of  life,  a  student  of 
Industry  and  a  student  of  mankind. 
First  and  foremost  he  must  be  a  true 
student  if  he  is  going  to  do  himself 
and   his   railing  Justice. 

Acting  on  this  premise  the  Victoria 
Rotary  Club  has  offered  for  oonipetl- 
tlon  among  the  schools  a  most  magni- 
ficent trophy  as  a  stimulus  to  further 
effort  and  enterprise  along  the  lines 
of  seed  production  in  the  schools  of 
Greater  Victoria. 

In  accordance  with  Rotary  prln- 
cIpleH  yi**  economic  interest  has  been 
combined  with  the  moral  Issue,  and 
the  cup  Is  given  for  "Seed  Production 
and  Citizonshlp." 

Thus  the  scho^^l  that  Is  successful 
In  having  Its  name  engraved  on  one 
or  more  of  the  silver  Inscription  plates, 
which  will  ba  set  on  the  b^jse  of  the 
cup  from  year  to  year,  will  have  won 
the  distinction  of  having  combined  the 
idea  of  making  a  living  by  the  most 
Interesting  and  enjoyable  occupation 
which  our  Island  has  to  offer  with  the 
"Fine  Art  of  l..lving"  Itself. 

There  is  a  wealth  of  meaning  In  the 
design  on  this  large  silver  cup.  signi- 
ficant of  the  purpose  for  which  It 
stands.  The  aim  throughout  Is  to 
show  the  direct  relationship  of  the 
two  Ideals  which  It  Is  to  stimulate. 
Seed  productlo'n  for  which  Greater 
Victoria  Is  so  admirably  adapted  in 
the  objective  practical  Issue  before  us. 
There  is  a  curious  analogj-,  too,  be- 
tween the  principles  involved  In  this 
branch  of  national  Industry,  and  the 
more  ethical  yet  still  more  important 
and  fundamental  privileges  of  citizen- 
ship. We  modern  citizens  are  poorly 
equipped  unless  we  feel  deep  down  In 
our  hearts  the  vital  truth  of  the  state- 
ment "As  ye  sow,  su  shall  ye  also 
reap." 

In  the  centre  of  the  main  design  we 
see  a  character  litudy  of  the  art  of 
seed  production  Itself.  The .  girl  on 
the  left  Is  performing  an  operation  in 
jcroBS  fertillaatlon— Nature's  basis  for 
new  creation — a  work  requiring  a 
high  order  of  technical  skill,  keen 
Judgment  and  delicate  taste.  The  boy, 
in  turn,  with  the  help  of  modern  ma- 
chinery, co-dperat<JS  in  a  commercial 
sense — the  breadwinner's  privilege  at 
this  stage  of  the  game. 

Above  this  central  theme  Is  the 
famous  Roman  emblem  of  civic  auth- 
ority— the  Fasces.  The  original  mean- 
ing of  this  symbol  Is  self-evident — 
Power  over  Life  and  Limb,  while  the 
laurel  wreath  surrounding  It  Indicates 
victory.  This  insignia  was  adopted  by 
Rome  during  the  rule  of  the  Llctors. 
and  it  has  been  frequently  used  as  an 
emblem  of  dvlc  authority  ever  since. 
Its  place  In  the  coat  of  arms  of  the 
French  Republic  is  of  Immediate  in- 
terest  today. 

This  original  force  of  meaning  is 
particularly  applicable  to  effective 
work  In  seed  production,  where  the 
most  rigorous  selection  and  elimina- 
tion— or  "roguing"  as  it  is  aptly  term- 
ed In  the  trade — supplemented  by  due 
correction  of  undesirable  types 
through  the  exercise  of  Nature's  laws 
Is  essential  to  the  most  mediocre  suc- 
cess. 

Nevertheless,  as  in  the  evolution  of 
Improved  types,  elimination — repre- 
sented by  the  axe— Is  slowly  but  sure- 
ly being  superseded  by  transmutation, 
through  the  intelligent  direction  of 
life's  forcea — and  in  this  way  our 
weeds  are  being  converted  into  useful 
vegetables  and  beautiful  flowers — so 
In  human  life  is  the  axe  bending  to 
that  continuous  reaching  out  for 
"good"  which  is  such  a  fundamental 
trait  of  enlightened  mankind,  and 
which  is  now  more  than  ever  result- 
ing ih  the  personal  transformation  of 
undesirable  types  through  the  uplift- 
ing force  of  true  education.  In  this 
way  such  inaignia  as  the  Fasces  and 
the  Sceptre  (that  acme  of  crudeness 
in  government — for  it  is  nothing  but 
a  glorified  club)  are  now  merely  sym- 
bols of  our  broader  coaceptlon  of  civie 
authority  and  personal  powtr.  Bspa- 
dally  do  they  reflect  on  the  authority 
and  power  of  Man  over  the  forces  of 
Nature,  particularly  In  hia.  own  Innai* 
realm. 

Directly  below  the  maip  daaign  is 
an  adaptation  of  a  famous  work — the 
picture  of  Creation— ^o  our  present 
theme.  It  shows  tha  clouds  of  doubt 
.r-theaoclal  and  Industrial  unrest  with 
which  the  new  world  Is  at  present

lens  of  Rotary,  Which  fall  in  the  out- 
line of  the  RoUry  Wheel  upon  .North 
America — the  Wast  Coast  hnd  Val|« 
cottvar  Island  ,tA   particular.

The  G.W.V.A.  rooms  were  crowded 
to  the  doors  last  night  for  thC'  special 
meeting  called  to  discuss, the  bonus 
question,  the  members  evidently  tak- 
ing a  very  keen  Interest  In  the  matter 
and  being  anxious  to  hear  the  subject 
expounded.

Probably 
the  truth  is  that  personnel  to  available 
at  none  of  them.

qiense  boon'  to  avtotion  in  thto  coun- 
try, for  one  of  the  chief  complaints 
against  tho  Department  of  Civil  Avto- 
tion haa  been  that  with  aerodromes 
everywhere,  no  one  knew  where  they 
might  or  might  not  land.

force, tlie  Dopartmont  to  Indeed  to  be 
<iongratuUted,  *  particularly  If  it  haa 
suooa«ded  In. getting  the  lb|t,aMtar- 
laJlyirMliioad.  It"" 

Another  function  of  the'  )d«part- 
ment  to  to  arraasa  for  the  oi>enlng  up 
of  communication  by  air  with  foreign 
countries.  During  the  week  of  peace 
festivities,  the  "line"  was  open  to 
Parto,  and  more  recently  an  agree- 
ment with  Holland  and,  Belgium  for 
the .  Amsterdam  Exhibition  was  pub- 
Itohed.  Therie  are  foretastes  of  what 
may  be  expected  In  the  near  future. 
Many  other  points  might  be  added — 
the  Uking  over  of  airships  by  the  Air 
Mlntotry  and  the  consequent  addition 
to  the  caroA  of  the  Civil  Aviation  De- 
partment: the  control  of  meteorology 
throughout  the  United  Kingdom  now 
centred  In  the  Department  of  Clvlt 
Avtotion:  the  recent  announcement 
about  the  proposed  issue  of  substan- 
ttol  prises  for  aeroplanes  combining 
certain  factors,  which  will  go  far  to 
aaslst  in  the  development  of  security 
in  aertol  traffic.  In  fact,  in  spite  of 
all  the  dlfflculties  with  which  the  Civil 
Aviatlqn  Department  to  surrounded  it 
is  fast  becoming  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant Departments:  and  its  work  is 
productive  work,  which  cannot  be  said 
for  many  other  branches  of  the  Gov- 
ernment Service. 

Most  Departmenta,  as  the  public 
know  to  their  coet,  have  large  and  ex- 
pensive staffs.  General  Sykes  is  ap- 
parently assisted  by  four  men— their 
names  were  given'  to  i>arltoment  by 
General  Seely  on  August  6 — whose 
salaries  rahge  from  fl.SOO  to  £280  per 
annum.  Th©  lowest  of  these  rates 
suggests  that  there  cannot  be  a  very 
large  number  of  subordinates  in  the 
service  of  the  Department:  and  even 
In  the  case  of  the  four  members  of  the 
staff  named.  General  Seely  was  care- 
ful not  to  say  that  they  are  actually 
receiving  their  pay.  What  he  did  say 
was  that  "letters  offering  civil  ap- 
pointments in  those  cases  approved  by 
the  Treasury  have  been  sent" — a  mas- 
terpiece of  official  evasion,  when  it  is 
remembered  that  these  meml>ers  of 
General  Sykes'  staff  have  actually 
been  doing  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
'    under  him.  for  six  months.

U  was  a  cold  and  misty  morning 
that  one  of  His  Majesty's  naval  air- 
ships left  its  shed  at  Howden  Air  Sta- 
tion on  a  cross-country  tour,  the 
Commander's  object  being  a  detour  of 
the  surrounding  towns  on  thA  occasion 
of  the  launching  of  a  fresh  war  loan. 
At  3:30  a.m.  the  landing  party  was 
signalled  to  muster  to  take  out  tho 
ainthip  C*4.  one  of  the  larger  inter- 
nally rigged  type  of  aircraft. 

Many  were  the  comments  of  the  of- 
ficers and  men  on  being  draRged  ffom 
a  perfectly  warm  and  cosy  bed  to  fly 
On  a  stunt  simply  to  pull  money  out 
of  some  people  whom  the  Commander 
described  as  "as  tight  as  John  Bunny 
in  a  Camel"  (scout  aeroplane).  The 
C*4  was  accordingly  ballasted  up 
handshakes  given  for  a  successful 
drive,  with  a  final  warning  not  to  loop 
the  loop  too  often,  and  released  to  go 
on  its  Journey. 

The  ground  waa  very  soon  lost  to 
sight  owing  to  the  heavy  mist,  and 
direction  had  to  be  found  by  compass, 
the  coxswain  being  well  satisfied  that 
it  was  running  as  sweetly  as  a  Ford 
without  gas. 

Vog'Bouna 

All  had  been  going  well  for  an  hour 
when  the  Commander  suggested  that 
the  lead  be  slung,  or  wireless  com- 
munication be  made  with  some  aero- 
drome as  to  the  forecast  of  the  wea- 
ther.

for  speed.  The  meal  consisted  of  a 
loaf  of  bread,  fish  enough  for  an  army 
and  a  Jug  of  hot  tea,  the  latter  re- 
quiring great  Juggling  in  order  not  to 
spill  the  priceless  contents  overboard. 
Lost  in  the  Clouds 

After  wishing  our  rescuers  every 
luck  a  fresh  start  was  made.  Luck 
was  against  the  crew  of  tho  C*4.  The 
fog  descended  like  a  sheet,  the  en- 
velope of  the  airship  not  being  visible 
from  the  car.  The  engineer  and  wire- 
less operator  were  caught  writing 
their  wills,  one  man  emphasizing  the 
fact  "less  three  day's  pay  for  C.B." 
Steady  wireless  communications  were 
kept  up  with  little  succeas.  but  as- 
suring that  wo  were  still  In  the  lan<i 
of  civilization.  Night  was  descend- 
ing and  no  signs  of  either  land  or  sen. 
The  anxiety  waa  intense.  With  very 
little  gas  to  spare,  and  who  knew  but 
what  we  might  come  out  of  the  fog 
In  Germany?  At  11:4(»  p.m.  lights 
were  seen  on  the  port  bow  and  a  sig- 
nal was  iihmediately  made  to  what 
was  supposed  to  be  a  convoy.  We  re- 
ported. "Please  dtopatch  destroyers 
and  follow  C*4  loO  miles  out  to  sea. 
In  dtotress.  position  A.N.D."  The 
Commander  was  stupifled  when  a 
reply  was  made.  "I.And  at  once,  you 
fool;  you  have  been  circling  around 
your  station  for  a  week." 

The  ship's  bow  was  qulokly  pushed 
down,  and  picking  our  way  thrdugh 
the  mtot  a  safe  and  happy  landing 
was  made.  Thus  ended  the  war  loan 
trip  of  the  C*4. 

Wl^en  on  ah  inspection  of  the  ship 
a  day  or  mo  later,  the  chief  rigger  dis- 
covered that  the  starboard  rudder 
control  was  not  working  when  past 
the  centre  point,  although  appearing 
to  do  so  from  the  air:  and  each  time 
the  course  was  altered  the  port  rud- 
der only  WQjurd  work,  this  taking  the 
ship  round  in  huge  circles.

Lord  Fisher,  in  following  up  his 
statement  as  to  the  upkeep'  or  other- 
wise of  an  extensive  fleet,  stated  re- 
cently that  the  time  had  come  that 
fleets  would  he  useless  In  these  days 
of  destructive  machines  of  the  air. 
That  aircraft  could  sink  ev«ry  ship 
afloat  Is  stated  by  Lord  Fisher,  and 
that  the  navy,  if  it  is  to  be  elTective. 
must  be  comprtoed  entirely  of  ships 
capable  of  travelling  under  the  sur- 
face. The  remarks  of  the  former  sea 
lord  have  called  forth  storms  of  pro- 
test from  the  big  and  little  navy  hd- 
herents.  but  one  thing  that  all  seem 
to  agree  upon  IS'  to  the  absolute  con- 
trol of  the  air  being  the  deciding  fac- 
tor in  the  fate  of  any  nation.  It 
would  appear  from  I.^rd  Fisher's  re- 
marks that  Great  Britain  must  main- 
tain her  supremacy  of  the  air  in  ad- 
vance et  naval  or  military  requlre- 
mehts. '

Bnllt  HoaplUl  Ships 

A  number  of  stern-wheelers  were 
also  built  for  the  Irrawnddy  FlotUla 
Company,  they  being  deelgned  to 
carry  both"^  passengers  and  dargo.  Two 
of  thedn  were  requisitioned  as  hos- 
plUl  ships  fbr  service  on  the  Tigris, 
where  they -rendered  valuable  nervlce. 
One  of  them — the  Sikkim,  carried 
between  Fetirtiary  16.  1916;  aild  June 
20,  1118.  no  fewer  than  21.625  pa- 
tients, comprising  927  British  officers 
and  11,841  other  ranks;  07  Indian  of- 
ficers and  8,496  other  ranks;  and  in 
addition  264  Turkish  prisoners  of 
wHir.  During  thd  war  the  firm  con- 
structed three  special  stern- wheel  hos-^ 
pital  steamers  for  use  on  the  Tigris. 
Bach  plate  was  marked  and  num- 
bered, and  It  should  be  added  that 
a  similarly  marked  and  numbered 
model  was  also  provided  so  as  to  fa- 
cilitate re-erectlon  abroad.  The  ves- 
sel was  then  taken  to  pieces  and 
packed  In  cases.  On  arrival  at  their 
destination  these  various  parts  were 
placed  without  difficulty  in  their  cor- 
rect position  and  riveted  up  by  native 
labor. 

OonfldeBce  In  Firm 

Hospital  ships  were,  however,  not 
the  only  examples  of  Messrs.  Yarrows 
river  steamer  practice  which  took 
piGpt  In  the  MesopotaAnia  campaign. 
As  an  Illustration  bf  the  confidence 
which  ihe  authorities  repose  In  lead- 
ing shipbuilding  and  engineering 
firms,  it  is  worth  'noting  that  when 
the  Government  gave  Messrs.  Yar- 
row an  order  for  16  river  gunboats 
fbr  service  on  the  Euphrates  and 
Tigris,  they  intimated  that  there 
would  be  no  need  to  submit  drawings, 
but  the  firm  were  to  provide  the 
best  boat  they  were  capable  of  in 
the  shortest  possible  time.  The  con- 
tract was  duly  and  expeditiously  car- 
ried out,  and  this  Yarrow-built  flotilla 
was  able  to  play  an  important  part 
In  the  capture  of  Bagdad.  A  less 
spectacular  but  equally  valuable,  role 
played  by  the««  vessels  was  the 
policing  of  the  two  great  waterways 
upon  which  the  armies  depended  for 
supplies,  and  in  fact  their  veriUble 
existenes.  The  gunboats  were  built 
on  the  Clyde  and  despatched  in  sec- 
tions to  Mesopolamla,  where  they 
were  put  together  by  native  labor  at 
Abadan.  on  the  banks  of  the  Tigris. 
These  erkft  were  launched  broadside' 
on.  the  reason  of  this  being  that  no 
undue  strain  should  be  put  upon  the 
hull  during  the  launching,  and  also 
that  the  weight  on  the  ways  could 
be  more  easily  distributed.  Each 
vessel  was  completely  put  together  at 
Scotstoun.  and  every  part  tried  in 
place  In  order  to  make  perfectly  aure 
that  there  should  be  no  hitch  on 
arrival  at  the  seat  of  war.  The  ano- 
oessfnl  results  obtained  throughout 
justified  the  great  care  which  whs 
taken  to  see  that  every  part  fitted  in 
Ite  place,  and  that  every  rivet  hole 
was  fair.  In  addition  to  these  minia- 
ture gunboaUl,  Messrs.  Yarrow  de- 
signed 12  larger  vessels,  and  super- 
Intended  their  construction  at  various 
jards  in  the  United  Kingdom;  these 
also  rendered  valuable  service  during 
the  war. 

BInco  the  Armistice  the  firm  has 
been  developing  with  characteriatio 
energy  this  branch  of  their  business, 
and  the  valuable  experience  they 
have  gained  from  their  war-time 
work  Is  available  for  embodiment  in 
their  latest  deeigna.  the  ImproTements 
devlaed  all  tending  to  Inorease  of 
efficiency.  It  mlcht  perhape.  be 
imarlned  that  craft  which  are  so 
ll^itly  constructed  do  net  have  a 
«nry  long  life.,  bat  the  facta  are  an 
agntnsi  sneh  a  sappeenioB.  Measra. 
Tarrew  state  that  they  have  been 
asked  to  sapply  spare  parts  Itor  vca- 
sels  bant  t%  to  fa  years  ago  which 
are  Mill  "gatng  their  bit"  satlafnc- 
torily.  And  undonbtedly  with  the 
knowledve  ae«nlred  dnrliw  rsueal 
yearn  It  win  be  peealble  to  facnaii

HAVE  SALVED  MANY 
OF  SCUTTLED  SHIPS 


Twenty-one  of  Vessels  Sunk" 
'    by  Germans  at  Scapa  Flow, 

Have  Been  Raised — Mostly 

Destroyers. 


Twenty-one  ships  of  the  scuttled 
German  fleet  at  Scapa  Flow  have  been 
raised  and  are  awaiting  overhauUnc 
In  drydock.     The  salved  vessels  are: 

One  battleship,  Baden,  built  during 
the  war. 

Three  light  cruisers,  the  Bmden, 
Frankfurt  and  Nurnberg. 

Seventeen   deetroyera. 

The  only  other  ahip  it  is  possible  to 
salve  is  the  Hlndenburg,  the  funnels 
and  masts  of  which  are  Just  shewing 
above  water.  To  recover  her  would 
be  a  big  undertaking,  and  the  decision 
whether  this  shall  be  undertaken  will 
rest  with   the   Peace   Conference. 

All  the  other  ships  lie  in  deeper 
water,  and  It  is  hopeless  to  attempt  to 
salve  them. 

The  Baden  wap  beached  by  a  Brit- 
ish boarding  party  after  the  water- 
tight doors  had  been  closed.  The 
Nurnberg  was  beached  on  a  rocky 
bottom  off  Cava  Island,  and  the  Bm- 
den and  Frankfurt  on  a  sandy  bottom, 
by  boarding  parties.  Some  members 
of  the  Oerman  crews  were  kept  on 
board  to  close  the  sea  cocks. 

The  salvage  was  carried  out  by  clos- 
ing the  trap-doors  and  pumping  out 
the  water.  '  It  was  found  that  the 
Oermana  had  opened  the  torpedo 
tubes  of  the  destroyers. 

It  is  stated  that  the  salvage  depart- 
ment of  the  Admiralty  started  opera- 
tions the  day  after  the  ships  were 
scuttled,  but  later  handed  the  work 
qver  to  the  Uverpool  Salvage  Asaocia- 
Uon.  , 

The  German  battlecrulaer  Oraf  von 
Spee,  built  during  the  war,  has  been 
launched  at  Dansig,  and  after  receiv- 
ing her  armament  will  be  handed  over 
to  the  Entente.

Homewhero  cast  of  Hanover  T  woke 
to  find  the  compartment  filled  with 
a  medley  of  people  who  had  all  evi- 
dently made  their  pence  with  the 
conductor.  <>ppo«lte  me  was  a  pallid, 
listless  boy-soldier  in  threadbare 
flcld-gr^,  a  shocking  change  after 
the  Rhttieland  soldiery.  Beside  htm 
a  perspiring  old  men  was  leading  a 
discussion  on  the  misej-ies  of  travel 
In  tba  Fatherland.

1  A  further  »pe\I  of,  sleep  was  Impos- 
sible before  the  Frledrlchstrasse  ter- 
minus was  r^ched.  Dilving  through 
the  «iile^  tf^eet^^oC  Berlin;  qow  in 
so  many  ways  a  *mc»ck  metropolis,  I 
yawned  ml«htlly  and  dosed  off,  with 
a  pecali»rly  offeiiaive.  melange  of 
motor-fuel  smells  in  my  nostrils. 

6ns-«eed'not  be  long  in  Berlin  to 
discovfr  that  a  great  change  has 
come  over  the  city,  and  this  nqt  to 
its  advantage.  "  The  Immense  number 
of  street  hawkers  dealing  In  all  sorts 
of  stolen  pjropierly,  suoh  aa 'btfots, 
underclothing.  Jewelry,  ^pd,  fndeed, 
wares  of  the  most  heterogeneous  de- 
scription, have  given  a  new  aspect  to 
thoroughfares  Ihto  which  sueh  petty 
traders  were  formerly  never  allowed. 

Side  by  side  with  thene  are  te  be 
seen  vendors  of  articles  obtained  by 
surreptitious  means,  which,  though 
not  to  be  classified  as  thefts,  really 
come  under  the  category  of  llllolt 
trading,  since  '.they  are  oft^n  due  to 
breach  or  evasion  of- tha  fopd  con- 
troller's regulations.  Needless  to  say. 
there  are  also  many  mendicants 
seeking  by  the  public  exhibition  of 
their  physical  misfortunes,  to  arouse 
the  pity  of  the  charl^kble.  Within 
the  last  few  hours.  I  have  seen  such 
sights  as  blind  soldiers  playing  mouth- 
oi-tfans  in  Under  den  Lln4e!V^d  ^n 
the  steps  of  one  of  the  mOst  elegant 
buildings  In  the  show  stijeet  of  Ber- 
lin: while,  quite  close,  there  was  an 
unfortunate  man,  both  of  whose  arms 
had  been  almost  shot  oft  in  the  war 
and  who  «at  there  dangling  the 
gruesome  remnant*  of  these  limbs 
In    the  sight   of   the    passer-by. 

Such  Incidents  could  be  multiplied 
to  Infirmity.  It  Is  not  a  cheerful  spec- 
tacle, nor  Is  It  rendered  less  depress- 
ing by  the  neglected  Condition  of  the 
streets,  once  so  spick  and  span  an 
Justly  to '  arouse  the  admiration  of 
every  visitor.  One  frequently  cornea 
across  long  stretchln  of  street  from 
which  the  asphalt  was  long  ago  re- 
moved for  local  In^proyements  and  to 
which  nothiiv  has  bgen  done  for 
months.  - 

Manners  of  the  Pcopio 

The  revolution  which  opened  the 
flood-gates  of  democracy  cannot  be 
said  to  have  produced  an  improve- 
ment in  the  manners  of  the  people. 
Many  are  the  complaints  of  rudeness 
in  speech  and  action  on  the  part  of 
the  proletariat,  And  this  Is  perhaps 
not  surprising,  since  the  worst  ele- 
ments of  the  city  are  always  drifting 
more  or  less  aimlessly  through  the 
streets  and  there  Is  no  visibly  con- 
stituted authority.  ^Che  ppHcH  have 
disappeared  and  the  dtMrd«,'  who  for 
a  time  paraded  the  city  in  the  in- 
terests of  public  order,  have  ceased 
to   perform   this  service. 

Whon  night  falls  the  central  parts 
of  Berlin  are  In  many  cases  almost 
without  illumination.  The  obscurity 
of  Unter  den  Linden  and  of  some 
of  the  adjoining  streets  is  such  as 
Involuntarily  to  recall  the  precautions 
against  air  raids  during  the  war.  The 
LelpKlgerstra%^e  and  the  Frledrlch- 
strasse  are  lighted  with  arc  lamps, 
and  In  the  latter  till  after  midnight 
the  crowds  are  such   as  to  make   the

No,  Berlin  cannot  be  said  to  be 
an  orderly  city.  It  oertolnly  Is  net 
cheap.  The  middle  eis^Bs  are  the 
greatest  sufferera,  particularly  thoee 
who  are  usually  known  as  "the  edu- 
cated." auoh  aa  proteeeore,  doctors, 
civil  servanu,  and  teachers  In  the 
schools.  Their  lot  Is  undoubtedly 
very  hard,  and  many  a  silent  tragedy 
Is  being  enacted  hi  the  famllle*  of 
these   people.

One  forms  three  main  Impressions 
as  the  result  of  a  visit  to  this  northern^ 
most  of  capitals. 

Firstly,  that  Stockholm  Is  the  most 
stately  and  t>eautlful  /Clty  In  Europe 
today.  It  Is  built  on  island*;  and  the 
,  work  of  man  vies  with  that  of  nature. 
Magnificent  buildings — the  Opera,  the 
Museum,  the  Houses  of  Parliament, 
the  Post  Offlce,  even  the  railway  eta- 
tlon,  the  palace — are  to  be  found  in 
every  second  street.       -    i 

Great  bridges  cro||i  aooree  of  water- 
ways, which  in  turn  are  dotted  with 
myriad  craft,  from  trim  little  yachts 
to  white  river  steamern.  One  whole 
quarter  of  the  city — the  oldest — is  sur- 
rounded by  water.  This  is  quaintly 
called  "the  city  within  the  bridges." 
Noble  monuments  to  Charles  XII.  and 
OuMtavus  Adolphus  and  to  Bernadotte 
are  strewn  about  with  a  lavishness 
that  amazes. 

Shady  parks  nestle  In  the  centre  of 
the  city,  a  fine  modern  city  in  every 
way,  while  all  round  is  water — water 
looking  nt  night  like  a  twinkling  fairy- 
land with  its  thousands  of  many-col- 
ored livhts.  Here  and  there  a  street 
is  hewn  through  great  granite  cliffs: 
tiperlng  spires  nn£  golden  domes  add 
to  the  vividness  of  the  picture. 

The  next  most  striking  feature  of 
life  in  the  Swedish  capital  Is  that  It 
certainly  is  the  dearest  city  In  Europe. 
The  staple  coIa  Js  the  kruna.  Just  over 
a  shilling. 

As  an  example,  a  room  at  an  hotel, 
a  t>ath,  and  breakfast  eome  to  32  kro- 
nor.  The  simplest  meals  come  to  Just 
a  pound;  wines  uro  entirely  prohibi- 
tive in  price — £4  for  a  bottle  of  the 
worst  war  champagne.  A  taxlcab  for 
an  hour  costs  £1.  15s. — they  have  a 
pleasant  knack  of  making  you  pay 
exactly  double  what  the  clock  shows. 

"Tips"  leave  one  aghast.  One  dare 
not  give  less  than  a  kroner  to  a  man 
for  opening  the  door.  Five  kroner  Is 
the  customary  '"tip"  to  a  waiter  for 
one  meal.     And  people  do  it 

I  have  been  In  many  places  these 
last  five  years — In  Moscow  and  Bkg- 
dad,  Bombay  and  Salonica,  Cairo  and 
Rome,  Paris  and  Petrograd,  London 
and  Monte  Carlo.  Brussels  and  Milan 
— and  Monte  Carlo  was  the  cheapest 
of  them  all.  And  Stockholm  far  and 
away    the    dearest. 

They  put  It  down  to  our  proximity 
.  here  to  Bolshevism.  Certain  It  is 
that  Swedes  Indulge  Uko  few  others 
In  Shirope.  They  eat  too  much,  drink 
too  much  beer  and  punch,  sleep  too 
much,  and  sit  about  in  cabarets  too 
much.  One  does  nothing  for  oneself 
in  Sweden.  Great  athletic  females 
insist  on  coming  In  to  bathe  you  un- 
lesa  you  bolt  and  bar  the  door  and 
elect  to  carry  on  In  Insular  exclusive- 
ness. 

The  third — and  I  must  say,  to  me 
the  most  remarkable^— fact  about 
Stockholm  Is  that  It  Is  the  only  city 
In  the  world,  probably,  where  Ger- 
mans arc  not  only  still  popular  but 
are  even  the  most  popular  foreigners 
In   the  city. 

They  are  virtually  not  foreigners 
at  all.  Everyone  talks  German — and 
most  look  German  In  Stockholm. 
Here  the  Hun  Is  pernona  grata.  Look- 
ing at  him  swaggerlnir  and  bellowing 
about  one  quakes  at  the  transient 
thought:  what  on  eairth  would  It 
have  been  like  If  they  had  'Won  the 
war! 

All  Stockholm's  places  of  amuse- 
ment, opcnalr  beer  halls,  cabarets, 
music  halls,  arc  conducted  entirely  on 
German  lines.  Women  disrobe  on  the 
cabaret  stage  with  a  crude  sugges- 
tlvcnesH  that  sickens  and  brings  back 
memories  of  Hamburg  the  horrible. 
The  whole  atmosphere  of  Stockholm's 
night    life    Is   entirely   German. 

At  a  cabaret  attached  to  a  res- 
taurant a  fat  Hun  sang  German  songs 
to  a  gleeful  audience  for  half  an  hour 
last  night.  The  fat  Hun  led  off  with 
obscenitieR,  then  tried  to  bo  coy, 
finally  had  the  effrontery  to  launch 
into  the  pollus'  two  favorite  war 
songs,  "Madelon"  and  "Apres  la 
guerre   est   flnle." 

The  fat  Hun  now  sang  boastful 
German  words  about  "not  beaten  by 
a  world  of  enemies,"  and  so  forth. 

It  was  too  much  for  a  couple  of 
Frenchmen  in  the  audience.  When 
the  chorus  of  "Madelon"  came  round 
again.  ..  They  sang  It.  And  the 
Hun  smiled  a  sickly  smile..     .     .

ARMENIA  FACED 

WITH  MASSACRE 

Mr.  T.  P.  O'Connor  and  Mr.  Aneih-ln' 
Willlsms  have  iHSued  the  following 
statement  for  the  Uritlsh-Armenia  Com- 
mlttes: 

"Today,  the  withdrawal  of  the  Brit- 
ish tronpn  from  the  Caticssus  has  bo- 
gun.  In  fronHofnipiiro,  serious  bloodshed 
In  that  region  Im  rcrlaln,  and  extensive 
manxMcren  only  too  probable.  In  par- 
ticular, the  Arnirnian  Republic  of  Krl- 
vsn  and  the  remsinder  of  the  Armenian 
race  arc  In  danger  of  destruction. 

"The  ponitlon  srineii  thus,  British 
troops  were  in  imNHennion  In  the  Csu- 
cssUH  on  the  dale  of  the  armistice, 
and  have  remained  In  possession  ever 
since.  It  Is  suted  that,  as  long  ace 
as  Msrrh,  the  Peace  Conference  sn4  the 
Orsnt  Powera  coaeemed  were  Informed 
that  the  British  troopn  must  shortly 
be  withdrawn.  The  date  was  Axed  st 
flrst  for  June  1,  sad  afterwards  for  the 
middle  of  Aurust.  Meanwhile,  It  was 
hoped  that  America  would  accept  a 
mandate  for  that  region,  and  for  Turk- 
ish Armenia. 

•It  was  publicly  announced  some 
weeks  ago  that  British  troops  would 
be  withdrawn  and  ItaHan  troops  take 
their  place.  After  the  recent  change 
of  ministry  in  Italy,  the  Italian  Gov- 
ernments decided  not  to  send  troopa, 
and  early  this  week  It  was  announced 
that  th«»  Rrtttsli  troops  wouM  higla  lo 
be  withdrawn  at  the  end  nt  tMn  week, 
•nd  that  no  other  Povw  wmild  take 
their  piatw.

"The  defence  made  for  the  British  1 
withdrawal  is  that  we  cannot  go  on 
spending  so  much  money  and  keeping 
so  many  British  troops  abroad;  but' 
surely  public  notice  of  this  particular 
withdrawal  and  of  the  fact  that  the 
Italians  would  not,  as  previously  an- 
nounced, take  our  place,  and  of  the 
position  certain  to  arise,  ought  to  have 
been  given  to  the  British  and  Ameri- 
can public  weeks  before  an  actual 
withdrawal  took  place.  Those  publics 
will  not  be  content  that  the  more 
peaceful  elements  in  the  Caucasus 
should  be  exterminated.  Indeed,  a 
fierce  uprising  of  public  opinion  is 
certain  against  any  Government  that 
has  any  respunslbility  for  such  a  re- 
sult. • 

"The  only  way  out  would  sem  to  be 
the  immediate  sharing  of  tho  burden 
between  Great  Britain  and  tho  United 
States.  If  the  United  Slates  cannot  at 
once  send  any  troops,  it  can  at  any 
rate  undertake  to  bear  for  a  definite 
time  the  expense  of  maintaining  In- 
dian and  other  troops  imdcr  British 
ofhcers.  In  the  absence  of  such  ar- 
■  rangcments,  a  complete  withdrawal 
of  the  British  forces,  nnd  of  all  civi- 
lized control  in  the  regions  In  ques- 
tion, la  certain."
